THE POULTRY SHOW. 


OUR BOSTON LETTER. 


SOM K OF TIIE AT lit ACTIONS AT ARMORY 
HALI. NEXT WEEK. 




The first show of the Newton Fanciers' 
Club opens at Armory Hall next Tuesday 
and continues for four days. There will 
be over a thousand birds, with prize 
speeimeps of the most famous birds 
front all parts of New England, and tiie 
success of t ho show in this respect is al- 
ready assured. 

One of the chief attractions will be 
the incubator, which will batch out 
chickens every day during the show, ami 
is always a subject of interest. It will 
have glass sides, so that the chickens can 
lie seen picking their wav out of the 
shell. 

Another attraction will be a pair of 
prize Ktnden geese, weighing 50 pounds, 
and valued at $150. 

A pair of wood ducks, now very rate, 
wiil be exhibited, and pigeons by the 
hundred, of. all varieties. 

There is also a large entry of rabbits 
and guinea pigs, and the exhibit of poul- 
try will be an immense one, aud com- 
prise all varieties from Brahmas down to 
Bantams. 

The club has been to a great deal of 
trouble and expense in preparing tor the 
show, aud so far they have received much 
encouragement from Newton tanciers, as 
the display of Newton birds will aston- 
ish the people who think that poultry iu 
Newton is confined mostly to the mar* 
keu. 

The show w ill be well worth seeing 
and should be liberally patronized bv 
Newton people. A special invitation is 
i xtended by the club to ladies, w ho w ill 
find muoli to interest t lit- in iu the exhibi- 
tion.

RAILROAD ACREAGE IN BOSTON. 

In a former letter I alluded to the in- 
crease of taxable property In Boston front 
18.X to 1888, covering a period of fifty years , 
and I think I alluded to the fact that the 
Boston Sc Albany Railroad Corporation 
paid a tax of over $100,000, or about twenty 
live time* what the Boston Sc Worcester., 
the parent of the Boston & Albany, paid in 
18.X. 

This led me to inquire into the amount of 
acreage held to-day by all the railroad cor- 
porations having their termini in Boston. 

I found that I could obtain exact data but 
from two corporations, the Boston Sc Maine, 
including the Eastern and the Boston A* 
Lowell, now under one head, and the New 
York & New England. But there was 
little difficulty iu arriving at the approxi 
mate holdings of the others. I place the 
entire acreage of the railroad corporations 
within the limit of Boston at over 50b acres. 

I will call it 500 acres and then consider 
the assessable value of this area as com- 
pared with what the same, improved and 
unimproved, was fifty years ago. When one 
speaks of live hundred acres one hardly 
considers that this amount represents more 
than Half the territory of old Boston proper. 

Placing the assessable value of the prop- 
erty at an average of one dollar per foot, or, 
in round numbers, call it $40,000 per acre, 
and the total is $20,000,000. This is the 
lowest estimate. 

A large portion of tiie real estate has been 
purchased by the several corporations as 
the necessities of the case demanded, and 
as most of the area thus occupied was un- 
improved or regarded as nominally worth- 
less at a comparatively short period before 
purchase, it shows how little of far-sight- 
edness was exercised by the railroad di- 
rectors of olden times. P. I\ F. Degrand 
advised the Boston & Worcester railroad 
corporation fifty years ago to buy at least 
fifty acres of the waste land on the back 
bay, then nominally appraised at half a cent 
p.:r foot, and they laughed at him. He told 
them that within twenty-five years they 
would require it and itis estimate and fore- 
sight were both correct, for within fifty 
years the required area has been doubled. 
In the case of the other corporations some 
far-sighted directors urged the securing of 
areas that must be required as the growth 
of the business extended, but they were 
overruled. 

Still the same fatsil policy holds ground. 
The present facilities are none too great for 
the existing business. One can hardly think 
that our railroads here in Boston have 
readied their growth. Fifty years hence, 
tiie increase, as the country increases, will 
show double and more than that of the past 
fifty wars. As population increase* and 
Boston extends its limits.

NUMEROUS SPEAKERS DISCUSS THE. , 
QUESTION OF CONVICT LABOR. 

The aeroiid meeting of the West New- 
ton Lyceum was held in the City Hall, 1 
Monday evening and quite largely at- ; 
tended considering the unpleasant ; 
character of the weather. The musical j 
features comprised selections by Miss j 
Jessie Stickel, soprano, who rendered 
“Como Unto Mo” from tho Messiah and 
the “Maid ot DumloA” Miss Netting 
Fleming played the accompaniments. 
The lecture was delivered by Mr. Abbott 
Bassett on “How, When and What shall 
wo Bead?" To be a well favored man is 
tho gift of fortune, said the lecturer, but 
to write and read comes by nature. The 
art of reading calls for tho closest study 
and how. when and what to read aro 
questions of the greatest importance. 
Many men have received tho first start in 
the path of knowledge from a book 
which has interested them. Daniel Web- 
ster attributed his advance in literature 
to the fact that in bis early days he read 
but few books and learned them by heart. 
Three famous men attributed their taste 
for literature from reading “Tho Lady of 
the Lake,” and each had road the work 
at the suggestion of his mother. The 
point is to cultivate a taste for good 
reading; the boy who reads a good book 
derives intellectual improvement from 
its pages and is not the same boy he was 
before. 

The art of finding time to read consists 
in learning how to make the most use of 
the day. The half-hour before breakfast 
or the spare moments between our tasks 
will enable us to fiuisli a good book in 
the course of a week or two. It is a fact 
that the more one has to do, the more 
can bo accomplished, for system can 
work miracles. Bulwer only devoted 
four hours a day to writing and yet be 
wrote a great number of books. 

Self-educatiou by reading must be a 
personal matter, Mental hunger will 
take most anything at tho start, but will 
require better literature as the mind im- 
proves and develops. A groat amount of 
time is frequently wasted in reading pro- 
saic works undertaken as a task and 
leading to discouragement. You must 
read the book you like and you can hard- 
ly go amiss. To make progress you must 
read for ideas and nut for words. It is I 
indispensable if one desires to master 
books or gain the road to knowledge. 
Many books are so empty that to read 
thorn one must understand the art of 
skipping. Even in the works of Shakes- 
peare and Byron there are uages which 
it is proper to skip. Beadiug aloud and i 
in classes is one of the host methods of ! 
literary education. Obsolete words are j 
defined, the idea of the author is brought 
out by diversity of views, promoting the 
intelligence and power of thought. 

I would divide, said the speaker, the 
reading of books into three classes, for 
pleasant intercourse, for friends and for 
intimates. In each class care should be 
taken and less time should be devoted to 
pleasant books and our literary friends 
than for our chosen intimates, the latter 
class claiming our best thought and long- 
est hours. We must read to awaken and 
develop thought. It matters little what 
the book is, this object is attained. 

There are books that charm, books 
that refresh the mind, books that exalt 
and retiue our nature, books that light 
up the gloom, and books that till out- 
days with splendo and purify life. 
Books are a rial world and around them 
our happiness will grow. | Applause.] 

The question for discussion was, Re- 
solved, "That convict labor ought not to 
be brought into competition with Free 
labor/’ Tho question was opened in the 
affirmative by Mr. S. I*. Darling, who 
stated that he regretted that ho had ] 
been unable to procure statistics, owing } 
to lack of time. However, said the 
speaker. I cannot see what arguments 
can be advanced on the other side. In 
New York the experiment has been tried, 
and convict labor is now prohibited by- 
law. We shall probably lie obliged to 
legislate against it in tins State. Under j 
our present convict labor system a man- 
ufacturer can employ as many convicts j 
as lie pleases for 50 cents tier day for 
each man. The result is in breaking J 
down the price of the manufactured urti- , 
cles. Manufacturers who avail them- | 
selves of the convict labor can put a line 
of goods on the market at a less price] 
and with more profit than a manufac- 
turer in tiie same line who employs free 
labor. 

At the womans’s prison in Sherborne 
certain lines of goods ate manufactured 
including shirt* which cost 5 cent each 
or (SO cents per doz -n. Vcy few labor- 
ers would care to do tli.* work for such a 
sum. It is argued that the prisoners 
must lie kept at work, Imt their labor 
ought not to lie let to contractors or be 
brought into competition with free la- 
bor. If anybody is to receive the 
heuelit of their labor let it be the 
State. Tbelibor market is now over- 
stocked, and in this country with its 
great resources s-ttch a condition seems 
to be wrong. The State prisons are ren- 
dered as comfortably as possible, arc 
lieaated by steam and prov ded with 
modern improvements. The workmen 
in these reformatory institutions are pro- 
vided with better and more comfortable 
quarters than many uf the free laborers. 
The prisoners should lie treated well, 
but the prisons ought to tie rendered so 
disagreeable that those who go there 
will feel that they never wish to go 
again. The city of Boston sends to r«- 
formatory institutions ftOO each year for 
drunkenness alone. They get treated 
pretty well, and don't seem to mind the 
disgrace for there is u case on record of 
one who was sentenced 11 limes for JO 
days in one year. If it is necessary to 
keep the prisoners ut work, 1 would 
have them cart stones from one place to 
another and then cart them back again in 
order to employ their time, tint would 
uot alloy them to engage in any industry 
iu which they could compete with free 
and honest labor. J Applause.] 

Mr. N. T. Allen opened the debate in 
the negative. He said, 1 do not know 
what church the gentleman who preced- 
ed me attends, but it is evident that lie 
has drank in but little of the spirit of 
brotherly kindness. Who Are our con- 
victs and w ho has made litem criminals? 
They were mice children and w hy have 
they grown up so different from men and 
women in the respectable and virtuous 
path of life? First, because of hick of 
home training and influence. Promi- 
nent educators say in reply to the ques 
lion propounded by Horace Mann, a* to 
wltat proportion of the ciiuiiuals. if they 
had been put into schools, would have 
grow n tin to be virtuous citizens, answer 
nr. per cent. 


Tho second cause for the numerical 
strength of the criminal classes is to be 
attributed to bad inheritance. Tho case I 
of a mother whoso 70 descendants were | 
criminals will illustralc this point. The 
father and giandfather of Henry Wilson 
were both drunkards and it was only by 
the force of extraordinary will-power 
that their descendant refrained from fol* 1 
lowing in their footsteps. 

Tho third cause is intemperance ami 
the fourth, idleness. The latter is the 
promotor of an immense amount of 
crime and these causes together cover 
almost all the reasons for the develop- | 
ment of criminals. These criminals are 
subjects for our greater sympathy and 
commiseration. 

When a person commits a crime, the 
first thing is to catch him and the next 
stop is to put him in a place of safety. 

It is then bur duty to reform him if pos- 
sible. It has been demonstrated by ex- 
perts that physical drill by productive 
work is of the greatest importance in 
order to consummate this purpose. Most 
of the convicts who are confined in re- 
formatory institutions come out again in- 
to the world after a short time, and tho 
best intluences should bo resorted to, 
therefore, in order to rostoro them to 
good citizenship. The very foundation 
of this character building is iu giving 
them a practical trade or employment. 
Lot us so instruct them that when they 
go forth again iuto the community, they 
will be capable of earning an honest 
living. 

It is the custom in tho Irish prisons 
where tho persons in charge are kind 
hearted and generous to talk with the con- 
victs, ascertain their preference for a.trado 
and inculcate in their minds the principle 
of supporting themselves by some honest 
employment. This is the best method 
of reform, and if industrial labor is de- 
nied to tho convicts they will come back 
into tho world morally worse than when 
they entered the reformatory institutions 
in which they had been confined. 

The prison* in New York, costing 
some two or three millions per annum, 
falls heavily in taxes on tho community. 

It is always costly to do wrong in deal- 
ing with our fellow-men. Add to tho 
above, the demoralized condition in 
which these prisoners again enter the 
community, prepared to continue their 
previous criminal course, and wo can es- 
timate some effect of this bad system. 

1 he idea that any or all the products 
of eonvict labor, infinitesimal, as it is 
compared with that of free labor, can 
have the slightest intlucnce iu lowering 
prices is preposterous. Tho total out 
put of manufactured product in the pris- 
ons of N. Y., with the aid of machinery, 
was but one-fifth of one per cent of that 
of free labor. 

Let us then, in a spirit of broad phil- 
anthropy, do what is possible to lift our 
unfortunate brothers in prison into a 
nobler, self-supporting life. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Allen’s re- 
marks the discussion became general and 
the remainder of the evening was devot- 
ed to five-minute speeches. Mr. Har- 
wood said that Mr. Allen hail talked ad- 
roitly against, time, but had not touched 
upon the question. The question is 
whether the product of convict labor 
should be put into competition with the 
labor of free men. Iu my opinion it 
should not. It is a pernicious practice 
and as has been said, it breaks down 
prices. It will perhaps prevent honest 
men from earning a living, for it is real- 
ly putting a premium upon convict labor 
and making it impossible for free labor- 
ers to secure an honest living. If honest 
men cannot secure work, there is an in- 
centive to crime and more criminals will 
be the result. 

Mr. Abbott alluded to the condition in 
New York resulting from the abolishing 
of convict labor. The prisoners were 
locked up iu cells in idleness. If con- 
vict labor iu this state was abolished a 
like condition would exist. It is, said the 
speaker, a cruelty to the prisoners to de- 
prive them of employment and an in- 
justice to tho tax payers who are thus 
obliged to support them in idleness. 

Mr. Marcus Marton said that politics 
had influenced the passage of tho law in 
New York and not a consideration of the 
advantages or disadvantages resulting 
trom the convict labor system. 1 have 
worked with men, said the speaker, who 
had rather go to jail than earn an honest 
living. Our prisons are tilled with 
forgers and embezzlers who felt that it 
was “thundering’' ungenteel to work. 
Let them work in reformatory institu- 
tions and do not be afraid of the cry. “it 
will break down prices,” That is just 
what the poor mau wants. It has been 
saiil that we have an overstocked labor 
market. Such a condition does not exist. 
There can be no over production where 
children are without boots and shoes and 
, necessary clothing, where families are 
j needy and poorly ted. There have been 
instances where genteel forgers have 
! come out from prison and followed an 
' honest trade, but it is the exception and 
not the rule. The trouble is we don’t go 
li.tck tar enough in considering this 
question. If our social and moral laws 
we iv different our jails and prisons 
would not l»e fillexl with criminals. 

Mr. James T. Allen said that there 
was an evident tendency to wander from 
the question. Our jails are filled with 
criminals— the question is, “What shall 
we do with them?” Libor must not be 
. denied them if they become worse under 
i such a condition. How shall we employ 
them so that they will not degenerate, 
and then how shall we reform them? 
They should be given employment to 
their taste, and some means should be 
1 devised so that tho production of their 
labor will not conflict with free labor 
outside. These details can lie settled. 
The criminals are to be pitied. They 
should be looked upon as a class to be 
! lifted and restored to their proper nor- 
mal condition. 

Mr. \V. K. Plummer said that men 
wore confined in reformatory institu- 
tions because of a violation of law, not 
for revenge. He then alluded to the 
! case of Clarence Ward, whom he said 
was a boy sixteen years of age, who had 
beeu sentenced to one year for his first 
, offence. He hoped a petition would be 
circulated to get him out. Iu regard to 
the question, lie said the great point 
; was how to keep the criminals content- 
; ed. The wav to do it was by keeping 
them at work. It has been said that 
convict labor interferes with free labor, 
that it breaks down prices. The pro- 
duct of convict labor never competes 
with the product of skilled labor. Meu iu 
charge of reformatory institutions should 
endeavor to inculcate sobriety ami mo- 
rality. In the case of Clarence Ward, I 
think he should ( be taken out of the house 
of correction and lie placed under good 
moral Influence in order to make him 
again a good member of the body politic. 

Mr. Walton said that the question was 
I one of society protecting it* elf. Crimi- 
nals were imprisoned because they prey- 
ed upon the body politic. They should 
In* put in places under such inlluencu 
) that when they again return to tho com- 
munity they will be better men than bu- 
fore. If a prisioner is coufiued iu idle- 
ness you get the same sort of person 
when lie leaves the institution that you 
hud when lie entered. lie becomes 
1 worse than before unless you give him 


something to occupy his mind. If he 
comes out with a trade, the chances are 
that he will become an honest and in- 
dustrious man. So far as the product ot 
convict labor is concerned it. may effect 
the market iu a few commodities, but 
not to the general detriment of the eom- 
niunity. These prisoners must lie made 
useful men, and it is a crime against God 
to keep them in idleness. 

Mr. (’. M. Whittlesey said that if a law 
was passed keeping criminals out of 
employment, he thought it would lie an 
excellent idea to organize a society for 
the prevention of cruelty to prisoners. 
If they cannot work, their minds become 
diseased and their moral condition is 
lowered. So far as competition with free 
labor is concerned it is better than to 
support tho criminal classes iu idleness. 
If shirts can be purchased for a small 
sum, it is a good thing for it is difficult 
for us now to obtain money to buy them. 
It is necessary to keep tho criminal 
classes omployed and measures for ro- 
form cannot lie successfully carried out 
if these persons aro to live n*i indolent life. 

Mr. I). P. Goslino said that ho was dis- 
appointed with the discussion. Tho 
speakers had not adhered to tho ques- 
tion. A side of tho subject that might 
havo liavo boon discussed was tho moral 
effect of bringing convict labor into com- 
petition with honest toil. In my opinion 
said tho speaker tho principle is wrong 
and tho effect is certainly degrading to 
the free, honest workingman. 


CONCERNING WOMEN. 

An Effort to Hrllrr ibr Condition of the 
Workers. 


The subject of wages for working wo- 
men is each year more emphatically im- 
pressing itself upon tho public as one 
that must in somo way bo met by women 
themselves. Tho lowest notch in the 
scale seems to havo been reached, and

There was once a mechanic at Bristol, 
England, whose name was Walls. Ho 
was by trade a shot-maker. Watts had j 
to take great bars of lend and pound 
them out into sheets of thickness about 
equal to tho diameter of tho shot he de- 
sired to make. Then ho cut the sheets 
into little cubes, which he rolled in a re- 
volving tmrrol until tho corners wore 
worn off from tho constant friction. Tho 
Chicago Mail thus relates tho lost, of the 
story: — 

Watts, after an evening spent with 
some jolly companions at tho ale-house, 
went home and turned into bed. Ho 
dreamed lie was out again with the 
“boys.” 'They were all trying to Hud 
their way homo when it began to rain 
shot. Beautiful globules of lend, polished 
and shining, foil in a torrent. 

In the morning when Watts aroso ho 
remembered the dream, and wondered 
what shape molten lead would take in 
falling a distance through tho air. At 
last ho carried a ladleful of the hot 
metal up into the steeple of tho church 
of St. Mary of Rcdcliffe, and dropped it 
into tho moat below. Descending, he 
took from tho bottom of the shallow 
pool several handfuls of porfect shot, far 
superior to any ho had over seen. Watts’ 
fnrtuno was made, for ho had conceived 
the idea of the shot-tower, which has 
ever sinco boon the only means employed 
in the manufacture of the littlo missies 
so much used in war and sport.

women must holp each other. The 
strong must protect the weak against the 
infliction of starvation prices. The 
ready-made under-clothing which each 
year becomes more universally worn is 
where the subject may be with best ef- 
fect taken up. Tho reason why ready- 
made under-clothing is in such demand 
is because it is much cheaper to buy 
ready-made than to hire it made in the 
house. There are two horns to the di- 
lemma. It is not that women dislike or 
wish to get rid of tho trouble of making 
these clothes at home, It as the kind of 
work that is generally agreeable to them, 
but with the great inllux of foreigners, 
the charity work in all towns of consid 
orable size increased to such an extent 
that women are called upon to do a vast 
amount of work in that direction; our 
churches havo grown so that the church 
work for women is largely increased; all 
the social questions that arise from an 
extended anil complex civilization must 
be met, anil women must bear their part 
iu this. In fact, tliu demands made upon 
women of tho present day aro so great 
that if she can gain time or rest bv buy- 
ing ready-made clothes, which she her- 
self has heretofore made, and at the 
same time impose no extra drain upon 
her own or her husband’s pocket-book, 
she naturally falls an easy prey to low- 
priced under-clothing. As this demand 
increases the manufacturers see “mil- 
lions iu it,” and have by degrees ground 
down the prices till the women who do 
the sewing are at last pushed to the wall. 

In all liues of jmauual labor iu which 
masses of women are employed, wages 
are at the lowest ebb, but the sewing 
women appeal most directly to more 
fortunate women, because the conditions 
are largely the result of their owu 
thoughtlessness in tho matter. An at- 
tempt is being made in New York city by 
Working Women’s society to placo a la- 
bel upon goods, showing that a fair price 
has been paid for the work, — which shall 
be a guaranty that starvation labor has 
not been employed iu their manufacture. 
Employers are as yet chary of accepting 
this label. One of them said: “You can’t 
break a women of the habit of shopping 
around, .she is an inveterate bargain- 
liunter, and a label would scare her off.” 
hi one of the large establishments in 
New York the manager of the business 
declined to consider the matter of plac- 
ing such label ou his goods, but said they 
paid fair prices. He was asked wliat lie 
would do if a dozen or more customers 
asked for labeled goods. “Oh, well,”, ho 
replied, “if your label ever becomes so 
formidable as that, wo will consider the 
matter.” And that is the point tho wo- 
men iu New York are going t<> make. It 
is believed that there are enough women 
interested iu fair dealing toward other 
women to make it an object to retail 
dealers in all large towns to put on the 
market ready-made underwear bearing a 
fair-wage mark, by which customers 
could call for and identify it. A consum- 
ers’ league is talked of as being the read- 
iest preliminary steu to create the popu- 
lar demand for labeled clothing. Such 
j a league would mean that its members 
| had pledged themselves to buy only those 
] articles made at fair labor rates ami to 
■ patronize houses selling them, 
i Next month Miss Ida Van Eoten of tho 
New York working women's association 
; will bring this subject before the Soro- 
! sis meeting. The women’s club of Brook- 
| lyn are to talk up Hie matter, and the 
] women in Hebcr Newton’s cliqroh are 
specially interested in this, movement. 
All interesting fact noted by au obuerv- 
aul New York women (Eliza 1*. Heaton) 
is that the woman suffrage cause is pro- 
gressing most rapidly just now among 
working women. "It is not the political 
aspects for which they care, but their 
motto is equal pay for equal work, and 
this, it seems to be borne in upon them 
daily, would be best promoted by equal- 
ity before the law.”

A LKTTKIl FROM KX-POSTM ASTER LATTA 
OF NEWTON. 

Tho following lottor was received by a 
friend in this city from ox-Postmastor 
Latta, and contains ho much of general 
intorcHt that it ban boon given for publi- 
cation : 

McNeills, Hampton Co.,S. C., 

January 24 th, 1 H 80 . 

The people of Massachusetts havt; 
reason to be proud of tho large majority 
of her legislators. A happy day will it 
bo for the people of .South Carolina when 
they can boast of huoIi a legislature as 
Massachusetts has. Tho opportunities 
for the poor and middle classes to obtain 
education are very limited, and the 
state treasury is so meagre that teachers 
cannot get their wages under twelve 
months after the work is performed, ex- 
cept by having their drafts discounted at 
the rate of 20 per cent., and tho length of 
the school term is two and three months 
in the year, for tho blacks rarely more 
than two. In educational centres estab- 
lished for the blacks whore they have 
tho benefit of white instructors, they 
are much in advance of tho poor whites. 
Tho school established here has been the 
means of great good to all who have 
been able to come to it, and those living 
iu the immediate vicinity have been 
raised from a depth of moral degrada- 
tion and misery to comparative decency 
and morality; and that iu four years, 
through the teaching and example of the 
young ladies who established the school. 
There are now D2 scholars under instruc- 
tion, and by next week there will be a 
full hundred. Among them quite a 
number of boarders who come from 15 
to (10 miles, and a majority of our pupils 
walk from two to seven miles every day; 
that is from four to fourteen miles per 
day;and as the country is flat and marshy 
a large number have to wade through 
water above their shoo tops. They are 
willing to undergo almost every hardship 
for the sake of education. Wo have a 
large (and for this climate, comfortable) 
school house, capable of accommodating 
150 pupils. For the last year tho people 
have been laboring to build them a 
church, and were I not trespassing too 
much upon your patience, would like to 
give you a description of tho building 
and their effort b to raise means to com- 
plete it. They have neither window 
sash or door shutters, and at this season 
have to uso the school house for their 
meetings. They are less able this win- 
ter to contribute because of a partial 
failure of crops last year. They collect, 
upon an average 40 cents per week for 
all church expenses, and in that small 
way the £0.00 sent for the building fund 
of Eliot church was obtained. J. G. L. 


A l’lea for the Boys. 

NO. 3. 

To the Editor of the Graphic: 

I have just read Dr. Shinn’s “Plea for 
the Boys,” and find it is good and practi- 
cal. lie has voiced the thought of the 
boys, for one of our village lads told the 
writer to-day that several of the boys 
had talked over the matter and were so 
interested that they thought of a petition, 
expressing their desire for a gymnasium 
and how much they would contribute 
toward it. 

We, who are interested in tho work of 
the Y. M. C. A., have felt this need grow- 
ing upon us until it seems a burden to 
us. The doubt has been expressed that, 
on account of tho splendid and costly 
edifice with which the Eliot Society has 
adorned our village, any movement to- 
ward securing a building now for tho 
Y. M. C. A. would bo futile. 

The doctor suggests a plan feasible and 
worthy of careful thought. The work of 
the Association is not sectarian, it is not 
strictly religious even, but seeks to pro- 
vide a place where tho mental, physical 
and spiritual development of boys and 
men rnay be carried on. We know that 
Dr. Shinn believes in the churches dojng 
the work that the Association tries to do, 
but there are many that cannot be in- 
duced to attend church services and wo 
think that, as a rule, instead of the As- 
sociation taking the workers from the 
churches, that every pastor will tell you 
that his host workers iu the church will 
bo found also in any work that helps 
people to live bottor lives. Tin sc who 
give tho most to the support of the 
churches are, doubtless, loady to give for 
such a cause, as the hearts of such people 
aro always large and tho Giver of the 
Universe does not sulTer these people to 
be impoverished by giving. Do not for- 
got the plan of the doctor in uniting the 
Natural History Society with its re- 
sources to the Gymnasium and Associa- 
tion work, all for the helpfulness of the 
boys. Lot all those who loul interested 
in such a movement speak of it to their 
friends and talk it over. After the anni- 
versary exorcises of tho Association, Nov. 
IS, 1SSS, one of our young business men 
acted upon tho suggestion of Mr. Doug- 
las, and unclosed in a letter to the Presi- 
dent of the Association an amount to 
start the building fund for the Y. M. C. A. 
Who else will help us in this movement? 
Let there be an expression of opinion 
and a place provided for young men and 
others that will be a blessing to thou- 
sands ami an enduring monument to the 
donors.

Disease iu School Books. 

(Bprlngllchl Union) 

Dr. J. B. Moran, instructor in hy- 
giene In the Boston schools, reports that 
during tho past two years tho schools 
have suffered beyond tho average from 
contagious diseases, especially measles, 
which has assumed tho form of a moder- 
ate epidemic in nearly all tho schools. 
Dr. Moran does not directly charge this 
increase of contagious disease to the use 
of free text hooks which are passed from 
one sut of pupils to another in succession, 
but ho says, what uvory one familiar 
with the schools know, that “after books 
have been used three, sometimes two or 
often only one year, they become un- 
sightly and unclean. They furnish ex- 
cellent soil for the habitation and growth 
of disease germs, which have been de- 
posited upon them in various ways. 
They may have actually been in the 
hands of of children sick with infectious 
diseases. Iu the next year they are apt 
to be turned over to other pupils who 
may be thereby endangered. The books 


cannot bo doansed with a disinfectant 
and they cannot bo stoamod, without des- 
troying them. Tho only radical treat- 
ment fc of tho case seems to bo to abandon 
tbo transfer of old books to new pupils. 
This would mean a great incroaso in ex- 
pense.” 

It is higli time that this mattor wero 
brought to public attention. Many a 
parent in this city has 'been disgusted 
and appalled by the appearance of some 
of the books the children have brought 
home from school. Tliero is no knowing 
iu. whose hands they have been or what 
contamination of disease they may have 
sulTored. They are covered with porous 
brown paper covers furnished by the 
city, and theso are worse absorbents of 
tilth than the bonks themselves. It is 
likely that r.lio teachers use due diligence 
to keep the books in good order, but it 
is impossible for them to guard the books 
against infection. A simple scale from a 
scarlet fever patient, adhering to a book, 
may communicate the disease to the 
next pupil that uses it. 

When tho free school book law was 
first proposed it seemed to the Union a 
needless concession to a popular clamor. 
Provision had been made and could easi- 
ly have been extended, if necessary, for 
supplying free books to all who could 
not afford to purchase them. We still 
believe it the better way for the pupils to 
own their books and not to transmit 
them to others. If tho city can afford to 
tax itself for text books let it devote the 
tax to reduce the piice to the individual 
pupils, and let them have and keep their 
own to thomselves. Is it not time to 
stop perpetuating filth and disease in 
tho common schools.

THE INDUSTRIAL ELEMENT IN LO- 
CATION. 


A great deal of thought is given now 
to the introduction of industrial training 
into our public school course. It is felt by 
nearly every one that it is a mistake to 
confine the attention of pupils so exclu- 
sively to books. Already, in somo dis- 
tricts, drawing, carving, modelling in 
clay, cooking, sewing, and somo other 
branches are taught, aud it is said that 
these studies are pursued with no detri- 
ment to the progress of the pupils in 
their ordinary studies. 

The practical difficulty which is felt 
here in Newtou, is how to introduce 
these new branches without seriously af- 
fectiug the regular work of the schools. 
The following suggestions are made as a 
help towards solving this problem: 

1. That in the Grammar Schools all 
the work in the so-called “book studies” 
bo confined to the morning sessions, and 
that the afternoons be devoted to indus- 
trial branches in the schools. 

'2. Under the head of industrial 
branches take up drawing, sewing, carv- 
ing, modelling, cooking, and such liko 
studies, with drills, writing, music and 
elocution. 

3. With proper clipping out of what 
is not needed iu our school course, the 
pupils can make just as rapid progress, 
saving only this morning work in book 
studies, as they do now with two ses- 
sions. 

4. The arrangement of the studies as 
here suggested would make our schools 
doubly attractive to iho children, and 
would bring in a practical element which 
is now lacking. The afternoon session 
from being dreary would become the 
brightest part of the day for the chil- 
dren. 

5. All of this work can he done by the 
present corps of teachers with perhaps a 
little special training in a few brunches 
at the first. 

6 . It might become part of the regu- 
lar order of exercises for a teacher to 
take his class of boys, one afternoon, in 
to a work-shop to examine the processes 
there; another afternoon to a ledge of 
rocks to see the geological structure with 
their own eyes; another day to a wood 
or meadow for botanical specimens. 
One afternoon in the tields, spent under 
the guidance of a practical botanist, 
will give a student more botany than six 
weeks of ordinary book cramming. 

7. No intelligent man would deliber- 
ately select our present methods of edu- 
citing his cnildreu if lio could free him- 
self from the trammels of conventional 
usage. Think of it! cramming a book 
down a boy when wo ought to train him 
to use his own eyes aud eats! Rooks 
may help him, but ihoy cannot do every- 
thing for him. Wo expect them to do 
everything for him. aud the result is 
that we are turning out “educated” peo- 
ple, to whom the fields, the skies, the 
world of animated nature speak no 
word, anti to w hom real life comes later 
on with a crushing blow at their im- 
practicability. 


SOME CURIOUS FEATURES. 


One of the things that must have 
struck the committee on towns voiy foici- 
bly, was the surprising amount of preju- 
dice aud intolerance displayed by the 
Watertown witnesses at the teceut an- 
nexation hearing. There was nothing 
too bad for them to believe of the peti' 
tioneis for annexation. For iosta ce, 
they asserted that not not only the em- 
ployes of the Gas Company had been 
bull-dozed into signing the petition, but 
also their wives and children. When it 
w as proved that no hull-dozing had been 
resorted to. it evidently made no differ- 
ence with the Watertown men, they be- 
lieved it just the same. 

Another curious thing was the testi- 
mony of the Watertown school superin- 
tendent, who is also the head-master of 
one of the schools. He asserted that 
the Watertown schools weio in every re- 
spect the eiiuul of the schools of Newton, 
and when asked if lie considered his ser- 
vices equal to those of Superintendent 
Emerson, or to those of the Newton 
head masters, who devote all their time 
to one department, aud also whether lie 
had told the truth iu his annual reports, 
where he had stated iu print tiiat the 
Watertown schools were merely training 
schools for teachers, other towns and 
cities hiring them away as soon as their 
services hetame valuable, lie declined to 
answer. 

Acecordiug to the Watertown witness- 
es, wbo include tbe town authorities and 
leading 1 oliticians, the petitioners are 


men without character, who cannot tell 
the truth, who got up their petition by 
evciysort of unfair means, and whose 
testimony is unworthy of any attention. 
It is certainly astonishing that intelligent, 
men can display so much prejudice, but 
it ought to convince the legislature and 
the committee that the petitioners have 
no hope of receiving fair treatment as 
long as they remain citizens of Water- 
town. They are looked upon as an alien 
race, and in an earlier day would doubt- 
less have received quite as summary 
treatment as did the witches iu Salem. 

This evident incompatibility of temper 
and the inability to even look upon the 
petitioners as having any of the rights or 
virtues of fellow citizens, is one ot the 
strongest reasons for divorcing the dis- 
trict from Watertown. The* two sections 
can not live together iu a friendly or 
peaceful manner, nnd the temper ol the 
Watertown witnesses alone furnishes one 
of the strongest reasons for tho granting 
of the petition. 

It is certainly curious to find Water- 
town displaying so much ill-temper and 
intolerance in the matter, as that is |tho 
very thing most calculated to injure their 
case. Their effort should be to show 
that the petitioners have nothing to 
complain of, and that they arc better off 
in Watertown than they would bo in 
Newton, but their own testimony is suffi- 
cient to show that tho reverse of this is 
true, and as the committee is composed 
of fair-minded men, such a spirit does as 
much to help tho petitioners as anything 
the petitioners could do. Our Boston 
correspondent, who is woll-posted on 
the legislative doings, says that the peti- 
tioners are much nearer success than 
ever before. 

THE BOYS AGAIN, 

Parents and friends of tho boys in New- 
ton seem to take great interest in the 
proposal for putting up a building for 
the joint use of the Y. M. C. A. and the 
Natural History Society. The gymnasium 
idea is fascinating to the boys them- 
selves, somo of whom declare it to bo 
jast what tney have beeu eager to have. 
Persons who are watching the tendency 
of things in our city think we avo likely 
to lose a great deal by not giving proper 
direction to the young lives growiug up 
here among us. 

Girls are looked after, but as one gou- 
tieman says "After school hours there is 
no place 111 tho arrangements of modern 
social life, fora boy. lie is not wanted 
in this parlor at home, we do not care to 
have him play in the streets. Where is 
he to goV” 

This suggestion about a building seems 
to oiler one solution of the problem aud 
our citizei.s should consider it. 

All this discussion in regard to Collec- 
tor Saltoustall’s successor shows how 
completely the spoils system dominates 
public seutimeut. It is admitted on all 
sides that Mr. tSaltonstall has made one 
of tho most efficient collectors Bustou 
ever had, that no fault can be found with 
his business-like methods, or his ap- 
pointments, or himself, and yet just be- 
cause he happens to be a Democrat, Mr. 
Saltonstall will have to retire. If it was 
the New York Custom House, for in- 
stance, which Boston men are now try* 
ing to get 011 to an honest basis, 110 one 
would object, but it is to be hoped that 
Hie time will come wheu civil service re- 
form will bo so triumphant, that 110 mat- 
ter who is president, the efficient office- 
holders w ill not be disturbed. As to the 
men named for bis successor, tue next 
collector should be at least the equal of 
Mr. Saltoustall, and this will hardly be 
the case il Mr. Beard gets it. Although 
a very able politician, bis appointment 
would be iu the nature of a return to the 
spoils system, lie is not a civil service 
reformer and does not pretend to be, ami 
t ie now collector should be a man who 
will cairy on the good work begun by 
Mr. Saltun till. The divorce l etween 
po ities and the Boston Custom House 
should In male a permanent one. 

The Senate bill, it, is said, will take 
about $25,000,000 from the tax 011 sugar, 
but as it raises the duties on a great 
number of other articles, no one seems 
to know whether it would have any ef- 
fect in reducing tho surplus. The carpet 
men are up iu arms against the Senate 
bill, whioh they say would ruin the car- 
pet factories in this country. The fish 
dealers of Boston have sent iu a vigorous 
protest auniust one clause of the bill, the 
hat men say the duties are too low, and 
still other departments of industry are 
dissatisfied. Evidently the man has not 
yet been elected to the Senate who can 
draw up a tariff bill that will satisfy 
everybody. There are too many and con- 
flicting interests, to allow of all getting 
exactly the favors they desire. 


Tub proposition to have the railroads 
in Massachusetts issue i 11 toi changeable 
mileage tickets is an excellent one, and 
lias already been adopted 111 the West, 
where the tiekeis give much satisfaction. 
It is opposed by the Boston <k Albany, 
Oid Colony aud Boston & Maine, and the 
lailroud committee of the legislature are 
said 011 that account to he against it. 
Before this committee was made up, there 
was something said about corporation 
influence predominating iu the election 
of the speaker, aud the committee should 
show enough independence of the rail- 
roads to show that this was unfounded. 


The editor of Garden and Forest, 
Prof. Sargent, is recognised as the lead- 
ing American authority 011 the forestry 
question, aud therefore the views ex- 
pressed in that journal’s issue for Jan. 
30, on the question of the nation’s for- 
est policy are worthy of thoughtful at- 
t iition. The article will ho found iu an- 
other column.

The choir is composed of unusually 
good material, Miss Hamlin having a 
sweet and powerful soprano voice of un- 
usual compass and purity, and her sing- 
ing always arouses enthusiasm.

The 
only fault the audience could find was 
that her selection was too short and they 
would have been glad to hear her again.

The male 
members are too well known to Newton 
people to call for extended comment, 
with the exception perhaps of Mr. Diek- 
erman, whose magnificent bass voice lias 
been one of tbe great attractions of the 
Grace church choir for many years. Mr. 
Hamblen, Mr. Shinn aud Mr. Sladen were 
warmly greeted and their selections were 
admirably rendered. The concerted 
numbers were one of the most enjoyable 
portions of the program, especially the 
“Remember now thy Creator,” by the 
double quartet, and the choir show the 
benefit of the careful and thorough < i 
rection of Mr. Wood. 

The stage was made vory attractive by 
a double row of palms, calla lit lies, and 
plants in flower. After tho concert an 
adjournment was had to tho lower hall, 
where cake, ices aud coffee were servi d 
by Paxton, and the reception ended ai»< u 
11 o'clock. Among tho guests were a 
number from other churches, a numbei 
of members of the city government, and 
many friends of the singers from out of 
town. Armory Hall is admirably suited 
for receptions and concerts, as it is n >t 
large enough to make a gathering seem 
unsocial, and not too small to give full 
effect to the music.

The outcome of these studies must re- 
sult not only in increasing a vast fund of 
useful information, but in preparing pur- 
sons to assume the privileges and duties 
of citizenship. 


The Nation's Forests. 

The first step iu the effort to provide 
for the conservation of tho forests on ihe 
national domain should be the with- 
drawal from sale of all forest lands be- 
longing to the nation. It will not hi 
necessary to preserve and maintain all 
these forests permanently, but the ex 
tent of forest-territory which will be re- 
quired by a practical plan of forest-pres- 
ervation and management for our West- 
ern mountain regions cannot bo at once 
precisely determined. A thorough ex- 
amination of those regions, and of the 
agricultural country depending upon 
them for its water supply, will bo neces- 
sary, iu order to show what forests must 
be retained, and what tracts of timber 
eau bo put upon the market without in- 
jury to tho importaut interests involved. 
Until such an examination has been 
made, none of tbe forest-lands belonging 
to the United States should be sold. 

The second stop should bo to commit 


to the United States army the care nnd 
guardianship of the forests belonging to 
the nation. There is in time of peace no 
othei work of national defense or pro- 
tection so important as this which the 
army can perform, and it is plain that 
under existing conditions tho forests on 
t he national domain will not he— Indeed 
cannot, be— ‘adequately guarded and pro- 
tected by any oilier means. Tho meas- 
ures which have been tried, including 
those now iu operation, or nominally iu 
operation, have proved almost entirely 
ineffective. Tho forests 011 the public 
lands are pillaged by settlers, and by the 
employees of railroad and mining com- 
panies. without scruple or limit. Other 
instruments will have to ho employed if 
the forests are to Ik* preserved. Their 
complete and final destruction, with that 
of tho soil which sustains them, is, un- 
dor the present system, or want of 
system, only a question of time, and of 
a voiy short time. 

The officers of tho United States army 
are educated bv the nation for its service, 
and they constitute a body of men not 
equaled by any other in our country in 
their equipment for guarding and pro- 
tecting the groat forest-regions belong- 
ing to the nat'on. They possess every 
kind of fitness for this work in greater 
degree than any other class of men, and 
if authorized by law to undertake this 
service thoy would have the power and 
the means necessary for its performance, 
while everybody elso is at present in- 
evitably powerless and incapable. As 
there is likely to he very little work for 
the army hereafter in the care of the 
Indians, it will ho available for this ser- 
vice of guarding the national forests. 
The work can be done well by tho army, 
and it would cost nothing, or very little, 
while any other plan would necessarily 
he both ineffective and costly. This 
guardianship and defense of the nation’s 
torests by tbe army of the nation should 
he continued and maintained until a 
sufficient number of adequately trained 
and equipped foresters has been provided 
by the national government for tho ad- 
ministration of a complete and perma- 
nent system and policy for the manage- 
ment of the forests on the public domain. 

This brings us to consider the third 
step. This should bo the appointment 
by tho President, of a Commission to 
make a thorough examination of the 
condition of the forests belonging to the 
nation, and of their relation to the agri- 
cultural interests of tho regions through 
which tho streams Mow which have their 
sources in these forests, and to report, 
with the facts observed, a comprehen- 
sive plan for tho preservation and man- 
agement of the public forests, including 1 
a system for the training, by the govern- 
men I, fora sufficient number of foresters ! 
lor Hie national forest service. 

Tho com mission should determine 
what portions of the existing forests on ' 
the public domain should ho permanent- 
ly preserved, and in what manner the re- 
mainder should he disposed of. The na- 
tional forests can he so managed that 
they will he perpetually reproduced, and 
will yield forever an abundant supply of 
timber for the inhabitants of the adja- 
cent country, and a revenue which will : 
more than sustain the cost of the forest 
service. A National School of Forestry 
should be established at a suitable place in i 
one of the great mountain forests on the 
public lands, and its equipment should be 
as thorough and adequate for its purpose 
as is that of the National Military Acade- 
my at West Point.— [From Garden and

PRAYER FOR COLLEGES. 

Thursday. Jan. .31, the day of prayer for 
colleges and schools, was observed at Lasell 
Seminary by a total suspension of the or- 
dinary school routine, and religious exer- 
cises which began with a quarter-of-an- 
hour prayer meeting before breakfast. At 
ha. m.. the prayer meetings were held, one 
for the teachers, and one for tiie pupils, 
tiie latter conducted by themselves. Both 
of these had a full attendance and were 
of much interest. At 11 a. in., preaching 
services took place in the chapel. The 
sermon wa> d liveied by Rev. L. A. Banks 
of St. John’s M. E. church. Boston. Rev. 
Calvin Cutler of Auburndale, Rev. Mr. 
Butters of Newtonville, Rev. Dr. B. K. 
Fierce of Newton, and Rev. Mr. Knox of 
the Methodist church at Auburahale as- 
sisted in tiie general services. A part of 
tin* singing was rendered by tiie quartet of 
the school, and several solos by Miss 5. 
Hollingsworth. 

The text was from psalm .34, verse 8, 
“Taste and see that tiie Lord is good.’’ 
The subject was the te>t of experience 
applied to religion. 

Of tiie two methods, argument and ex- 
perience, as tlu* test of truth, the latter is 
much preferable. A pound of fact, says 
Francis Bacon, is worth two ot theory. 
Before the final success of steam, a scien- 
tist in London with cogent reasoning 
proved conclusively that no vessel could 
cross tin* ocean by tin* power of steam. No 
vessel could carry coal enough as was 
shown mathematically. But a steamer 
came into Liverpool that week, having 
coal enough left in her hold after tiie pas- 
gage to cremate all tiie scientists in Christ- 
endom, and henceforth no one remembered 
the wise words of the scientist. 

Christianity assumes to be, not one of the 
many religions, but the one religion of the 
world adapted to the needs of the great 
mass of hungry and suffering stragglers for 
bread who make two-thirds of the popu- 
lation of the globe. To these weary and 
heavy laden ones, it offer- salvation and 
rest. A religion that professes so much 
should be put to the test of experience, 
and proved by it. 

For instance, how does prayer stand this 
test? Prayer is not as some think a dis- 
turber of the laws of nature. It is one of 
those laws. As a child appeals to a parent, 
so humanity to God. <>f the power of prav- 
er a sufficient illu-tration i- the orphanage 
which George Mueller established in London 
5t; years ago, with no money and no effort 
hut prayer. Five millions of dollars have 
been given to it, sent often from overseas. 
Two thousand orphans are maintained at 
one time. The problem of the forgiveness 
of sins has been solved in many a human 
heart and is no greater mystery than many 
of the common ones of nature. 

A short prayer service followed the 
sermon, in which were some exhibitions of 
special religious interest. 

Vesper service at 4 o’clock was partly a 
service of song, but was specialized bv the 
presence and addre>s of Rev. Dr. *F. E. 
Clark, president of the Societies of Chris- 
tian Endeavor. He explained the purpose 
of these associations, whose small begin- 
nings have increased to 7,000 societies in 
this country with 4oo.inn» members. Great 
Britain lias similar numbers. It is a “cru- 
sade against indifferentism.” Its strong- 
hold is the prayer meeting. Miss E. 1>. 
Hanscom, a young member of the body, ad- 
dressed the meeting, giving testimony to 
the usefulness of the day of prayer.* and 
the practical and beneficial workings of the 
society of Christian Endeavor. She pro- 
nounced it an important educator of the 
young Christian as a worker, sustaining 
and increasing his active power. Her re- 
marks were very well received. Some 
young women expressed their desire to be- 
gin a Christian life, mid at the close of the 
meeting a branch of the society of Chris- 
tian Endeavor was formed, many young 
women giving their names to it.

Tlie first two elements I will dism; - 
with a single remark. As indicated by 
the editor in a very clear and forcible 
editorial upon the subject, tlie quotation 
from Ex-Governor Robinson are words 
from tlio plea of a well-paid lawyer. 1 
might, with just as much propriety, 
quote sonic of tlie sentences of Hon. 
George M. Stearns w ho pleaded for B *ver 
ly Farms in a speech which has not been 
equalled in the State House in this gen- 
eration. Regarding the petition to Gov. 
Ames, it was not granted. 

Mr. Sytnoud's chief complaint seems 
to be that my communication is signed 
by an ‘‘anonymous Divisionist.” It 
would be far better for Mr. Symonds to 
s.d q>t the plan himself of signing his 
co'iiiiiuuic.itioiis a ouymously, if lie pro- 
poses to give publicity to such produc- 
tions as the one referred to. He says my 
“statements are absolutely and unquali- 
fiedly false.” A rapid penman can write 
that sentence in about thirty seconds! 
Mr. Symonds has said repeatedly that lie 
would vote for division if the line could 
be changed somewhat. Is that admitting 
tlie merits of tlie case or not? 

Regarding the “exclusive paradise” 
there are about 1400 native people at 
Beverly Farms and less than lOOsunmur 
residents, which number is <.r »wii g rap- 
idly less. Tim “Natives” are admittedly 
people wlio are not wealthy. How then 
can it be “an exclusive paradise for 
wealthy summer residents?” 

Regarding Senator Roads, lie was not 
so completely buried last fall that lie 
cannot answer for himself without tlie 
assistance of Senator Symonds. 

1 desire to call at ten) ion. Mr. Editor, 
to one fact. The immense valuation of 
the Farms which Mr. Synionds refers to, 
w lie i lie talks about one-ninth of tlie 
population taking away one-half tiie 
proueity, exists only ou the assessor’s 
hooks of Beverly, as punishment for 
petitioning for division. All tlie peti- 
tioners are punished, not alone Franklin 
Haven who is worked up from $240,000 
to *5!iO,fHJO in one year, but tiie poor 
widow who takes in sewing for a liviug 
lias her tax raised from $18 to $:J0 in the 
same time. And Senator Symonds de- 
fends such outrage as this with tlie 
flippant remarks contained in his letter. 

ilis course as a representative of the 
people of Essex county is wholly un- 
worthy and I believe unbecoming a 
Senator. As a man elected to guard the 
right of minorities, rather than the iuiol- 
erance of majorities, he should stand in 
the halls or legislation totally regard- 
less of tlie effect which his course may 
have upon tlie vote at coming elections.

The Spirit of American Politics. 

( lty Cbm lus Worcester Clark.) 

After all, the masses are moved not so 
mueh by selfishness as hy prejudice. 
This prejudice is nr two kinds, tradition- 
al ami local. Its traditional force is 
shown hy the fact that communities side 
by side and identical in character and jn- 
! terest remain for decade after decade po- 
1 I i finally impressed. The sous are ex 
p - ted in follow in tlie footsteps of the 
*u:hers. The perm ounce of party 


names undoubtedly liolps to provont tlio 
natural division ot votors on the line of 
principle. Principles aro forgotten in 
devotion to tlio party which onco repre- 
sented them. Loyalty to party becomos 
a passion, and not so long as an excuse 
can lie found for remaining where lie is, 
will tho avernge partisan ' desert to thu 
other side. Party distinctions that stood 
tin* shock of tlio civil war yield to no 
mere practical question. Tlio principlo 
at. tlio root is not clearly seen. It is tlie 
old name, “tlie party of Jefferson,” “tlio 
party of tlio Union,” not tlio new enuse, 
that holds. “Tlio multitude,” says Ma- 
caulay, “is more easily interested for 
tlio most un meaning badge or tlio most 
insignificant name than for tlie most im- 
portant principlo.” 

Side by Hide with tills traditional pre- 
judice is the local prejudice; hy which I 
do not mean local interest, but an appar- 
ent inability in the. people to. sec national, 
state, and municipal affairs in their truo 
proportions, it is, of course, tlie spirit 
of provincialism again. Tlie fact tiiat. 
parties in each State and town are tho 
same as in tlie nation at large is sufficient 
evidence of it. This prejudice lias a dou- 
ble action. Aided alike by tlio tyranny 
and the convenience of party organiza- 
tion, it causes men to divide into parlies 
on tiie same line in tlie local as in tlie 
national election. So the second effect 
follows inevitably from the first: namely, 
local questions are subordinated to na- 
tional, or else iiAtioual questions to lo- 
cal. Common sense occasionally ven- 
tures so far as to declare that it matters 
not whether the mayor of Bigville be a 
Republican or a Democrat, but no one 
yet dares maintion the rash truth that 
tlie qualifications of a candidate for tlie 
governorship are not affected by his 
opinions of protection and free-trade. 
As a rule, too, in spite of common sense, 
Jones is elected mayor of Bigville be- 
cause ho is a free-trader, just as Smith is 
elected governor of tlio Slate because he 
is a protectionist. This state of tilings 
is as mischievous as it is absurd. It is 
impossible to bring local questions to 
decision at tlio polls. And again, with 
r ever- e action, national questions are ob- 
scured. Men join a given national party 
because they approve of the position of 
its local representatives on some com- 
paratively unimportant question of city 
or State. Green votes for protection be- 
cause he agrees with the Ropubiicnns ol 
Grand County in favoring high license, 
and Gray votes for free trade because tin 
Bigville Democrats oppose an increase ol 
tin* municipal debt. Personal arguments 
abound. “How can you lie a Democrat, 
when tlie only saloon in town is kept by 
a Democrat?” “How can you be a Re- 
publican, when tlie Republican city 
treasurer has just defaulted?” This is 
not nonsense. Facts like these infiueuct 
votes, and must be considered in study- 
ing the spirit of our politics. 

If we luid taken a representative group 
, .i Americans, evenly divided as to party, 
in tlie late election, wo might have found 
siiinotliiiig like this: A is a protection 
! 'st because lie helped found tlie party of 
li'cedom, and B because he admires the 
candidate. C is a Democrat because lie 
believes in tariff reform, and I) because 
lie always lias been one. A Junior is a 
Republican because his father is, and B 
Junior is a Democrat because tlie politi- 
cal economies teach free-trade. E is a 
protectionist because a Democratic ring 
controls City Hall, and F because the 
campaign orator lias -convinced him t lint 
Democratic success means low wages. 
Ilis brother G, again, is a Democrat lie- 
cause tlie campaign orator lias failed to 
convince him, and his cousin H because 
most of the respectable people lie knows 
are. Y is a protectionist because tlie 
government did not buy his land for tlie 
new post-office, and because Congress 
has voted to deepen tho ditch that drains 
liis cellar Z is a tariff reformer. Scat- 
tered here and there are. those who have 
earnestly tried to solve thu problems pre- 
sented, — have thought, and studied, and 
prayed; and more numerous than any 
sing c class are those who swear by the 
one newspaper they read. — [February 
Atlantic.

An oxcculivo committee was appointed 
and some other routine hu-om s trans- 
acted at tiie meeting. But • lie division 
of opinion in this h dy - typical ot what 
is found everywhere among tlie most 
sincere f i ion is ot u mpi ranee. Tlie late 
Re v. Chari* s Smith of Andover was driv- 
en to liis grave because lie line 1 tlio cour- 
age to stand up and maintain liis belief 
that constitutional prohibition would 
retard rather than advance the best in- 
terests of temperance .

A very attractive “Handbook of the 
Notable Episcopal Churches” lias just 
been issued by tlie Moses King Corpora- 
tion. It. is by Rev. G. W. Shinn, D.D. , of 
this city, and is bound in blue and gold 
ami coutains one hundred tine illustra- 
tions ot the more noted churches in tlie 
United States, with full descriptions 
and nnifli valuable information. 

In tlie preface the author says that the 
churches described may be divided into 
four classes; 

First, Old Colonial buildings erected 
before the Revolution. 

Second, buildings illustrating tlie pe- 
riod of recuperation and growth, iu the 
early part of the century. 

Third, Parish churches in cities and 
towns, in many cases with chapels alul 
parish buildings attached, designed to 
meet the now condition of American 
life aud to bring the Church iuto more 
direct contact with the pooplo. 

Fourth, ’The cathedrals, illustrating 
tho efforts to provide, in suno of tho sea 
cities, churches presided over by bish- 
ops, . . . and to adapt as far as pos- 

sible in this now country, that mode of 
organized Christian labor usually known 
as “the cathedial system.” 

Of course in tlie scope of a hand hook 
of 280 pages, only a comparatively 
small number of a class can lie given, 
bat the selections have Deou judiciously 
made, and amoug the colonial church- 
es are the famous old North Church and 
King’s Chapel of Boston, tho ruins of the 
first church structure of the Jamestown. 
Va., colonists, St. Paul’s at Wickford, R. 
1., St. Michael’s at Marblehead, Mass,; 
Trinity at Newport; Christ Church at 
Cambridge, and various other colonial 
churches in New England, New York, 
Philadelphia and Virginia. The sketches 
are brief, but contain the important 
points iu tlie history of these churches, 
nnd they will be full of interest to those 
who travel, aud desire to know tlie points 
of interest iu tho towns they visit. 

In tlie second division are placed St. 
Paul’s of Boston, St. John’s of Washing- 
ion, and other structures, but naturally 
tlie interest is less as tlie striking fea- 
tures are not so evident, but tlie chapter 
covers an important period iu the history 
of tho church. 

Iu tlie third period conies tho modern 
parish churches and parish buildings, 
which includes old Trinity ami Grace 
Church, New York; St. Paul’s at Brook- 
line; Grace Church, at Newton, and a 
large number of others in all portions of 
the country. The reader will lie inter- 
ested in seeing tlie beauty of tiio archi- 
tecture of western and southern church- 
es, and by far the larger part of the 
tiook is devoted to this period, most of 
tlie illustrations being unusually well 
done for a hook of this class, and all in- 
terested in church work ami history will 
find t liis hook a perfect mine of informa- 
tion. 

Tlie book closes with tlie cathedrals, 
some forty pages being devoted to it, 
with illustrations of tlie interior and ex- 
terior of the cathedral churches in this

and conventions. In this work lie was 
first associated with Prof. L. O. Emer- 
son iu the capacity ot pianist and solo- 
ist, but later took tlie position ot conduc- 
tor and became a universal favorite where 
ever he went. He was engaged many 
times at the Orange County, New York, 
musical festivals during the past 30 
years and he sung in St. Albans, Vr.. in 
22 concerts. His last work was at Val- 
ley Falls, New York, where he conducted 
a very successful musical convention 
about 4 weeks ago, making his 1178th ap- 
pearance on the concert stage. During 
his career as a public singer and conduc- 
tor he received most flattering notices in 
the press of the country, and he never 
failed to keep an engagement, although 
he had been a great sufferer from disease 
at times for a number of years, but suc- 
ceeded in throwing off his periods of ill- 
ness by his wonderful will power and 
tireless devotion to the art he loved so 
well. 

Notwithstanding that he was a busy 
man at his profession lie found time to 
write and had composed and written 
sacred music and numerous songs, lie 
was active in organizing tlie ••Hayma- 
ker Club,” a local musical society that 
successfully presented several cantatas 
and operettas a few years ago; and made 
a successful hit in the rendition of tin* 
humorous songs and in presentations 
of the comic character, he was a nat- 
ural wit, bubbling witli humor, and a 
keen observer of tlie comical phases in 
human nature. 

The deceased was a member of Joseph 
Warren lodge, F. A. M.,of Boston. Early 
in life lie joined tlie Mt. Vernon church 
in Boston, of which tlie late Dr. Kirk 
was tlieu tlie pastor, and at his decease lie 
united with tlie Grace Episcopal church, 
continuing in the latter church until the 
time of his death. 

Personally ho was a man of sunny 
temperament, genial and affectionate, 
kitui heartpd and cordial. xi is pleasant 
greetiug to all classes of men witoout re- 
gard to social distinctions was a notable 
attribute of his character aud won many 
friends. Iu business matters, he was 
methodical. houest iu all relations, a man 
of iutegrity and worth. He practised 
the true doctrines of Christianity and 
was esteemed and beloved by his fellow 
citizens aud the numerous men and wo- 
meu with whom he was associated dur- 
ing his professional Jcareer, including 
many of the notable artists and music 
loving public. His loss will be sincerely 
mourned iu social ami musical circles, 
and tin* record of his life will be treas- 
ured by the loved ones with whom he 
has parted to meet again in God's good 
time, iu that heavenly home where the 
grief and sorrows of this life are merged 
in the eternal peace and joys of the here- 
after. 

THE FUNERAL SERVICES. 

The funeral services were held on 
Monday afternoon, a short service being 
held at tlie house, corner of Centre aud 
Richardson streets, which was largely at- 
tended by relatives aud intimate friends 
of the deceased. Rev. Di. Calkins, Rev, 
Dr. Wellman and Rev. Dr. Shinn took 
part, the two former making brief ad- 
dresses. Rev. Dr. Calkins paid a very 
hearty tribute to the deceased, and spoke 
of Mr. Cobb’s devotion to church work, 
of his earnest work as director of the 
Eliot choir to make the services attract- 
ive, and of the peilect sympathy the uas- 
| tor of the church had always found iu 
• him. In private life he was always a 
I welcome guest, from his tiabit of look 
I ing on the bright side, even when siiffei- 
i ing from illness, and the charming way 
lie always had of entertaining people, 
j Dr. Wellman said that in hi* long ser- 
i vice as a minister, two men alway& stood 
ut iu liis memory, from their 
jeep religious devotion to music a.* a 
part of church work.

Samuel llano and other residents and 
proper;.! owners at Wuhan sent in a com- 
umnicaiion stating that they were ag- 
grieved and injured hy the present loca- 
tion f tii- almshouse ami poor farm. 
The location was no longer adapted to 
the purpose, and although the loss had 
not been great, owing to lack of cominu- 
iiicaiion, y»*t the building id' the circuit 
road, and livqueut trains, had made this 
place vi-i v desirable lot residences; the 
city would b >>e at least. *1,000 in taxes hy 
retaining the location, and the loss would 
he doubled a id trebled in the future. 
Tile properly owners wore opening up 
tho land, having it laid out by one of the 
best engineers in the state, and intended 
to nuke lhe village of Wuhan (die of the 
most attractive in the city, and in the 
statu. 

. The poor farm included very choice 
locutions lor dwellings, ami if the alms- 
house v\ is removed. the laud would be 
rapidly loiilt upon, and the section be- 
comes one of tin* richest in the city. The 
policy of the city had been to make the 
city attractive for residents, and the 
presence of the almshouse was an ob- 
struction, a blot on the village, and an 
injury to the value of tin*, laud. They 
asked that some steps might lie taken to 
move tlie almshouse to some less central 
location, where it would not lie an in- 
jury to the development of the adjoin- 
ing property. 

Alderumn Rettec suggested that a 
special committee he appointed to con- 
sider the prayer of the petitioners, be- 
cause of the magnitude of the interests 
involved; the value of the laud, the mov- 
ing of the buildings, or the putting up 
of now ones. and also what policy should 
he pursued with regard to the inmates, 
whcthci the farm should he given up ami 
only a house he provided for them. etc. 
He moved that the petition ho re- 
ferred to the committee on almshouse 
and the committee on public property, 
witli the mavoi* as cliuirmuu, and the 
motion passed.

KQUAL WAGER FOB WOMKN TIIK TOPIC 
FOIt CON HI DERATION. 


A meeting of the West Newton Lyceum 
was held in the City Hall, Monday even- 
ing. The nuieic constated of base solos 
finely rendered by Clarence B. Asheiulen, 
his closing number, “I loved you, I told 
you so,” being given in a thoroughly en- 
joyablo manner. Miss Emma Nickerson 
rondored the accompaniments. The 
locturo was delivered by Mr. S. K. How- 
ard who told “IIow wo drive Texas cat- 
tle.” It was an interesting and enter- 
taining paper and gavo Romo pleasant 
descriptions of life in the far West. At 
its conclusion, the debate upon the 
question, Rusolvod “That women should 
receive the same pay as men for the 
same work,” was opened in the affirma- 
tive by Mr. George A. Walton who said 
in introducing his remarks that 
labor should bo classified into three dis- 
tinct classes — first, the lowest or menial 
labor, which requires time with but little 
skill. In this class the wages are about 
equal, as it is mostly piece work and the 
work of children in menial occupations 
which is restricted to a certain number of 
months in the year by law. Wages in 
this class to men aro so low that the 
mother and her children aro obliged to 
work in order to eke out a living. The 
wane labor of children should, I believe, 
bo further restricted by law, because it 
would limit the supply, the product of 
their industry, and would therefore raise 
the wages of both men and women. 
Limiting the hours of labor would have 
the same effect. 

Under the second class comes the pro- 
fessional worker, tho lawyer, doctor, ar- 
tist, writer and minister. In this class, 
the wages are about equal for women 
ami men. The fact that so large a pro 
portion in this class receive edual wages 
disproves the argument based upon the 
necessity of equal wages, that such 
equality would disturb the relations of 
society and the family. In regard to 
lady teachers whom tho speaker included 
under tho second class, ho said that in 
the West and in California the wages 
were tho same to women as to men and 
there you find women taking charge of 
the school the same as men do here. In 
tho East tho evil effects of unequal wages 
are more noticeable because so many 
more women than men are engaged in 
teaching. In the upper grades more 
men should be employed and in time the 
wages would be more equalized. 

In the third class we can include the 
skilled mechanics, artizans and trades- 
men. Iu this class the wages paid to 
men are much higher than those paid to 
women. This inequality takes the boys 
out of school when young, to become 
wage ear ers, and the girls, who remain 
in school, obtain a better education. 
When they many, they frequently be 
come the wife of a man their interior in 
education and refinement, resulting in 
unpleasantness in tho home. 

Equal skill should receive equal wages. 
If ;rirls and boys in this class received 
the same pay, the bojs would be kept iu 
school longer. The girls might not stay 
in school as long as they do now, but the 
education of both boys and girls would 
be more equal. This inequality of wages 
makes the girls more dependent and is 
humiliating to the women. Many men 
regard these women as being dependent 
and hesitate to marry unless they are 
receiving a large salary and have a little 
something ahead. It is an old-fashioned 
notion, said the speaker, that woman is 
tho weaker vessel and it is perpetuated 
by this inequality in wages. Inclosing, 
reference was made to tho leationsof 
omployor and employo. The employer 
hires such help as iu his opinion will in- 
crease and develop his business. The 
employe expects a return for his time pi- 
skill. Equal work requires equal skill. 
.Justico tominds that equal pay should 
be given tor equal skill whether the 
brains aio under ea li a bonnet or a hat. 
When we cannot determine what is most 
expedient, we may trust to wlrat is just 
and accept tho consequences. 

Mr. F. M. Dutch opened tho argument 
in the negative. Under existing circum- 
stances, said tho speaker, males should 
receive more Salary than fi m des for the 
same work, as most men are heads of 
families and are called up »n to provide 
for their support. A wou-'i, ; s a rule, 
has only herself to care • . -ovide for. 

Women w ho work in almost any capacity 
come into competition not only with men 
engaged in similar work, but also come 
iu competition with the married woman 
whose husband is endeavoring to provide 
for both. This is illustrated in some of 
tho large stores in Itoston where married 
men and single girls work side by side 
in the same capacity. The man has his 
family to support and needs a larger 
salary to meet his obligations in this 
life than is required by tho young woman 
who can live alouo upon a very much 
smaller income. 

So far as teachers are concerned, said 
the speaker, the strong will force and 
authority so necessary in governing tho 
pupils in tho uppoP grades is manifested 
to a greater degree in mon than in 
women. A man is needed, therefore, 
as principal of these schools and if equal 
wages wore paid to women and mon iu 
their capacity as teadierB, tho men 
would be given tho preference and less 
women be employed. The professions 
are now open to women and a girl can 
be educated in college and receive her 
diploma as a physician or surgeon, hut iu 
nine cases out of ten, she lacks the 
physical strength ami nerve possessed 
by men. Tho skillful operations iu 
surgery, therefore, can bo better 
performed by men than women. The 
speaker made several strong points iu 
his argument and although lie was the 
only gentleman who maintained the 
negative of tho question, he presented 
his views in a clear and convincing man- 
ner, alluding to tho fact that in file Wal- 
tham watch factory the work of fifty 
women was not equal to tho work of 
fifty mon. Tho women earned a ratio of 
live sevenths of the sum paid to men, or 

woixum were paid per day to $ 1,76 

paid to men engaged in tho same indus- 
try. 

Mr. W. E. IMummer, in reply to Mr, 
Dutch, stateil that the women engaged 
in the same class of work as men iu the 
Waltham watch factory, where equal 
skill was required, received tho same 
pay. 

Mr. N. T. Allen said that his theory in 
regard to the question was that women 
who perform work equally as well as 
men should receive the same pay. lie 
alluded to women engaged in leaching 
undsuid that iu tno primary and kinder- 
garten grades many women woio em- 
ployed and that they came into com- 


petition with mon. It was competition I 
with women and the inequality in wages 
in that class could only bn attributed to 
that cause. In tho higher branches of 
teaching, however, women of equal 
capacity and ability should receive just 
as largo a, salary as is paid to mon for 
like services. 

Tho question was further discussed by 
Mrs. E. N. L. Walton, Messrs. T. It. Fit/.. 
W. A. Spinney. W. L. Colby, Win. E. 
Plummer and Mr. Smith of Wellesley. 


FRUIT CULTURE. 

AN KHHAY II Y MU. K. W. WOOD BEFORE 
TIIK KAUMKHS’. 

Tho Farmers’ meeting in Boston, was 
callod to order last Saturday by Mr. W. 
I). I'hilbrick, of Newton Centre, agricu - 
tural editor of the Massachusetts Plough- 
man. After tho transaction of routine 
business, Mr. W. Ik Wood of West New- 
ton opened the discussion of the morning 
“Fruit Culture,” witli an interesting 
essay, in the course of which lie claimed 
that tho census statistics show that iu 
recent years tho increase iu fruit culture 
had been greater than in any other agri- 
cultural product in the State. 

Tho increase in the consumption of 
fruit had induced the farmers in home 
localities to give its cultivation more 
careful attention, and the result had 
shown a creditablo return on the right 
side of the balance sheet at the close ol 
the year. By the census of 1875 it was 
seen tirat our sales of fruit brought to 
tile producers an aggregate of about 
$8,000,000, while the market garden crops, 
other than potatoes, were worth about 
$2, 500, (XX). The butter production was 
valued at about $2,700,000, tho corn crop 
at $1, (XX), 000 and potatoes at $2,500, 000. 
Thu increase during the past 10 years 
had been particularly marked in the 
smaller fruits. 

By comparing tho census of 1875 with 
that of 1885, it was found that the crop 
of grapes lor 1885 was more than four 
times that of 1875. Tho strawberry 
and cranberry crops had trebled, and the 
currant crop doubled wit Inn the last ten 
years. After dwelling on the favorable 
condition of the trim crops of the past 
year and giving some practical informa- 
tioir in regard to the successtul glowing 
of the more important varieties of 
fruits, the speaker concluded by saying, 
“To those who hesitate to grow fruit 
because tho returns are not so quick as 
for ordinary crops, it may he said that 
no investment will add so much to the 
permanent value of the farm as a well- 
kept orchard; nothing will furnish a 
ilnaper, more healthtul or acceptable 
diet fur the table, and nothing will 
oiler stronger attraction for the sons to 
remain upon the farm; aud growu in va- 
riety fruit may bo made a source ol' con- 
tinual income, from June until the fol- 
lowing March.” 


The Last Word Spoken. 

To the Editor of the Graphic: 

It is strange how a really acute and 
trained thinker will penetrate right to 
the bottom of a subject, as did a letter in 
another paper last week, addressed to 
the Newton Tariff Reformers. Tho mem- 
bers of this club, or a« least some of 
them, doubtless really thought they be- 
lieved iu Tariff Reform, but siuee the 
writer of that letLer has told them that 
tiiey are dishonest in thinking so, and 
hypocrites, and that they really believe 
iu Free Trade, why there is nothing left 
for them but to give the whole tiling up. 
Of course the writer disdained argu- 
ments as superlluous, his mere statement 
alone being sullicient to convince any 
reasonable man, aud it is indeed fortunate 
that in every ago there is some ouo to 
whom all truth has been revealed, and 
who lias a right to brand every one who 
differs from him as a dishonest hypocrite. 

Tho mingled “Sweetness and Light” in 
tho letter was vory amusing, especially 
when the writer asked, evidently in ail 
seriousness, “llow many of those gentle- 
men [members of the Newton Reform 
Club] will say that they use tariff re- 
form in any sense that would lie appliea- 
ablo to tho Senate Bill?” Wo infer that 
there is one man at least who belioves 
that the Senate Bill is a Tariff Reform 
measure! 

Another amusing part of tho letter 
was the statement that “On the one hand 
is the Republican party, containing the 
greater part of the intelligent ami honest 
voters, ’’and on tho other, “the Democrat 
ic, relies for its voters largely on ignm- 
uuco and corruption at tiie North, and 
corruption and violence at tho South.” 

The writer of that letter evidently lias 
a very comfortable belief, that tho end 
justifies the means, and therefore all 
things done to help his party are honor- 
able, and he reminds us of the darkey, 
who said that the Lord helps those who 
help themselves, when he was raiding 
his neighbor’s hen-roosts, and contended 
that lie was only following Bible iustruc 
tiou.

Artistic Decorating by Haberstroli. 

In the appliod arts wo have seen noth- 
ing of late which excels the mural deco- 
rations of the Hotel Flower, Boston, tho 
work of Messrs. L. Haberstroli A Son. 
Here are a series of grand balls, dining 
and rcceptiou rooms, rich in elegant 
carvings and standing finish, tile-floored, 
colored glass and costly draperies, wliilo 
the walls and ceilings aro wonderfully 
beautiful in tracery and solid low re- 
lief, textured panolings ami friezes. The 
grand dining-room frieze, is composod of 
tlaberstroh’s patent material, closely rt- 
semhling Spanish bossed leather, bill m- 
. lining to the Romanesque style iu tie- 
sign. it is vory rich in colors, the general 
feeling being subdued gold, interspersed 
with subtle, translucent lacquers in many 
lines and tints. The ceiling is paneled, 
and consists of low relief designs, silver 
being the base of color, while over this 
is laid numerous quiet tints, the back- 
ground being flecked with peacock blues 
ami greens. Tho auti-diuiug-rooms and 
halls are paneled in diamonds and iiex 
agonal patterns, piled with texture or 
designs, some in gold ami others in low 
body colors. There is a tine example of 
color mosaic work ill the vestibule, a 
process patented by Mr. Haberstroli, 
which is elVcctive and richer than any 
other work of like nature we have yet 
seen. The Moorish aud plant rooms are 
appropriately decorated, as betits the re- 
I quircmcnls, the latter showing some of 
Mr. Alin rt 1 laberstroli’s artistic and 
I well-modeled figures. The colonial 
room, used as a ladies’ parlor, is one of 
the best in tho country, flu- walls are 
paneled and bordered with laurel leaves, 
j i lie ceiling heiug designed with some 
choice ( oloiiiui forms. The color scheme 
is generally in white enamels and gold, 


huttherntau healthful distribution of 
subtle blues and browns, neither one nor 
tlm other predominating, which appear 
within the holders of festoons ami gar- 
lands. There are several fine panels on 
tho ceiling, done in low relief, which 
closely resemble embroidery, and which 
add a distingue sen'iment to the refined 
character iu ensemble. 

There is nothing slighted or over- 
wrought; all evidences thought, origi- 
nality and skill in application, as well as 
a harmony aud general balance of design 
and colors, masses and details. Such 
decorations are indeed rare, and will evci 
be a source of pleasure to tho minds and 
eyes of those who take time to study 
them. — [Tho Banker and Trademan. 


MU Sit All MATTERS. 

MU. OKHICKK’s IlKHIO NATION. 

In tiie resignation of Mr. Wilhelm Ge- 
recke as conductor of the Boston Sym- 
phony Orchestra, Boston 1ms sustained a 
loss from which it will take a long time 
to recover. 

Tho llrst impressions of Mr. Gericke 
seemed to he that, although an educated 
musician and a fine conductor, such au- 
tocratic principles would never tend to 
make a sympathetic and responsive 
baud. Further than this, tiie entire re- 
modeling of tiie personnel of tho orches- 
tra seemed to many unwarranted and in- 
expedient. Nearly all tho new access- 
ions were of foreign nationality and resi- 
dence. Favorite musicians, daring to 
treat with contempt the orders of their 
new conductor, were summarily dis- 
missed and refused re-entrance. 

But when we look at tiie magnificent 
results which tlie.se methods have 
brought about, the most prejudiced ob- 
server must admit that they were for 
the best. Mr. Gericke was given abso- 
lute power, as it should he, and lie 
looked not for the immediate results, but 
for tiie future prosperity of tho orches- 
tra. In this ho lias made a signal success. 
Today Boston lias tho finest orchestra in 
tho United States, and one nearly on a 
level with tiie greatest in the world. And 
for this wo have to thank not only Mr. 
Gericke. but each individual member of 
tiie baud, without whoso constant sym- 
pathy such rank would bo impossible. 

As a programme maker, the less said of 
Mr.Gericke the better. We have had some 
inagnificeut specimens, and some not 
quite as magnificent. Vet very little lias 
been given that lias proved intrinsically 
wearisome; while not neglecting Bach 
and Mozart, tiie finest novelties to be 
had in Europe have been carefully and 
not infrequently interspersed; tiie read- 
ing of a Ilaydn symphony lias received 
the samo finish as that of a Wagner 
finale; no matter of what school or 
character, the interpretation has always 
borne tho imprint of tho same masterly 
hand and mind. 

There is probably not another conduc- 
tor in the world who could have achieved 
better results than has Mr. Gericke, and 
wherever lie goes he carries with him 
the grateful appreciation of tho music- 
loving public of Boston. 

IIKRIt ARTHUR NTKISC1I. 

The conductor who is generally under- 
stood to have been chosen as the succes- 
sor of Mr. Gericke iu Boston is Herr Ar- 
thur Nikisch of Leipsic. Although an 
Austrian by birth, tho greater part of 
his work lias been done iu Leipsic where 
lie lias been connected with the opera, 
first under Anton Seidl, now of Now 
York, and lately as principal conductor. 

Of late he has conducted tiie famous 
Gewandhnus concerts in the absence of 
Reinecke, and has had a large experi- 
ence in orchestral work. He lias phe- 
nomenal powers of memory, frequently 
conducting Wagner’s operas entirely 
without score. He is said to strongly fa- 
vor tiie modern school, with especial ad- 
miration for Wagner. * 

NOTES. 

Mr. Anton Strelozki, the composer, 
will give a recital in Miller Hall next 
Tuesday evening. 

Dr. Hans von Buelow will visit tins 
country in tiie spring, giving sixteen 
concerts here in four weeks. 

Tho program of tho symphony con- 
cert tomorrow evening is as follows: 
Overture, “Benvenuto Cellini,” Berlioz; 
Concerto for piano forte, Vogrieh, (first 
time iu Boston); Serenade in E minor, 
No. 1, Robert Fuchs; symphony in < 
major, R. Schumann. Miss Adule Aus 
der Olio will bo the soloist. 

“Tho Yeoman of tho Guard,” tho only 
Sullivan opera which is absolutely un- 
whistleablc, will lie given at tiie Globe 
theatre Feb. II, for the first time iu this 
city. It is a matter of congratulation 
that this marvel, a successful opera 
which canuot be whistled after one hear- 
ing, is to come among us. It is said t hat 
the music is of a higher order than tiie 
previous Gilbert and Sullivan operettas. 

A most instructive article by a most ex- 
cellent critic is tne analysis of tiie sym- 
phony program by Mr. Louis C. Elson, 
which appears iu tho Advertiser ou Fri- 
day morning. Instead of taking a col- 
umn and a half in which to say nothing 
of, value after it is all over,Mr.El-on gives 
a brief but clear analysis of tiie works to 
bo performed, together with notes con- 
cerning the composers aud soloists, which 
will prove of great benefit to the concert- 
goer. 

A paper (a musical one, by tho way) 
published monthly in Boston, and bear- 
ing tiie name of “The Folio,” made in 
its Inst issue the astonishing assertion 
that Wagner’s Trioloyy (italics by edi- 
tor), “Tho MeUtvraini/n‘a”(\\) will be 
thr work performed at the Boston thea- 
tre in April.” After this pitiable display 
of ignorance it quotes an unheard of gen- 
tleman, wiio declares that tiie Wagner 
bubble has burst, aud music still re- 
mains!” Indeed? If this alleged musi- 
cian cares to visit the Boston theatre, 
April 1, he will find tho Wagner bubble a 
long way from bursting. 

Wo have received from the publisher, 
Mr. Schirmer, Jr..|of West street, Boston, 
live songs recently brought out, from the 
pen of Mr. George Coleman Gow, so 
well-known as formerly Musical Pastor 
at I lie Newton Baptist church. Mr. Gow 
lias a most happy faculty of always fitting 
his music to tiie words, thereby doubly in- 
creasing their effectiveness. Beyond this ! 
a marked degree of originality, a perfect 1 
command of harmony and an over varied 1 
i and expressive form of accompaniment 
go to make one of the most charming 
i sets of songs recently published. The

i tiecting great credit upon the publisher.

If all his statements had been 
strictly true, he might have had some 
ground for grumbling, hut as it was, there 
was none. We hope the time will come 
when tiie world nt large will cease to 
look upon music ns a pastime or merely 
as a recreation; that music is an im- 
portant factor in society aud morals is 
an established truth, aud we hope to see 
the day when the United States Govern- 
ment will see fit to place music on tiie 
same footing with art. and establish such 
schools as the Paris Consei vatoire or the 
great music schools of Germany. Bv all 
means, let Massachusetts lie tho first 
State to grant aid to such an institution, 
which exists (iu a private corporation) at 
her very doors.

GEN. DRAPER’S LETTER. 


Wavcrley avenue to Tromont, and thus 
to connect with the Oak Square termi- 
nus.

A num- 
ber of tbe property owners say that t boy 
would be willing to give the land, as it 
would make theso streets one of the 
principal thoroughfares of Newton, and 
would cause a great demand for high- 
priced building lots. The testimony 
conics from Brookline, that the value of 
the land all along the stieet ear lines has 
greatly increased, and even property own- 
ers who most strongly objected would 
now object just as strongly to a discon- 
tinuance of the ears. Whether anything 
will ever be dono about this matter will 
of course depend on tho West End com- 
pany. At any rate, it is said that unex- 
pected and surprising developments are 
in store for Newton in tho immediate 
future, and that now is the time to in- 
vest in real estate. 


THE SEWERAGE QUESTION. 


Gen. Draper takes time by the fore- 
lock and writes a letter declining tho 
nomination for govornor next fall. It is 
a remarkable thing for a man to do, as 
men usually wait until they have some- 
thing to decline. His chief reason is 
that he cannot give his whole time to 
the duties of the office. He also says 
that he does not care to enter into “tho 
style of campaign that seems to be re- 
quisite of late for a candidate supposed to 
have money.” This is certainly a rather 
unkind hit at the men who were so en- 
thusiastic for Draper last fall, and shows 
that the General must have had an un- 
comfortable time of it while his unsuc- 
cessful campaign was| in progress. It 
costs something to work up much enthu- 
siasm for an unknown man, and we are 
sorry to see that (Ten. Draper is so bitter 
about it. lie should take the matter 
more philosophically ; it was valuable as 
advertising, and the people of the State 
found out who General Draper was. 
When a man wishes to step at one hound 
from the position of a humble citizen to 
that of governor, without taking any 
minor office on the way, he must either 
he of such pre-eminent virtue and ability 
as to make all people look to him as the 
proper man for the place, or else lie must 
furnish money enough to enable the pol- 
iticians to get up a spontaneous public 
demand for his services. 

Gen. Draper evidently did not till the 
hill in either respect, ami his statement 
that he is sure of being nominated this 
fall if lie should be a candidate is in very 
queer taste. As far as we have observed 
there is no more of a popular movement 
for Gen. Draper now thau there was a 
year ago. and lie would find a number of 
strong opponents, if he should finally de- 
cide to he a candidate. Lt. Governor 
Brackett, for instance, has grown so in 
public favor, that it is probable he would 
lie able to lead Gen. Draper, although of 
course he could * not furnish so much 
money. 

This year is an off year hi politics, and 
Speaker Barrett says it will he very hard 
work to elect the Republican ticket, and 
perhaps this lias something to do with 
Gen. Draper’s refusal. 

His letter is in such queer taste that 
the people who opposed his candidacy 
last fall have added reason for congratu- 
lation that they succeeded, as lie evident- 
ly does not possess the dignity of char- 
acter required in a governor of Massa- 
chusetts. His little tiing at tin- end 
his letter, about hi* only regret in with 
drawing being due to tin 
wanted to sen an old soldier nominated, | 
is. like the rest of the letter. Massacliu- j 
sette lias never failed in paying honors [ 
to lit*! old soldiers, and to insinuate that \ 
such is not Hie ease smocks of the dis- ' 
appointed demagogue. Gen. Draper’s . 
friends .night to have burned his letter i 
before publication, lt is certainly the l 
the most remarkable letter over written j 
by a defeated candidate for gubernato- j 
vial nomination in this Commonwealth. 


The State board of health has linally 
submitted its report upon methods and 
plans for a general sewerage system for 
tho Mystic and Charles River valleys. It 
finds that the filtration and precipitation 
methods are not satisfactory, and recom- 
mends that arrangements be presently 
made with the city of Boston to receive 
iuto its intercepting sewer the sewago of 
Brookliue, Newton, Watertown and Wal- 
tham, and that the work of an extension 
to Waltham be accomplished at tho ear- 
liest date practicable. 

The report is valuable as giving the 
opinion of experts in regard to tho sever- 
al methods of disposing of sewago, and 
the statement that the connection with 
the Boston system is the only practical 
one. Sewerage is needed in the more 
thickly settled portions of Newton, and 
our sewerage committee will find much 
to interest them, and much valuable in- 
formation in this report of the Stato 
board of health. 

The statement that the ftllratiou and 
precipitation methods cannot successful- 
ly dispose of sewage is rendered intci- 
esting by the fact that those systems ate 
in succeessful operation in many cities, 
both in this couutry and in Europe. 
There seems to have beeu a good deal of 
theory in the minds of the engineers con- 
sulted by the State board, and they pos- 
sibly acted on the famous principle that 
if the facts did not lit their theories, it 
was so much the worse for the facts. 
Nevertheless, their judgment will hardly ■ 
be accepted as final. It may be that the 
connection with the Boston sewer is the 
best tiling for Newton, and if so it can 
be abundantly proved upon sufficient 
investigation, and this question is one of 
the first that our sewerage commission 
will be called upon to decide. 


The Watchman of this week has a 
very pertinent artielo on the worship of 
wealth, illustrated by the election to the 
United States Senate of men of whom 
the only thing known is that they pos- 
sess several millious, and also of the de- 
mand for a place in President Harrison’s 
cabinet, for a man whose ouly qualifica- 
tion is tiiat he is a millionaire merchant, 
and was most influential in the last na- 
tional election. He may be an excellent 
gentlemen, a good Christian and worthy 
of all honor as a successful merchant, 
but the Watchman thinks that the eleva- 
tion of such a man to the cabinet “shows 
unmistakably the bent and trend of the 
American mind to enthrone wealth as 
the chief idol tiiat it worships.” But the 
practical politicians would ask the 
Watchman how iii tho world politics was 
to be carried on, if tho men who furnish 
the money are not to he rewarded with 
offices. When our elections cost millions 
of dollars to each party, the money can 
fact that he 1,01 unless Homo return can be 

given to the contributors, either in the 
shape of offices or special legislation for 
their interests.

THE HEED IS HONK. 

It was quickly done but whether it was 
well done remains to be seen. Tho (’011- 
stitntlonal Prohibitory Amendment has 
passed both branches and now it goes be- 
fore th«’ people for their verdict.

The Traveller reviews the whole question

The Newton Woman Suffrage League. 

At tiie annual meeting of tho Massa- 
chusetts Woman Suffrage Association 
iu Boston, on Tuesday last, tiie follow- 
ing report of the years work of the New- 
ton Woman’s Suffrage League was read 
by Mis. Nathaniel T. Allen, delegate. 
'The West Newton Suffrage League num- 
bers fid members. Tho annual meeting 
was held Tuesday evening, May 22ml, 
1888, in the Unitarian church parlors at 
West Newton, Hon. Judge R. C. Pitman, 
the president of tho league, in the chair. 
The reports of the Secretary and Tieas- 
urer wero read and officers elected for 
tiie ensuing year. Mr. Nathaniel T. Al- 
len was elected President, lt was then 
voted to adjourn to tiie church where a 
large audience listened with rapt atten- 
tion to an address 011 the duties of the 
“Rich to tho Poor,” delivered by Mrs. 
Laura Ormiston Chant. It is needless to 
say that Mrs. Chant charmed and inter- 
ested her hearers to the end of her re- 
marks. A meeting of the executive com- 
mittee was hold June 0, 1888, when a 
committee was appointed to see to tho 
distribution of pamphlets. It was vot- 
ed to hold two parlor meetings in the in- 
terest of School Suffrage. A vote of 
thanks was passed to Representative 
Slocum for liis efforts in behalf of the 
measure to allow women to vote on tho ; 
license ouestion. A meeting was held 1 
in tiie Unitarian church parlor, when 
Mrs. Edna Cheney, iu her able aud inter- 
esting manner, presented to a good sized 
audience of ladies tiie subject of School 
Suffrage, pointing out to them their du- 
ties and relations to tho public school. 
Her address awakened much iuiercst.and 
a spirited discussion followed. Many 
questions wore asked, all of which Mrs. 
Cheney replied to, Living us much added 
information. At the October meeting of 
t lie executive committee, arrangements 
were made for publishing a column of 
items “Of Interest to Women, " in tho 
Newton papeis. President Allen ap- 
pointed a committee of three to take in 
charge the matter of the nomination of 
women for vacancies on the school board. 
Mrs. Mary Martin lias since been nomi- 
nated and elected as successor to Miss 
A. A. Sinead on the school board, and 
we now have two very efficient women 
on the school committee, Mrs. Abby E, 
Davis and Mrs. Martin. 

The Newton Graphic and the Newton 
Journal, have Lot li promised to insert 
items of interest sent to them concern- 
ing women, and have done so from time 
to time. 

A ward and city committee was chosen 
to inspect tiie voting lists, and find out 
how many women were registered. It 
was ascertained tiiat 182 women regis- 
teied and lot) voted. It was voted to 
hold three meetings during the winter, 
one at Auhurndalc, one at Newton and 
one at Newton ville, and to give some en- 
tcrtiiinnieiit or sale at West Newton. 
Tiie first of these meetings lias been held 
at Auburndaie. Mrs. 8. 8. Fessenden 
gave an admirable address on “The Re- 
lation of Women to Education and the 
Saloon,” in tiie chapel of Lasell Semi- 
nary, on the evening of Nov. 22nd. 1888. 
The audience was a very fair one, but all 
regretted tiiat more were not there, and 
agreed that we must have her come 
again; so on Friday, Jan, 2">th, ISSil. tho 
Suffrage League and Women’s Educa- 
tional club of West Newton unitedly ex- 
tended an invitation to Mrs. Fessenden, 
to speak to them in ilie parlors of tiie 
Unitarian church in West Newton. 

She had a lull house, and all. whether 
Suffragists or not were interested ami in- 
structed by the Luce «>t her arguments. 
Many bad never attended a suffrage 
meeting before, and wero surprised to 
find themselves tliiukiiig more seriously 
than evet before on tiie subject. It is a 
good sign when the ladies begin to think 
for themselves. A pleasant discussion 
followed, and Mrs. Fessenden was ever 
on the a ort to do away with all ob- 
jections. 

We have a civil government class which 
Iris been very interesting, and we are 
getting much information with regard to 
our civil and political institutions. 
Douhtliss it grew cut. of our Suffrage 
League, though it does not. really belong 
to it. and all of its members are not suff- 
ragists, though I think they may be ere 
long. 

We nave circulated the petition this 
year, and it is still moving At last, ac- 
counts it had a large number of signa-

Our domestic dog and 
cat are evolved hy putient kindness from 
the wmlf and tiger. The domestic horse 
retains the good qualities of his wild an- 
cestor with his vices and intractability to 
restraint eliminated. The fragrant rose is 
evolved from tin* sweet briar; the peach 
from tin* hitter almond Cultivation gives 
beauty and usefulness to plants repulsive 
and deleterious; tin* moral progress of the 
race may he expected from similar methods. 
The selection and perpetuation of the good 
in men will overcome the tendency to evil 
and viee.The lecturer denounced the present 
ways of punishing criminals, especially 
the folly of committing murder to prevent 
murder. He asserted that under the exist- 
ing system, only 25 per cent of those sen- 
tenced to be hanged are ever executed, 25 
per cent having their sentences commuted 
to imprisonment for life, and the other ao 
per cent are restored to society and permit- 
ted to bring another generation of criminals 
into the world.

THE NEWTON CEMETERY. 


ANNUAL MEETING; OF THE TUUSTEES 
AND IIEI’OUTS. 


Tiie annual meeting of the trustees of 
the Nexvton Cemetery was held at City 
hall, Wednesday evening, President Has- 
kell in the chair, llis annual report was 
as follows: 

The year just closed lias been one of 
encouraging financial progress. It lias 
also witnessed important improvements 
to the grounds, some of them completed 
and others well entered upon. The 
beautiful pond of living water near the 
entrance— one of the first features to 
claim the attention of the visitor — has 
been considerably enlarged, and tiie 
grading and planting of the banks com- 
pleted. This improvement speaks for 
itself to all who enter the cemetery. Tiie 
slope running from tiie main avenue 
doxvn to tiie chapel and pond lias also 
been graded with excellent judgment 
and taste, and this improvement lias 
made quite a number of most desirable 
lots, the price of which the trusters have 
been justified in increasing, several low- 
ing ben already sold at tiie advance. An 
important improvement on xviiicb a good 
beginning has been made is tiie extension 
of Lake avenue around the picturesque 
pond in tiie western part of the grounds 
—a pond, by the way, which deserve-* a 
good name. A number of lots ou th s 
avenue have been graded and are ready 
for sale. These permanent improve- 
ments outside of tiie ordinary care of the 
cemetery, including planting trees on tiie 
now ground have cost about $3,400. 
When Lake avenue is finished — and that 
is probably flu* next work to be done — 
some of the most attractive parts of our 
land will be opened tor development. 
Early in tiie year under review the Trus- 
tees purchased about fifteen acres of 
land adjoining on the western side of tiie 
Cemetery, paying $2250 therefor. Tiie 
j price xvas reasonable, the purchase 
straightened a crooked boundary line, 
and tiie land will lie a valuable perma- 
nent addition to the grounds. About 
four acres of it have beeu plowed and 
soxved with grass seed. 

The sales of lots during the year 
amounted to $12,230, the largest year’s 
sales in the history of tiie cemetery. We 
believe that these liberal purchases slioxv 
the effect of 'recent improvents of xvhich 
Mr. Farloxv’s munificent gift was the be- 
ginning, and attest the increasing inter- 
est of the people of Nexvton in the Cem- 
etery. Another encouraging feature in 
the year’s record is the increase of the 
Perpetual Care Fund. This lias amount- 
ed to $4,387.83 on new lots and $3,150 on 
old ones — making $7,537.83 in all. The 
Fund noxv amounts to $04,750.33, of 
which $04,003.33 has been collected, and 
$02,408.01) carefully invested in real estate 
mortgages. Some liberal applications of 
the Perpetual Care provision have been 
made on old lots during the year,— nota- 
bly in one case by Mr. Isaac T. Burr,— 
and the Trustees earnestly hope that the 
1 good example will be followed by other 
lot owners until allure in the same cate- 
gory. This suggestion is especial. y in- 
tended for people of ample means xvho 
have so far neglected to provide for the , 
perpetal care of their lots. 

We regret the absence from the Board I 
of Mr. Warren P. Tyler, xvho has been 
foryears one of the most interested, at- 
tentive and intelligent of your Trustees. 

We take pleasure in again commend- 
ing tiie Superintendent and Assistant 
Superintendent for faithful, skilful and 
efficient service.

Books.” Will you add to your kindness 
by allowing me space in which to speak 
of some of the evils of the system as they 
affect us in Newton? Instead of supply- 
ing every pupil with a full set of books, 
which may be used by him and passed 
along with him from grade to grade, un- 
til lie has completed these books, by 
which time, in most cases, the hooks, 
too, will be finished, only one-half as 
many books as there are pupils are fur- 
nished to each teacher, and these are 
piled upon tables provided for the pur- 1 
nose, and passed out and collected be- 
fore and after each recitation. It is 
manifestly impossible for any teacher to 
give the same hook to the same scholar 
every time, or to the same txvo scholars, 
for each hook must lie* used txvice, and 
hence some neat, delicate little girl may 
be obliged to use a book xvhich lias be- 
fore been in the hands of a rough, dirty 
boy. It is quite impossible, too. to kuow 
I just how and by whom a book may have 
| been defaced, and thus there is no oppor- 
tunity to have such a book replaced by 
the child who injured it. Some books 
are taken home from the upper grades, 
that home lessons may be prepared, and 
these same books are afterwards given 
• into the bands of other children. 

I canuot see hoxv our teachers manage 
to do as well as they do;— the limited 
number of books supplied, the time con- 
sumed in giving out and collecting them, 
the utter impossibility of ever having an 
entire class occupied with the same study 
at one time, and last, hut by no means 
least, being obliged to see dirty and tat- 
lered books about must be exceedingly 
anuoying. Indeed, I’ve heard one teacher 
say most emphatically: "Had I a child 
in school I would put chase every book 
needed, and would on no account permit 
the use of City books.” A parent told 
me. onlv the other dav.that she felt quite 
sure her child took tiie scarlet fever from 
using a city book, as then- was no other 
xvay to account for it, and the child came 
down with tiie disease soon after having 
changed spelling-books, at the middle of 
last year. 

Is there no way in wluch this book 
business can lie better managed than at 
present? 1 am convinced that nothing 
could be more inconvenient, more extrava- 
gant, or nn»r*» dangerous than the present 
method. Before extra compensation is 
allowed tiie superintendent to pay his 
carfares in travelling from one village to 
another, I think it would be xvell to iti- 
x’est some money in purchasing more 
text-books for the children : and by the 
way, if tiie superintendent is allowed his 
travelling expenses, will not tiie masters 
who have to travel from all parts of the 
city to the Masters’ meetings. put in their 
claims, and the special teachers in music 
and sewing, also? I wish some of the 
I parents xvho are contentedly doing noth- 
! ing, would visit our schoi is and acquaint 
; themselves with the working ot tne 
1 “Free Text-book system" tight here in 1 
Newton. I am convinced that the teach* 

! ers themselves xvouid condemn tin* whole 
| method at present pursued, and could 
suggest a more practical, more cleanly 
and more economical xvay if they dared : 
to express an opinion. I have been in i 
the schools, have children there, and 1 
know whereof l speak.

ing line? Is this arid, seemingly uupop 
ulated waste, really populous? Where 
are the cities and towns which demand 
or justify two lines of railroad? No, but 
the nearly parallel track, two to three 
miles away, is a part of our own road ; 
we have already passed over it, or shall 
pass over it soou; what seems like an 
even surface the engineers found all 
otherwise. The ascent or descent, as 
the case may be, was so steep that it was 
a serious problem how to lay the track, 
and this problem was solved by a sys- 
tem of loups. It is a part, and an every 
day phenomenon of this singular delu- 
sion that you are iu reality going up hill 
when you think you are going down 
hill, or*, at least, could make your affida- 
vit that you was riding upon level 
ground. Little water-courses, by the 
side of the road, are frequently perplexed 
by the same lay of the laud, and actually 
run up hill, instead of running down hill 
as rivulets do in the East. But water is 
the only thing that is scarce iu this 
great stato of magnificent promises, 
mighty performances and unlimited re- 
sources, and lias seemingly never felt ac- 
tually at home or learned how to adapt 
itself to the circumstances. 

Having ridden slowly, on account of the 
heavy grades, and travelled several hun- 
dred mites nearly due West, with hardly’ 
any view of vegetation or ought else of 
much interest, it was about mid after- 
noon, wliou Barstow was readied. Here 
the road makes a sharp turn southerly, 
and after about forty miles farther, civil-

The former disaster, the frost, catne 
none the less, and before the month had 
passed. 

Lale iu November, and continuing into 
December, came the abundant winter 
rains, washing clean the beautiful rows 
of eucalyptus, pepper and gniveliia trees 
of their accumulated dust, and covering 
the surface of fallow lands with bright 
verdure like the verdure of the New 
England May, from the germinating and 
upspriuging of the myriad seeds, which 
had lain as dry as the loam which en- 
shrouded them all through the long sum- 
mer and fall. The oranges, already 
turned golden, were also washed clean 
and their varnished leaves literally shone 
in the bright sun light which followed 
tiie rain. But all was not destiued to 
pass conformably with the premise of 
previous years, or of our many new made 
iriends. Almost the first church service 
attended was upon the occasiou of 
large union assembly in one of the prin- 
cipal Pasadena church edifices, upon 
Thanksgiving, whereupon the officiating

gratitude, and which gave Southern Cali- 
fornia but 40 cloudy days throughout the 
whole year. It would liav« beeH easy to 
count at least :»<) days of rain and cloud 
and gloom during the first three months 
of 1SSS. 

Soon after Christmas tl.e nights began 
to get alarmingly cold to auy one but the 
resideut Californian, who remembers no 
evil in the past, in respect of climate, and 
has unbounded faith tor the present and 
for the future.

fornia, was surely genuine and unpre- 
meditated. 

The country rapidly grows interesting 
and it rapidly grows dark simultaneous- 
ly, and now the man who lias been to 
California before has his advantage with 
tlie neophyte and he knows how io use 
it. “it would oe a great thing, “you are 
told, “if you could only see the country 
we are now passing through. Did you 
ever see a pepper-tree? then wait, for 1 
can’t describe it; did you ever see the 
eucalyptus? what is there more beauti- 
ful than these extensive plantations of 
orange trees winch lino the road on 
either side? Still, on some account, l 
think tlie pomegranate. (don’t you?) Ah, 
yes; l re in ember you have never been in 
California before. Well, wait till you 
see the popper-tree, that is all 1 have to 
say.” And so on through the long te- 
dious evening, until at last Pasadena and 
the end of tlie journey are reached. 

But the next morning— that warm, 
cloudless Sunday morning, the 20th ol 
November, wbcu we awoke lato and 
looked out of our wiudow from the 
“Raymond,” upon the marvellous, mid- 
summer loveliness all about us, upon all 
tiie familiar home shrub* and flowers 
and the countless unfamiliar foliage and 
flowering shrubs peculiar to the country! 
We are not going to try to picture what 
we then saw; we should onlv be as ag- 
gravating as our persecutor of the even- 
ing before, and we cannot describe it. 
But we have often thought since if there 
is any vision of beauty which shall re- 
main impressed upon the memory to the 
last day of life, and still return as a pos- 
session of the soul when it leaves the 
body and confronts the mysteries of im- 
mortality, it was our first glimpse at 
the m igic which had transferred the su- 
premest beauties of June gardens to No- 
vember. 

A paper of this character can hardly 
lie otherwise than desultory. It can 
only give a small part — sketches hero ami 
there— of what the writer saw for him- 
self ami was most interested to see. 1 
have often wondered by the way, when 1 
have wanted information upon some 
point pertaining to the climatology, e. g., 
of a certain part of ihe country, why 
it should be so impossible to get such in- 
formation from even the most circum- 
stantial books devoted to the subject, or 
from travellers who possessed superior 
powers of observation. Now one of the 
Hist fact.* which impresses the visitor to 
Southern < alifornia. arriving lute in the 
full, is that a broad division must bo 
made of trees and shrubs which are de- 
ciduous ami of such as are always green. 
The large variety and very general culti- 
vation of the latter class gives to the 
country a summer-like look all through 


Noble paiiiiau chri.su too, castor oil tr 
with their large. beautiful palmate leaves 
and Vermillion seed- burrs, (some of them 
nearly as large as our full grown apple 
trees and said to bo soveu, ten and twelve 
years old,) after a few repetitious of this 
experience, were dead to their very roots. 
The orange and lemon are comparatively 
liaidy trees ami did not appear to suffer 
from the cold, although now and then a 
specimen of the fruit was found frost 
bitten at its distal end. It was also re- 
markable and well nigh incredible to ob- 
serve how well the rose, bush and tree, bore 
the unprecedented cold. This plant, un- 
der favorable climatic conditions, is non- 
deciduous and holds its leaf and bears its 
blossoHi all through the winter. Many 
wore the repetitions of frosty nights be- 
fore the first of February, occasionally 
even the surface of the ground would be 
slightly stiffened iu the morning; but tlie 
brave rose tree never acknowledged de- 
feat, either in flower or leaf, but, to use 
tlie language of tlie ring, “Came up 
smiling every time.” 

The first distinctive harbinger of spriug 
appeared about the middle of February; 
and when else should spring open in a 
land well calculated to be the home of 
poetry and song, where 

•‘There is no sorrow in their song, 

No winter in th<-ir yeur;” 
ami where, if uot 

“Ever lasting spring abides,*' 

There still abide 

"Never-failing flowers," 

if not near the natal day of the good- 
ly St. Valentine? 

One bright mid February afternoon, 
during a walk in tlie suburbs of Sta. 
Barbara, we were surprised to see a peach 
tree in lull bloom ; aud yet, on near ap- 
proach, possibly it was not a peach tree, 
the color of (lie blossom was bright ami 
dark enough for the nectarine. Upon 
enquiry, wo were told it was an almond 
tree. About this time I received through 
the mails a publication, just issued from 
the press and written by our excellent 
friend and neighbor, Rev. 11. (i. Spauld- 
ing, in which iu allusion to Jewish his- 
tory, be says that tlie Jews called the al- 
moml tree ’“the wakeful tree” or “the 
watching tree,” because it was the first 
to throw off tlie sleep of winter aud 
bio.ik forth into blossom.” Hero in Cali- 
fornia also, a land of similar climate ami 


the visitor from the East, and in variety 
so generous that to him who seeks them, 
some now discovery may be made every 
day. All throughout the state, and sure- 
ly lor the 500 miles from Los Angeles to 
San Francisco in favorable soil and loca- 
tion, appears the bright red glory of tlie 
so-called poppy, a flower which bears no 
true relation to tiie medicinal poppy, 
however, Fapaverum , but is properly 
tlie Esclioltzia. Tlie blossoms stand to 
each other as close as clover blooms, 
when one drops, another is at hand to 
take its place; aud a lield thus occupied 
with this gorgeous flower makes a veri- 
table field of the cloth-of-gold, as we 
often had occasion to remark. A 5 by 10 
acre patch, thus decorated, standing well 
up on tiie foot-hills of tlie Sierra Madre, 
we wore often told, could lie seen thirty 
miles away at the sea-coast, at least 
when the sun is shining upon tlie field; 
and the truth of this we had opportunity 
to avouch. 

The beauty of tho rose-gardens, (aud no 
one who lias land is too poor to have his 
garden of roses) might come iu here for 
description, only that tlie temptation to 
linger over the reminiscences would be 
great and we must hurry on. It may bo 
remarked, however, thai tho chief glory 
of tlie rose appears soon after the 
middle of March; there have been scat- 
tering blossoms all winter, but now the 
trees and bushes are iu lull bloom and re- 
main so for many successive weeks, the 
genial and preservative climate exerting 
the same kindly influence as iu the ease 
of the fruit blossoms. Fifty, one hundred 
and lifty different varieties of tho rose 
are uot an uncommon* possession aud 
appear in small gardens, where the 
owner lias no especial ambition in flori- 
culture. 

About tlie middle of March also, tho 
orange-trees were thickly studded with 
little snow-white buds, tlie promise of 
next year’s harvest of fruit. How it 
may be in Florida. I know not, but in 
Southern California tho oranges, to be 
fully ripe, ought to remain a full year 
on the tree, that is, counting time from 
the lirst appearance of tlie bud. The 
fruit may be as deep yellow in January 
as at any period subsequently, but it is 
not sweet fill April or May. When the 
myriad white buds lirst appeared, we 
said : — now in a week the air will be laden 
with tlie fragrance of tlie orange blos- 
som; but this tree is one which will not 
be hurried in tlie development of any of 
of its products; tlie minute white knobs 
seemed to stand absolutely still, so far 
as auy sensible growth was concerned, 
and it was fully six to eight weeks later be- 
fore they opened aud shed their perfume’ 
A lime after the middle of April, South- 
ern California, which had come to seem 
to usalmost like a home, was left bphiud. 

Passage was taken for San Francisco, a 
journey of five hundred miles iu a north- 
erly direction. Ever since the days when 
geography was a part of the curriculum, 
aud throughout all the intervening years, 
no climatic problem had presented itselr, 
which for mystery, inconsistencies, con- 
tradictious and absolute iiisulvaoility 
equalled that which concerns tlie climate 
ot this city: questions hud been asked 
repeatedly of returned tourists and es- 
tablished residents and vet no light had 
been shed on tlie daik subject. Now, we 
thought, with exultation, we are on the 
ground and will solve the problem for our 
selves. We had often been told. ami it was 
true, that roses remain in bloom out-of 
doors, throughout the winter and that 
many species of tlie palm are grown in the 
gardens. We iiad often been told, and it 
was true, that tlie winter overcoat is a 
frequent necessity during tlie months of 
July and August. We look for reversal 
of seasons in sub-tropical Australia and 
thus explain the many phases 
climate which presents a strange fasci- 
nation to the visitor from flic nortl 
temperate /.one; but surely there can be 
no reversal of seasons iu California. It 
may be iu March and it may be iu June 
that you will meet a maiden iu starched, 
white muslin and semi-transparent dress, 
in your stroll on Montgomery street, and 
right across the way, or side by side, will 
be a matron in a suit of furs such as is 
worn in Hostou and New York in mid- 
winter. The sun shines bright auil 
warm out of a cloudless sky when you 
leave your hotel after a late broakfast, 
it is warm enough for a light suit; we 
will not consult the calendar for tlie 
particular month, it ninacs but little 
difference; all at once, heavy masses of 
cloud and mist roll in through the 
golden gate, (a narrow opening to the sea 
in the lofty coast range which almost 
hugs the shore for many miles, north 
and south,) tlie wind begins to blow a 
small hurricane, the sand Hies, the glass 
falls, and in a short half-hour all possible 
conditions of discomfort are established. 
San Francisco is built upon an immense 
plain and, upon gigautic dunes of coarse, 
rolling sand; it lias no stability of cli- 
mate, 4t lias unlimited sability of soil. 
It is possible to learn this by experience, 
hut knowledge can alone be communi- 
cated by means of standards of com- 
parison and there is . no city or town 
cast of the Rockies, of climate compara- 
ble witii that of San Francisco. You are 
early impressed, after your arrival i 
tlie city, with tlie fact that climate is 
sore subject with the San Franciscan. 
His anger at any disparaging allusion 
may be as imposing as it is preposterous, 
You say to him, iu effect, now wo Ros- 
tonians admit wo have a bad climate, 
\vu have other things that we have cause 
to be grateful for and are perhaps a little 
too prone to be proud of; but wo will 
freely admit that wo have the worst 
climate in tlie whole country; or at least, 
wo diil admit it until wo came to San 
Francisco aud found what a climate you 
have here. The, Boston man of middle 
ago, or a little past it, expects to move 
to Mt. Auburn, if his friends can alloid 
so much consideration to his remains; 
or if, by virtue of a strong constitution 
and exceptionally good care of himself,

to say that toe climate of Oakland is 

wholly different from that of San Fran- 
cisco ;*hut tliis is an exaggeration. Nev- 
ertheless, it is remarkable what a con- 
trast presents in favor of tlie more in- 
land city ; and climate improves with 
every mile that wo travel from the sea. 
But our experience in Nan Francisco mid 
its neighborhood in the spring taught us 
what we had also previously learned at 
Santa Barbara in tlie winter, thata climate 
most favorable for vegetable life might 
uot lie most favorable for man. 
In Santa Barbara, during January and 
February, as also in Oakland in April, 
day after day, the glass would si and 
at from fifty to sixty degrees. The feeling 
constantly was how comfortable it would 
lie it the mercury would rise but from ten 
to fifteen degrees higher! and yet the 
most lush and varied and a truly sub- 
tmpical vegetable life actually throve 
during this low temperature. Whether 
it was the immense India rubber trees of 
Santa Barbara, as large as our forest 
maples, or the rose trees and hushes in 
their six hundred varieties at Oakland, 
the prevailing climatic condition was 
evidently of the most favorable character. 
It makes some difference in respect to 
this question, whether the organism have 
cold sap for life-blood and lie devoid 
of respiratory apparatus, or whether the 
veins be full of warm blood and he have 
an apparatus subject to bronchitis; and 
yet it really seemed as if the resident of 
of San Francisco and Oakland, after long 
experience, had been brought to believe 
that a temperature of from fifty to sixty 
degrees was the normal temperature, 
even for one in a statu of inactivity, lie 
was surely free to show his surprise j 
when tlie visitor from the east complained 1 
of the weather aud demanded a tire. I 
This observation reminded us of tho re, 
mark wliieii I bad olteu heard from hor- 
ticulturists who, in our cold climate, have 
largely to depend upon tho glass-house; 
viz: that a prevailing temperature of 
seventy degrees, such ;:e wo generally 
seek to maintain in our homes, was con- 
siderably two high for the majority of 
plants cultivated under glass. 

There is much of rivalry at present be- 
tween Lower and Upper California, im- 
properly so called, (in reference to San 
Francisco and neighborhood ,) for full 
one-third of the great slate still extends 
north «»t its principal city. This rivalry 
is generally of a kindly character, but it 
is never the less very positive and pro- 
nounced. If your lirst acquaintance with 
the state is in the region of San Diego 
or Los Angeles, you are assured on every 
hand that you havo cotne to the right 
place, beyond a doubt, and would never 
like Upper California. If then you ex- 
tend your travels northerly, tlie immedi- 
ate question upon arrival iu San Francis- 
co is “How did you like Southern Cali- 
fornia? Wait and we will show you 
something much better than that!” There 
is no longer space for even a summarized 
review of the excellencies peculiar to 
each section, and for an effort ro deter- 
mine which way the balance would turn. 
We can but briefly present one or two 
aspects which first aud chiefly impressed 
us. 

We had already travelled 100 or 200 
miles north from Los Angeles before we 
saw the locust in bioom; this variety of 
tree we had never met with in the more 
southerly part of California. It was an 
introduction to a subsequent obser- 
vation of much interest. In San 
Francisco and its vicinity tlie floia 
presents a special charm because it 
comprehends m|its wide scope much that 
is peculiar to the sub-iropical growth of 
Southern California, ami also trees aud 
shrubs familiar to us iu tlie East. It was 
a very interesting sight to observe, side 
by side or near each other in the same 
park, the live oak and tlie deciduous oak 
of several varieties, the elm and tlie palm, 
the maple and the gravellia, and so we 
might still enumerate. A vigorous at- 
tempt lias been made to cultivate the 
maple and the elm iu Pasadena, but the 
growth is far from vigorous. The streets 
where rows of these trees have been 
planted may be readily recognized by tlie 
corresponding sign-boards at the street 
corners — Elm street, Maple street— but 
the avenues where the fan-paliu, the 
magnolia or the English walnut, with 
bark (we had well-nigh said skin) as fair 
. and white as a lady’s hand, make mag- 
uifleeut vistas, need no sign-boards or 
labels. At the same time it must be con- 
fessed that such varieties of flora 
as are more especially sub-tropical, the 
pepper tree. e. g., do not attain the lux- 
uriant growth in the vicinity of Sun 
Francisco which is attained in Los An- 
geles county. None the less, the isot her- 
mal lino in California does not run north 
and south ; it is as tortuous as a mouti 
tain stream and as regards tlie higher 
temperatures it is chiefly careful to avoid 
the seaboard. There are valleys and sunny 
slopes many miles north of San Francis- 
co where the citrus plants can be suc- 
cessfully grown and whence the very 
earliest apricots aud cherries are brought 
to market. Hardly more than the grass 
and the crocus are awake in our New 
England gardens when Vacaville begins 
to pour its rich stores of early fruit into 
tlie California markets. Tho “citrus 
bolt, ’’however, — and the term is as famil- 
iar in the mouth of him who lives or 
travels iu tlie Golden State as is the term 
Atchison stock in Boston and New York 
— is not a belt at all ; it Is a twist, aud tlie 
kind of a twist that is contemplated iu 
tho old rhyme of tlie nurseries — 

“ A lien the twister a twisting would twist him a 
twist.” 

It was at Oakland that we entered the 
train upon which, after tlie enjoyment of 
much beautiful and varied scenery, and 
after many thrilling experiences, was 
safely to return us to our home; and at 
this point, also, where closed our vaca- 
tion, we must contemplate the close of 
our brief paper. Oakland, by the way, 
presents a strange udmixtuie of elements 
which are seldom elsewhere mingled; 
like tiie vegetation of its gardens where 
tlie poplar and tiie palm stand side by 
side. Santa Fo, N. M., to bo sure, is a 
strangely composite city, but it lias much 
less importance and a much smaller pop- 
ulation. In Oakland wo find city aud 
country, at once tlie run in urb<‘, and the 
urbn in run-. The Southern Pacific R. R. 
lias captured one of its chief streets, run- 
ning the entire length of the city, and in 
return for such franchise ail are at liber- 
ty to ride on the trains, within municipal 
limits, free of charge, it lias clean streets 
and HI thy streets, wondrous rose gardens 
aud barren parks and squares. < >f a Sab- 
bath evening tlie visitor may with equal 
facility and equally free from remark, go 
to church or attend the play. It wore 
hard to tell which are the more prosper- 
ous the temperance societies or tlie sui 
loons — both are energetic and aggressive 
in numbers and force. Sunday is a great 
day both for church attendance and for 
excursions. The churches aud the steam 
and cable cars and boats are all equally 
full on this day. It is as easy to patron- 
ize your tailor as it is to patronize your 
barber Sunday moruiugi and the wag 
boasted tiiat lie left 10 cents at the bar- 
ber’s. paid 15 cents for whiskey and 
dropped 25 emits into the contribution 
box. and all between 10 and 12 o’clock.

Home men and their homely women (titicl 
why Ik it, that tho main oflioers of this 
organization nro almost universally good 
looking, pleasing and plausible in man- 
ner, while the female reeruitfl aie as ugly 
as the sin they profesn to have es- 
aliewud?) bring religion to your very 
doors. 

But Oakland, none the less, has its 
agreeable assouiatioim which will always 
make its memory a pleasure. We shall 
not soon forget its fruit-market in May, 
— the great, luscious strawberries — not 
like those (hat I)r. Holmes sings of. 
which ‘‘Grew bigger downwards through 
the box,” blit all as big as strawberries 
can well bo from top to bottom and 2-3 
boxes, as we estimate a box, sold for 25 
cents. Long shall we remember, also, 
its apricots and cherries; I have nn in* 
distinct impression that I have eaten 
such cherries in a previous state of exis- 
tence— perhaps they were the fruit I ate 
when I was a boy. Great, juicy red 
cherries, and white cherries, and black 
clterrios from one-third to one-half larg- 
er than the cherries we grow in the East, 
and fruit which it is safe to eat in the 
dark. Assuredly wo can never forget 
tlio roses of Oakland wonderful in their 
variety, in their beauty, and frequently 
in their size. 

It was late in a warm, sunshiny after- 
noon, the 30th of May, when our long, vesti- 
bule train started on its eastward journey 
from Oakland pier. Wo had already 
climbed and descended the first coast 
range, were midway in the rich, verdur- 
ous, fertile valley, between parallel 
ranges of hills, when wo took station 
upon the platform of the rear car and 
looked forth upon the setting sun, tho 
golden western horizon and the long 
shadows cast by the mountains. Barely 
have wo had a more entrancing view, and 
yet we thought how often in the last for- 
ty years, lias the weary eye of the dis- 
heartened, homesick emigrant looked 
forth upon the 1 he same scene and found 
in it nothing to bo desired! We called 
to mind what had often been told us in 
different portions of the State during the 
past winter — and what wo understand 
statistics support — that notwithstanding 
tho present prospetitv of California and 
its immense output of precious metals, 
chiefly gold, in the past, still altogether 
and from first to last, more money had 
been brought into the State than had 
been carried out of it. Tho story of the 
fortunate, the gold-finder, the enriched 
Argonauts of Mb, and tho unnumbered 
adventurers ever since, is a part of the 
proud history of our country; the record 
of such as diiligcntly searched, who still 
hoped against hope and vet found no 
gold, who sickened in a strange, far land 
and either slept in nameless graves or 
slowly crept back to the far distant east 
ern home, only to make still heavier the 
burdens of those they had fondly hoped 
to lighten; how many of the hamlets 
1 f New England know this story but too 
well ! 

Today, however, the Californian is a 
noble citizens of a noble State. He is 
proud of iiis State and lie loves it. Nev- 
er have 1 found the dulcis anwr patriae 
more ardent and general than in Califor- 
nia. The citizen of no other State, 
so far as I know, so loves tho State 
that gives him his homo, is so alive to its 
natural beauties, 1ms such unbounded 
confidence in its future. At tho same 
time, tho e pluribua unum spirit is no 
whore else stronger than in California. 
The Californian is prompt to resent an 
imputation which would separate him 
from tho rest of the country. Hois 
prompt to see that his destinies are 
linked with those of the great republic; 
that tho continued prosperity of his 
State is indissolubly bound up with the 
general prosperity of the entire union, 
lie is proud of his record— the days 
when many of the States were found 
wanting in loyalty and tho pestilential 
breath of secession was abroad through- 
out the laud. He never believed in sla- 
very; he is proud that the soil of his 
great State to its remotest borders, has 
always been free soil; lie believes in the 
higher law, is alive to all measures fos- 
tered by morality and religion; is hospit- 
able, broad-minded; can argue calmly 
and dispassionately upon any point.how- 
ever radical may be the difference of 
opinion with the disputants; but when 
the Chinese question is broached, if his 
guest is from tho East aud supposed to 
hold tho eastern view, then wondrous 
transformation! his urbanity, his civili- 
ty, conscience, common sense are gone in 
an instant, and ho is much like the old- 
time slaveholder who should chance to 
find an abolitionist in his negro quartets! 

Finally, and bill for a moment, the 
sense in which the Californian and tho 
California press uso tho term East is of- 
ten us amusing us it is unexpected. Not 
alone will the tourist tell you that lie 
comes from the East, has his home in the 
East, when East with him means no fur- 
ther away than Phainix, Arizona, but tho 
resident of the Golden State will refer to 
localities still west of the Rocky Moun- 
tains as pertaining to the East. Within 
ten days, San Francisco papers were 
quoted as alluding to a severe windstorm 
sweeping through the Eastern States and 
following tho course of the Mississippi 
river. California papers report a very 
low temperature as prevailing in the 
East, and support the statement by quo- 
tations of therniometric observations at 
Kansas City, Omaha aud St< Pauls. New 
England, the Middle States, Boston and 
Now York, are so very far away that 
sometimes it would seem that the Cali- 
fornia papers had entirely forgotten the 
existence of these localities.

thought that lie will retain tin: sight of 
both eyes. 

—Frank Forbes, who left the barrel of 
ale tit Patrick Nliea’s place mi Pearl street 
last Saturday, was arraigned In court Mon- 
day for the violation of the liquor law and 
discharged. The subsequent raid upon 
Shea, noted elsewhere, who had been iu 
court quite recently and convicted, led him 
to the conclusion that Newton was a poor 
place to Carry on an illegal business, lie 
therefore packed up Ins goods and left for 
parts unknown, his whereabouts m t as yet 
Having been ascertained. The police are to 
be congratulated upon getting rid of the 
man. 

— Tiie suggestion to secure a building for 
the joint use of the Natural History society 
ami the Young Men's Christian association 
is still talked about by our leading citizens. 
Some of them think it would he best to 
locate it in the very centre of population, 
where it would lie seen by every one and be 
readily readied. Others think there. would 
he no objection to going a few blocks away 
from tiie railway station. Of course, the 
matter of location can be settled more 
readily than the money can be collected, 
all hough there are some conditional sub- 
scriptions promised. If only some one 
would stni t tiie list with a thousand dollars ! 

—“The duty of being cheerful” was one 
of the points developed in a Newton pulpit 
last Sunday morning. It struck some of 
tiie hearers as rather strange at first, when 
put in'thnt way. They could see that it 
might be tiie privilege of some, under very 
happy circumstances, to be cheerful, but 
that it wns every one’s duty — well, that was 
hard to see.

Monsieur Lolseauk s Lecture. 

It ia a aource of regret to the writer 
that more of the ladies of Newton un. 
derntanding French could not have been 
present at the lecture given in Miss 
Spear’s schoolroom on Saturday last, by 
Monsieur Loiseaux, tiie popular and sue 
cessful French teacher of our city. The 
subject of tiie lecture was “College Life 
in France.” After describing tiie exte- 
rior and interior of tiie college buildings 
Monsieur Loiseaux proceeded to give a 
minute account of the daily life of a stu- 
dent. Rising at five o'clock in tiie win 
ter and four in sti miner, each student ib 
obliged to work until the hour for break 
fast, half-past seven. The boys then re 
pair totherefcctory.whereasimpleme; 1, 
consisting of a howl of coffee and a roll 
is in readiness. Then a return to the 
dormitory, where each hoy is obliged to 
make his own bed, and, what is more, to 
make it well, From eight until twelve 
continues stydy and recitation. At 
twelve, the hour of dinner, we find the 
students assembled for their midday re- 
past of a small piece of meat, exactly 
measured aud weighed with perhaps a 
single vegetable; bread, of course, in 
abundance, aud, in the season of fruits, 
pears, or a few cherries, possibly, as des- 
sert. In addition, a .small bottle of a 
liquid cal’ed wine. much diluted 
with wate*-, is divid d among three stu 
dents. From one until five study is re- 
sumed, and at a quarter-past-five a rec- 
reation is given, in which a piece of 
bread and a bit of fruit are distributed 
to each pupil. After a short recess, 
work agaiu until half-past seven, tiie 
hour for supper. At nine o'clock every 
student is in his bed, sufficiently fatigued 
with his day’s work. And so the days 
go on witli no change except on Thurs- 
day, when, rising at the same early hour, 
they spend the morning in gymnastics 
and drill, which are very severe, as they 
are conducted by an under officer of the 
French army. In tiie afternoon the stu- 
dents are obliged to walk from eight to 
ten miles in a strict and orderly manner, 
being always in charge of an attendant. 

This is the daily routine of a college 
student. Contrast this life with that of 
our college boys. Consider the finely 
furnished apartments, the abundant ta- 
ble, the liberty for amusement granted 
to our Harvard students, all of which 
are denied the French collegian. More- 
over, we have long and frequent vaca- 
tions, while in France, five, or at most. 
Six weeks are given up to vacations dur- 
iug the year. It is true that in a French 
college there is no Greek or Latin to be 
studied, but a variety of other studies, 
quite as usifu’, tike their place. Every 
student there is prepared and thorough- 
ly prepared for the position he wishes to 
till, whether it be that of a soldier, civil 
engineer or profdksor. 

It is hard to realize that a discipline's© 
severe is maintained in the colleges of a 
gay and pleasure-loving people; but so it 
is. And would it not be better if a little 
hardness should enter into the college 
life of our boys, instead of so much, ease, 
and license and even luxury? If the 
French err in being too strict* and rigor- 
ous in their school life, certain it is tha 
we Americans are as much too lax. 

There still remain two lectures of this 
interesting course, which doubtless will 
prove to be equally instructive and en- 
tertaining. N. 11. H.

social character. The former pastor, Rev. 
Mr. Titus, was amoug those who greeted 
him, wishing him a lull measure of sue 
cess in his new field of labor.

Mr, McCullough upon the recommend a 
tion of its committee and the mcmbeis 
heard him preach for the first lime la-t 
Sunday. This custom of extending cal s 
Mirough the recommendatiuu of a com- 
mittee is becoming mo e popular as the 
access ty of listening to numerous can- 
didates is obviated. It is a belter plan, 
for neighboring churches after listening 
to a very largo number of eloqueut 
clergymen are farther removed from ar- 
riving at a choice than ever. Mr. Mc- 
Cullough comes to a church united and 
influential in the character of its mem- 
bership. He is a Southerner by birth, a 
young man 35 years of age aud a simple 
Gospel preacher.

SEffTOTS *EW POHTOmUE. 

POSTMASTER MORGAN SUCCEEDS I.V GET- 
TING A FIRST CLASS OFFICE. 


Newton people are greatly indebted to 
Postmaster Morgan for his successful 
efforts to secure a 'postoffice that would 
be a credit to the city, witli modern con- 
v *niences,and fitted up in first cla«s style. 
He began t lie agitation for it a year and 
a half ago, and hat continued it until 
success crowned'his efforts. He wrote 
several letters to tiie department at Wash- 
ington without result, and then wrote to 
Congressman Burnett, from whom he re- 
ceived an immediate reply, in wliich he 
stated substantially that lie “believed a 
better office was needed and would give 
to the matter his personal attention.” 

Through the efforts of Congressman 
Burnett the postoffice department de- 
cided to 

INVESTIGATE NEWTON’S NEEDS, 
in order to determine whether a larger 
and better office v was required. An in- 
spector was detailed to look into the 
matter, aud he visited Newton seven 
months ago, examined the office and re- 
ported to the department substantially 
that a larger and better place was need - 
ed and hit the present place was insuf- 
ficient for the requirements of the sec- 
tion of Newton in which it was located . 
Shortly after the visit of the inspector, 
Congressmin Burnett came to Newton 
and also looked over the office, which he 
pronounced to be uusuited iu every way 
for the prompt and satisfactory transac- 
tion of business. He said that “if it lay 
in his power, Newton should have as 
good a postoffice as the exigency of the 
case demanded.” 

The matter then dragged along, and 
Postmaster Morgan continued to write to 
tiie postoffice department, urging the 
necessity of action in the matter. Ho 
was aided in his efforts by prominent 
citizens, who also urged the importance 
of immediate steps iu procuring more 
suitable and convenient quarters. It was 
not until December. 188S. however, that 
a vision of better things to come broke 
tiie monotony of this loug continued 
agitation. It came in the shape of a 
letter to Postmaster Morgan, from the 
postoffice department at Washington, 
stating that it had been decided to lease 
the entire store where the Newton office 
was located for postoffice purposes. The 
lease was for a term of five years, and 
covered the entire outfit for a first class 
office, including the necessary carrier 
furniture and fixtures. 

The new office has a floor space 80x22, 
and is sufficiently larg^ for the require- 
ments of a postoffice for many years to 
come. The work on alterations and re- 
fitting commenced about two weeks ago, 
and the office is now nearly completed. 
The outfit was made by John McLane. 
Milford. N. H., and was placed iu posi- 
tion on Satuiday last. It is very hand- 
some, thoroughly made aud substantial 
in every detail. The woodwork is of ash, 
and tiie general delivery opens from the 
main lobby, the interior being rendered 
inaccessible to the view of the outsider 
by the large delivery case containing the 
boxes, which is surmounted by 

PANELS OF OBSCURED GLASS. 

The money order office opens from the 
right of the main lobby, which is entered 
from the vestibule. The money order 
office is finished in ash, and is eutirely 
separated from the main lobbv. The 
postmaster’s room is entered from this 
apartment, and is convenient and well 
lighted. It is sunplied with the necessary 
furniture, including a handsome cherry 
roll-top desk. 

The mailing department is supplied 
with modern conveniences for the quick 
dispatch of mails, including a six-carrier 
routing table, a solid aud substantial 
piece of furniture, an eight-compartment 
paper distributing case, four large ash 
tables for dumpiug mails and routing up 
papers, a route assorting case and an 
iron postal bag rack of the Harrison 
pattern. There is an abuudauce of 
closet room and shelves for packages and 
boxes. Tiie convenience of the employes 
of the government has not been neglected, 
and set bowls, a toilet room ami a carri- 
er’s room are included among the new 
and modern features of tho office. The 
office will lie heated by the hot water 
system, and, opening from the mailing 
room iu the rear of the main office, an 
apartment has been lifted up for ti.e 
healing apparatus, and it contains two 
Baker heaters. The office will be lighted 
by gas and electricity. 

In the arrangement and furnishings 
convenience and comfort have been 
studied, aud tiie result is a thoroughly 
equipped and well arranged postoffice, 
meeting in every wav the requirements 
of the community. It I as been secured 
through peisisteut effort, and Postmas- 
ter Morgan is deserving of much praise 
for his earnest labor in lugiug the post- 
office depai tment at Washington to make 
the necessary improvements. It was 
largely through the effoits of (lie same 
official, aided by citizens, that the free 
delivery system was secured. It lias 
proved a great success, aud the carrier 
system in this city has won its way into 
popularity. The service has " been 
thoroughly satisfactory, and the citizens 
are genet ally pleased with the change 
from the old system. It lias also been a 
financial success, the receipts front local 
postage being sufficient to meet the 
salaries paid to the carriers. 

The improvements will cost in the 
I vicinity of $20i*>. The local firms en-

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THE COMMON COUNCIL. 

THK ALMSItOVSK RKMOVAt. DISCtTRSF.n AT 
80MK I.KXOTII. 

The common council met Monday even- 
ing, President Bond in the chair. Other 
members present wore ('onncilmen 
Moody, Luke, Wiswall, Fenno, Holfe, 
Hyde, Richardson, Forknall, Rice, Hall, 
Ranlott, Hale. 

The minutes of the last meeting were 
read and approved, and business from 
the board of aldermen was disposed of 
in concurrence. 

THE ALMSHOUSE REMOVAL. 

When the petition for the removal of 
the almshouso camo up, Councilman 
Moody moved that it bo referred to a 
joint special committeo, to consist of the 
mayor, one alderman and two council- 
men, saying that the call for action last 
year was strong, and this year it was 
much more imperative. In the noar 
future the district would be thickly 
settled and a committeo of nine, the 
public property and the almshouse com- 
mittee, was a rather largo one to expect 
any speedy action from, or to go very 
deep into dotails. 

Councilman Wiswall said that it was a 
very important question, and he thought 
the matter had been properly referred by 
the board of aldermen. It needed 
ample consideration, the city had a good 
deal of land there, and he did not know 
whether tho timo had yet come for 
action. Tho two committees to whom 
the matter had been roferred were com- 
petent to act on the question, and ho 
favored concurrence with tho aldermen. 

Councilman Hyde seconded Mr. 
Moody’:* motion, and said the question 
was not of soiling the city farm, but only 
of removing the almshouso from Waban, 
so that the village would have a chance 
to grow. 

Councilman Fenno said he did not see 
tho necessity of haste, tho questiou had 
been agitated for several years, and he 
thought no harm would result if there 
was a still further delay. The matter of 
moving the almshouse aud selling the 
farm was all connected together, and he 
thought it was proper to leave it to the 
two committees to whom it had been re- 
ferred. 

Councilman Hyde said it was of consid- 
erable importance to tako speedy action; 
a syndicate had bought up all the land 
on the other side of the railroad track, 
and would immediately proceed to cut it 
up into large house lots if the almshouse 
was removed. Ifit was not removed, the 
land would be divided into smaller lots, 
probably, and a less desirable class of 
houses built. — 

Councilman Moody said he had lived 
ton years in the vicinity and he knew 
tLat the land would never be built upon 
unless the almshouse was removed. Al- 
lowing it to remaiu there was an injury 
to the growth of the city. 

Councilman Wiswall said that ho was 
born and brought up in that vicinity, his 
family once owning a largo part of what 
is now the poor farm, and he knew some- 
thing about the location. The city 
would not sutler if it held on to the 
land for a year or two louger, as the 
greater part of the farm would make 
very desirable house lots. Its presence 
had not prevented handsome dwellings 
being built in the vicinity, and it now 
would not prevent other houses from be- 
ing built. 

Councilman Hyde said that the prop- 
erty owners on the othor side of the 
track had gone to an expense of some 
SRI an acr^ to have plans drawn for the 
proper laying out of this land, and there 
weio many reasons why the city should 
not dispose of its laud, even if the alms- 
house was removed. It would need laud 
for a school house, eueiue house, etc., 
and no one wanted the city to sell its 
land. There was no job there; but the 
almshouse prevented people from com- 
ing to make their homes in Waban. If 
they could secure a promise that tho city 
intended to remove the almshouse, that 
would answer. 

Councilman Luke said there seemed to 
he no difference of opinion as to the de- 
sirability of removing the almshouse, but 
he thought the Mayor and the two com- 
mittees were well qualified to attend to 
the matter, and it was in no appropriate 
that those committees should consider 
this question. N» g »«*d reason existed 
for the council's ret using to concur with 
the aldermen. 

Councilman Hall said he agreed with 
the last speaker. The matter would have 
to bo referred to these two committees 
anyway, and they might as well tako 
charge <>f it in tin* first place. 

Councilman Moody’s motion failed to 
pass, aud the council concurred with the 
upper board. 

Ill ItKOToRIKs. 

When the order for buying 510 copies of 
the Newton directory was read. Council- 
man Luke asked for information, what 
the city wanted of so many copies. 
President Rond road the list of city oth- 
ers. for which copies are needed, and 
Councilman Luke said that he was satis- 
lied. He had ordered a copy at bis own 
expense, and when an order camo for so 
many for the city, ho began to fear that 
lie had been too hasty. This sally pro- 
duce 1 a general laugh. 

Reports of the Overseers of the Poor 
and of tho Trustees of the Free Library 
wrr t presented and tabled for printing. 

Counc lman Ranlett presented the 
petition of residents of Melrose street, 
who asked that the street might ho put 
in a suitable condition for travel; referred 
to highway committee. Adjourned.

WEST NEWTON LYCEUM. 

Should Personal Property be Exempt- 
ed from Taxation. 

NUMEROUS SPEAKERS DISCUSS THE QUES- 
TION MONDAY EVENING. 

The meeting of the West Newton 
Lyceum in tho City Hall, Monday even- 
ing, was not largely attended, hut tho 
oxorcises proved interesting to those 
present. The musical features com- 
prised piano duets by Miss Carrie 
Phillips ami Miss Evelyn Brush, very 
finely rendered, and deserving of tho 
hearty demonstration of approval which 
signified the appreciation of tho audience. 
Tho loctiiro on "Municipal Taxation” 
was delivered by Mr. Arthur Carroll of 
West Newton, and was a carefully pro- 
pared and woll considered aigumont up- 
on the subject of tax reform. 

The question for discussion was Re- 
solved, "That Personal property be ex- 
empted from Taxation.” Tho debate 
was opened in the aflirmative by Mr. 
Marcus Morton, who said by way of in- 
troduction that it was generally admitted 
that all methods of taxation in tho past 
had boen in a measuro unjust, hateful 
and oppressive, causing wars, human 
bondage and oven starvation. As civili- 
zation advanced, cunning was bought in- 
to play in order to devise a system of 
taxation and a method of collecting taxes 
so it would not bo felt by the people. In 
our modern civilization, we take tho full 
measure of corn, but instead of takiug 
it once a week we divide it into several 
collections and thus render the system 
as devious and deceptive as possible. 

Tho state of Massachusetts requires 
that every city and town shall assess taxes 
upon personal proporty and income over 
$2000. To what degreo this is carried 
out, wo are all aware. Many cases can 
bo cited of men who pay taxos upon only 
a small proportion of their pcrsoual pro- 
perty and income, a case for illustration 
boing that of a minister who was assessed 
for *10,000 the first year and who object- 
ed to pay a tax on that amount but who 
refused to make any statement of his 
financial condition. Tho assessors added 
$.7,000 for several years until he was as- 
sessed for $.‘10,000 when became and sub- 
mitted a schedule upon which a fair 
basis of taxation could be made up. A 
man in Malden worth three millions 
paid a tax on $77,000. Not far from 
Newton there lived a man who had 
an income of $7,000 per annum 
who only paid a poll tax, and near him 
resided a poor man on his little home- 
stead who paid tho full amount of his 
taxes and from ($ to 7 per cent interest 
on his mortgage. It is true that the 
.State of Massachusetts has the best ad- 
ministrated laws in regard to taxation of 
any State in tho Union, yet it is equally 
true that a large amount of personal 
property escapes taxation. It is simply- 
a case of where honest meu are compelled 
to pay and the ricli meu evade the law. 
The law cannot be enforced, aud it is 
thus rendered demoralizing from tho 
fact that it is inoperative. It really puts 
a premium upon dishonesty. The prin- 
ciples of our government are truth, jus- 
tice, equal rights and the greatest good 
to the greatest number, and it will prob- 
obly ho agreed that to take away the per- 
sonal tax would simply result in raising 
the tax on the homestead and thus make 
a greater burden for the poor man. In 
my opinion, the house should be di- 
vorced from the land. In a legal sense 
they do not belong together, and the sep- 
aration in estimating the taxes will un- 
doubtedly be brought about at some not 
far distant poriod. 

Mr. William E. Plummer was the prin- 
cipal sneaker in tho negative. Before 
proceeding to discuss the question he 
asked for indulgence in order to make a 
personal explanation. When the convict 
labor question was discussed, said Mr. 
I’.ummer, 1 alluded to the case of Clar- 
ence Ward who was sent to the house oi 
correction fot embezzlement, stating that 
ho was a boy 17 years of age, and that it 
was his first offence. 1 have since learned 
that I was misinformed. Ward was 27 
years of age, had committed numerous 
offences and was sent to the house of 
correction at the suggestion of his father 
aud brother. who entertained the opinion 
that a term of punishment at thntcorrec- 
tiouary institution might he beneficial in 
reforming the young man. 

In regard to this question before us 
this evening, said Mr. Plummer, there 
are two things that wo can never get lid 
of, namely, death and taxation. The 
system ol taxation in this state is well 
administered. In Newton it is the cus- 
tom to make up the appropriations for 
tho coming year, aud assessors are ap- 
pointed by law to raise the money. Tho 
assessois issue notices to citizens request- 
ing them to send in s schedule ot their 
personal property in order th it tho just 
rate for each individual may be arrived 
at. They fix the valuation according to 
their best judgment and then estimate 
the tax rate. Since I have lived in New- 
ton, a pen >d ot •.)•> years, I never found 
an assessor who desired to impose upon 
any citizen, only endeavoring to arrive at 
a correct apportionment ot taxes for 
each person in the community. In my 
otmiion if the people desire to make 
Newton a paradise for tax-dodgers, it 
will only be necessary to announce that 
persons who live here will not he obliged 
to pay a tax upon personal propuity. 
Under such a regime tho millionare from 
Boston can come to Newton, hire a house 
for $700 per annum, avail himself of the 
privileges of our public schools and pay 
a poll tax of *2 per year. 

The total valuation of Newton is about 
5>:; millions, of which 0 millions repre- 
sents the personal property valuation. 
The tax rate is fixed at $15.40 on $looo, 
hut if the tax on personal property was 
abrogated the rate would increase to 
$21.40 oil $1000. The peoplo of the city 
would not desire such an increase nor do 
1 believe that any man would advocate 
it. 

Suppose that the city suffers a loss 
from misrepresentation in regard to the 
amount of personal property at the 
hands of some of its citizens, it does rc- 
{ eeivo about $140,000 pur annum, which 
| materially decreases the tax rate. 

It has been argued that real estate and 
I peisoual properly should bo divorced in 
the tux estimate. What do we maintain 
an expensive lire department for’.* Not 
■ to protect real estate, but for the pro- 
1 lection of personal property. Wo main- 
j tain a police force not to prevent dishon- 
est men from stealing a house or barn, 
I hut to prevent the loss of our jewelry, 
silver, money uud persounl effects. 
The owners of public property should 
pay a proportion of the taxes and 
the idea of abrogating the tax is a fallacy 
aud a fraud. Taxes should he levied on 
the first of January of each year, each 
man should he taxed honestly and fairly, 
i aud every man in the community should 
he willing to pay his honest share towuid 
maintaining the public expeuses. 

* Mr. .Smith of Wellesley disagreed with 


tho views of Mr. Plummer. Ho believed 
that taxes should ho levied on land alone. 
It would not injure tho poor man hut it 
would tako away taxes from tho product 
of labor. The valuo of land belonged to 
the peonlo hut what man produces be- 
longs to himself alone. 

Mr. Houghton said that it was true, 
that men perjured themselves in giving 
the amount of their personal property. 
It is not tho effect of Inw, however, that 
leads to this, but rathor the effect of 
soltishnoss in men’s hoarts. Wo should 
mako tho law bear heavily on such offen- 
ces aud sco to it that it is rigidly 
enforced. Dr. Howells, when left a 
legacy from a friend, called upon tho 
assessois in his town and acquainted 
them of tho fact because he felt that he 
should pay a tax upon the money. He 
was not only a good writer but also an 
honest man. The difficulty in regard to 
this porsotml proporty question is ohietly 
owing to a poor state of morals and neg- 
ligence perhaps in enforcing tho law. 

Mr. K. W. Kimball quoted Hugh 
McCullough who says that the state 
should aim to tax what it can most 
easily see and collect. If real estate was 
alono taxed, said tho speaker, it would 
mako quite a difference to tho man in 
moderate circumstances who wished to 
build a home, for tho tax rate would be 
necessarily increased. The burden would 
thus come upon the poor man ami I be- 
hove that it is just that wealth should 
boar ita share. 

Mr. N. T. Allen thought it was a ques- 
tion of education. People aro learning 
moro and aro gotting better kioas relative 
to the subject. Woll disposed rich men 
find no fault with the present system of 
taxation. Ho behoved that wealth should 
pay something towards the expeuses of 
government. Thu poor man, said the 
speaker, feels better when he has con- 
tributed even his mite as represented by 
the payment of his poll tax. 

Mr. Levi F. Warren said that no true 
citizen should feel absolved irom bearing 
his portion of tho burden of taxation. 
Ho believed that our efforts should bo 
directed in creating a moro healthy moral 
tone aud in trying to induce tho tax 
dodgers to do tho manly thing ami pay 
their honest share. 

Mr. James T. Allen and the principal 
speakers continued tho discunsion. 


Tho Haverhill School Case. 

Tho Haverhill School Case furnishes an 
interesting test of tho statutes regulating 
the oversight of schools by committees 
of tho town or city, and exposes a weak- 
ness which was not supposed to exist. 
The effort was made to prosecute parents 
for sending their children to French St. 
Joseph’s parochial school, which was 
not approved by tho school committeo as 
furnishing teaching "in the English lau- 
‘tiuage” and "equaling in thoroughness 
‘and efficiency the teaching in the public 
‘schools in tho samo locality.” After a 
long hearing before Judge Carter, of the 
municipal court, a man of excellent 
legal standing, the defendants were dis- 
charged uuder that clause in the statute 
which exempts the parents of childien 
who have been "otherwise furnished for 
a like period of time with other means of 
education.” In order that the bearing 
of the decision may be appreciated, we 
quote the sections involved, with the de- 
termining point in italics. Chapter 47 
of the Public Statutes provides as 
follows: — 

Sectiau 1. Eyery person having in his 
control a child between tho ages of 8 and 
14 years shall annually cause such child 
to attend for at least 20 weeks some pub- 
lic day school in the city or town in 
which lie resides, which time shall be 
divided, as far as the arrangements of 
school terms will allow, into two terms 
each of 10 consecutive weeks; and for 
every ueglect of such duty tho poison 
offending shall forfeit to tho use of tho 
public school of such city or town a sum 
not exceeding $20; but if the person so 
neglecting was not able, by reason of 
poverty, to scud such child to school, or 
if such child has attended for a like 
period of time a private day school ap- 
proved by the school committee of suc h 
city or town, or is regulaily attending a 
public or private day school known as a 
half-time school, also approved by them, 
or if such child has been other wise furnished 
for a like period of time with the means oj 
education , or has already acquired the 
branches taught iu the public schools, or 
if his physical or mental condition is 
such ns to render such attendance inex- 
pedient or impracticable, such penalty 
shall not be incurred. 

Section 2. For the purpose of the pre- 
ceding section, school committees shall 
approve a private school only when the 
teaching there is in the English language, 
and when they are satisfied that such 
teaching equals in thoroughness and ef- 
ficiency the teaching in the public schools 
in the same locality, and i h it equal pro- 
gress is made by the pupils there in tho 
studies required hv law with that made 
(luting the same timo iu the public 
schools; that tiiey shall not refuse to ap- 
prove a private school on account of tho 
religious teaching therein. 

Lending lawyers in Boston regard the 
decision of Judge Carter as sound, and 
it practically nullifies the whole intent 
of the act designed to require the at- 
tendance of children of school age either 
upon a public school or some approved 
private school, where tho instruction 
shall ho conducted in tho English lan- 
guage. It seems that the otliei parochial 
schools in Haverhill aie officially visited 
by the superintendent of schools and ap- 
proved by the school board. The poiut 
at which the law needs tinkering is 
plaiu enough. 


A Curious Phase in the Prohibitory 
Movement. 

In another .State where a proposed 
amendment to the Constitution restrain- 
ing the manufacture aud sale of intoxi- 
cants is about to he submitted to the 
people, u meeting of liquor dealers was 
recently held at which a very curious 
phase of the movement was brought to 
light. 

It was gravely arguoil that one reason 
for tho growing sentiment there in favor 
of prohibitory legislation was tho fact 
that so many liquor-sellers violated the 
existing liquor laws, and it was finally 
agreed that the best way to stave off pro- 
hibition was to obey tho laws requiring 
sale by license, closing on .Sunday, and 
abstaining from sales to minors and 
drunkards. In plain words the liquor 
men were frightened, and they conclud- 
ed that their only hope of appeasing the 
rising indignation against their traffic 
was to submit to the wholesome restric- 
tions which they bad so generally disre- 
garded . 

There is no doubt that other Uquor 
dealers in other places have come to tho 
samo conclusion. They see that they 
themselves aro responsible for much of 


this determination to got rid of a traffic 
which has hitherto defied the laws upon 
tho statute books. Why should not li- 
quor sellers oboy laws as well ns othor 
men? 

And wlint ground of complaint hnvo 
they if after long experience of their 
lawlessness there should bo on evory 
Btdo a movement to sweep tho traffic 
away altogether? 

Many will vote for prohibition who 
would prefer high license hut who havo 
loRt all confidence in tho law-abiding 
character of those who engngo in this 
traffic. If prohibition prevails, one ele- 
ment in tho movement against liquor will 
certainly ho that which tho meeting bo- 
fore roferrod to so clearly recognized.

THE SECRET AH Y KXPLA1NH THE REASON 
FOR THE ORGANIZATION. 


Since tho formation of the Newton 
Tariff Reform Club on the 24th of Janu- 
ary there havo been many inquiries and 
some criticisms in regard to tho purpose 
of the club, the motive of its members, 
and the reason for present organization. 
Partly to answer honest inquiries, partly 
to roply to a somewhat amusing letter in 
tho Journal of Feruary 1, but chiefly to 
give to the public that knowledge of our 
plans and purposes which it is their 
right to have, I submit this statement to 
which all or nearly all of our members 
would gladly subscribe. 

The first question naturally is, “What 
is the purpose of the club? This oannot 
bo betior expressed than by the socond 
article of tho constitution. 

Tho object of tho Club shall bo to so- 
curo a reform of the present tariff ; espe- 
cially a reduction of the duties upon raw 
materials, and upon the necessaries of 
life. 

That is our definition of Tariff Re- 
form, and wo most certainly agroe with 
the Journal correspondent that Tariff 
Reform, as wo think of it, is not in any 
senso applicable to tho Senate bill. As 
well might the abolitionists have accept- 
ed tho Fugitive Slave Law. We boliovo 
that the manufacturing interests of our 
country would be materially helped by a 
reduction of tho duties upon wool, flax, 
iron ore, coul, lumber, and some other 
articles; and we further contend that 
snch reduction would just as surely, 
though perhaps not so quickly, bring 
greater prosperity to tho industries pro- 
ducing tho raw materials mentioned. In 
addition to this it seems to us that a 
substantial reduction cap be made in the 
duties upon manufactures of iron and 
steel, wool, cotton, and various other ar- 
ticles of* daily use, without in any de- 
gree injuring our own manufacturers, 
and with the |suro result of cheapening 
tho cost ut living to millions of our peo- 
ple. This is not tho time for an argu- 
ment; it is simply a statement. We do 
not call it Free Trade because it is not 
free trade. But suppose some measure 
embodying these changes should becomo 
law; suppose that under the influence of 
that law agriculture, manufacturing, 
mining, and commerce should prosper as 
they never havo prospered before; sup- 

E ose that tho people should then decide 
y a largo majority to make still further 

reductions: there, there, there is 

the rub; that’s tho Free Trade Tartar 
that appears when you scratch the Tariff 
Reform Russian. But is it not plain 
that if the tariff reformers by dint of fal- 
lacious argument persuade the people to 
accept some “emasculating” Mills bill 
and that bill produces harm, that the 
evil will at once cure itself? The return 
to the present policy would be sure and 
prompt! In 1845 Sir Koboit Peel in pre- 
senting to the Cabinet a proposition for 
a temporary suspension of the Corn 
Laws, at the same time expressed a doubt 
as to whether if once suspended, those 
restrictions upon the food supply of tho 
nation could ever be restored. Have the 
high protectionists this samo doubt?, 
Such being our position we invito all 
who sympathize with us to join tho club. 
According to Article Two of the Consti- 
tution, any resident of Newton in sym- 
pathy with the object of tho club, 
may becomo a member upon payment of 
one dollar. 

Unless I much misapprehend the foul- 
ing of the executive committee and the 
members of the club, the spirit of the 
invitation above is broader than its let- 
ter. Every citizen of Newton interested 
in an honest, manly, and thorough discus- 
sion of tho merits and faults of the pres- 
ent tariff, and who is ready to contribute 
money, timo, and influence towards bet- 
tering it, is welcome among us. There 
aro Free Traders in the club (i. c. 1 
think there are), and there are Protec- 
tionists; there are manufacturers and la- 
borers; tliore are Republicans and Demo- 
crats; there are “many men of many 
minds;” but upou one subject they 
agree, viz; That the tariff ought to be re- 
formed and that the present is a good 
timo to press the subject. 

Our object is clear, the conditions of 
membership aro plain; wo do not 
think that tho name of the club sa- 
vors in any way of dishonesty. It 
remains only to give reasons why 
why we havo chosen this time for our 
work. Perhaps, as our critic rather 
quaintly says, it would bo more “deco- 
rous” to study the subject first and find 
out what views are right. But amidst 
the somewhat conflicting testimony of 
tho past and of the present we have 
found it diflicult to determine the abso- 
lute riuhl' It seemed wiser to “dissem- 
inate our views” than to wait fdr a reve- 
lation. But it is objected that the na- 
tion decided the matter last Fall 

yes, but making all duo allowance for 
corruption and violence, North and 
South, Democratic and Republican, the 
majority was rather small, and may not 
havo represented fairly tho sentiment of 
tho country on tho issue of Tariff Re- 
form. But admitting that wo have been 
dofeated, shall wo therefore accept it as 
linal? Hardly a fair question to put to 
men who voted in 185(1 for John C. Fre- 
mont and saw James Buchanan elected! 
Bo tho majority large or small, last year 
or next year, or for any time to come, so 
long as earnest men believe their views 
right, so long will they continue to urge 
their acceptance. 

During the excitemont of a political 
campaign, reason is too often clouded by 
party considerations. It is hoped that 
many, it is known that some, who were 
unwilling to discuss tho matter fairly 
last October, are ready and glad to join 
with us now. Tho country may bo tired 
of “tariff tinkering;” it did got very 
tired of “slavery tinkering;” but the agi- 
tation went on till the tinkorors won. 
We hope to win, and to that end shall do 
all we can to keep tho subject before tho 
people. If the supporters of tho princi- 
ples represented by tho Senate bill are in 
tho right, they too will welcome a full

discussion; and in 181H) and 1892 tho vot- 
ers will bo bettor qualified to act intelli- 
gently.

But it is so far superior 
to tlie substitute offered for it by tho Fi- 
nance Committee of the Senate, that 1 
am very sure tho Tariff Reform Club will 
will gladly make an opportunity for tho 
author of tho letter in tho Journal or for 
any other gentlemen to debate tho sub- 
ject publicly in Newton at any time.

Chance to help the Indians. Yes. a 
real chance for any one to do a little to- 
wards making tho government more just 
and generous towards tho Indians. 
How? Why? 

Havo you read Helen Hunt’s “A Cen- 
tury of Dishonor,” or “Ramona?” Havo 
you road .1. B. Harrison’s “.Studies on 
Indian Reservations” in 1880? 

But even if you havo not, you must 
know that tho Indians havo been robbed, 
cheated, and outraged by tho govern- 
ment and its officials for more than ono 
hundred years. And “wo, the people’ 
aro to blame. A fow disinterested and 
benevolent men, indignant at tho wrong, 
and ashamed for themselves and their 
government, formed an Indian Highis As- 
sociation, and for some years have worked 
patiently, courageously, and effectively. 
There now comes from them an appeal 
to which every one can respond. 

Tho treatment of tho Indians is deter- 
mined very largely by the commissioner 
of Indian affairs. Ho may be incompe- 
tent, or unlit, or indifferont, and lias fre- 
quently been all throe. But last fall tho 
President nominated and the senate con- 
firmed for this office, Mr. Oberly, for- 
merly ono of tho civil service commis- 
sioners. The friends of tho Indians have 
been more than pleased at his manage- 
ment. His plans for the future, too.givo 
promise of a wiser and nobler treatment 
of our savage wards. Competent for the 
position, interested in the work, deter- 
mined to act always for the honor of the 
government and tho welfare of t ho Indi- 
ans, Mr. Oberly should retain bis position. 
But Mr. Oberly is a Democrat, and doubt- 
less hundreds of claimants arc pressing 
for tho position, all or nearly all of them 
utterly unfit for tho oflico. We fail to 
see why a Democrat cannot be a good 
Commissioner. Even tho appointment of 
a worthy successor would be a great 
harm. Owing his own appointment to 
party success, he would find it impossi- 
ble not to apply the same rule to the ap- 
pointment of his subordinates. 

If you aio really desirous of promoting 
the welfare of the Indians you can now 
serve them. Write to Mr. Harrison 
urging upon him tho wisdom and justice 
of retaining Mr. Oberly. Letters to 
.Senators Dawes and Hoar, and to Repre- 
sentative Burnett asking them to use 
their influence will help tho good cause. 
Of one tiling, do not doubt; the appeal 
will bo beard and if tho present object is 
not attained at least something lias been 
done to strengthen tho sentiment for 
justice to tlie wronged. 

A petition to Mr. Harrison, asking him 
to give this matter his careful considera- 
tion may be found at the Graphic office 
on Saturday, Feb. 1(1, and Monday, Feb. 
18, from 8 a. m. to 5. p. m. After you 
have sent your letter to Indianapolis or 
Washington, come to the Graphic office 
and add your name to tlie list. 

Tlie follow ing circular lias been issued 
by Herbert Walsh, secretary of the Indian 
Rights Association: 

I ask your help in what seems to me is 
the most important objective point toward 
which tlie Association should direct its 
efforts, namely: the retention of Mr. 
Oberly as Indian Commissioner, under 
the incoming Administration. Mr. Oberly 
in his brief term ot service has done ad 
mirablo work. He is honest, efficient, 
and thoroughly imbued with the reform 
idea. Every suggestion for the improve- 
ment of tbs Indians that this Association 
lias submitted to him lias received tlie 
fullest aud fairest consideration, and in 
almost every case ho lias acted favorably 
in the matter. Mr. Oberly’s retention 
will not only keep a faithful and efficient 
officer in the service, but will mark an 
abandonment in it of tho old spoils 
theory and an adoption of tlie new and 
long hoped-for merit system. Mr. Oberly 
has at present formulated, as is shown 
in his annual report, a plan for the ex- 
tension of Civil Service Rules to tlie 
Indian Service, aud in his whole manage- 
ment of that service 1 confidently believe 
thut lie will act in accordance with Civil 
Service reform principles. 

Senator Cullom, of Illinois, with whom 
I conferred recently upon this matter, 
told me that he bad known Mr. Oberly 
for many years, that he was an lamest 
and capablo man, aud would make a 
good officer. When 1 asked whether he 
would say a word to President Harrison 
in favor of Mr. Oberly’s retention under 
tlie new administration, lie replied that 
he would have no hesitation in so doing, 
unless General Harrison had decided 
upon a different policy, in which case lie 
did not onto to take any active step in 
tlie matter. 

Tli is is, in my judgment, a golden mo- 
ment in which friends of tlie Indians, 
irrespective of party, should unite their 
efforts in favor of Mr. Oborly’s retention, 
and h v so doing seek to secure tlie de- 
struction of partisan rule in Indian 
affairs, and tho adoption of tlie only 
basis upon which success in the great 
work of civilizing tlie Indians can over 
bo achieved. iSucli an opportunity for 
effecting an important result is not likely 
soon to occur again; for should Mr. 
Oberly be dismissed in accordance with 
partisan precedent, oven though General 
Harrison appoint an equally worthy man 
in his place, the old system of change 
and retaliation is likely to recur with 
each succeeding change in party admin- 
istration. 

Will you not yourself write to tho 
President-elect, or to your representa- 
tives in tlie Semite aud House, and in- 
duce influential Republican friends to do 
the same, advocating this course? In 
this way a sentiment in favor of justice 
and sound policy may bo aroused, which 
will equal in power the elatnor of spoils- 
men. Anything that you can do toward 
securing favorable comment from tlie 
Republican press in regard to this matter 
will be of great service. Actiou, to bo 
effective, must bo prompt.

Robert S. Shaw, at 
one time regarded as ut tlie head of 
mercantile affairs in Boston, paid $1,215.20 
at that time lie occupied one of tlie elegant 
stone front buildings facing Bowdoin 
square. John I’. Thorndike, a wealthy 
merchant on Central wharf, and who built 
tiie lire proof dwelling house, corner Bea- 
con and Joy streets, now Hotel Tudor, paid 
$1,134.84. Edward Tuckermnn, at one time 
the leading hardware dealer and importer 
of Boston, who lived on Beacon street, paid 
$1,404.34. John Wells, at one time a noted 
banker who occupied an elegant residence 
on Summer street, paid $1,805.25. John I). 
Williams, the great wine merchant whose 
home and grounds on Washington street 
were where tlie Cathedral now stands, paid 
$2,208.10. Thomas L. Winthrop.at one time 
Lieutenant Governor of the state 
and father of Robert C., paid $1,403.14. 
Ebenezer T. Andrews, a noted book seller 
and publisher sixty years ago, who lived on 
Winter street and had a summer residence 
in Dorchester, paid $1,110.18. Samuel Ap- 
pleton, who was largly connected with 
mamifaetiires, paid $1,280.28. William Ap- 
pleton, China merchant, paid $1,223.04.

Byrant & Sturgis, 
the celebrated north west coast traders ami 
China merchants paid $1,347.50. Henry

mansion, corner Somerset street and Bea- 
con street, now a part of the Congregation- 
al Home, paid $1,571.92. Samuel Ham- 
mond, a successful merchants, and who 
owned large property in Merchants Row, 
Union and Avon streets, paid 81,079.98. A. 
& A. Lawrence A' Co., (at this time tlie late 
lion. ,1. Wiley Edmunds was a partner, > 
was then tlie leading* dry goods commis- 
sion firm in Boston, paid $1,817.00. 

The above names were all the names of 
individuals who fifty years ago paid a tax of 
over $ 1 , 000 . 00 . The amounts seem insignifi- 
cant as compared with those paid in Ihhs. 
The citv of Newton is far abend of what 
Boston was then, the total tax levy for Bos- 
ton and Suffolk county being only $480,(KK), 
and the rate per thousand only $9.80. 

There is another singular fact in this 
connection; no individual name in the list 
of 18.38 appears in the list of 1S8K and tlie 
names of the heaviest tax payers in Boston 
to-day were not known to business or fame 
in 18:18. One other fact, tlie Boston & 
Worcester railroad company, tlie only rail- 
road corporation taxed in Boston in 1K3S, 
paid a tax of $1,033.90; in isss the Boston 
& Albany railroad corporation represent- 
ing the corporation of 18:18, pays a tax lew 
of $ 102 , 000 , or nearly one quarter of the 
total tax levy of Boston jn 18:w. Waiian

REMOVE THE ALMSHOUSE 


The petition presented to the city 
council by the residents and property 
owners o. Waban deserves immediate 
and serious attention. A good deal of 
money has recently been invested in that 
locality, several handsome residences have 
been built, and if the almshouse is re- 
moved, the property owners are confi- 
dent that the district will be immediate- 
ly built upon, aud a very desirable class 
of residents will be att* acted there. 

The city ought to pursue a liberal and 
wide-awake policy, and favor everything 
that will tend to the growth aud pros- 
perity of Newton, especially when as in 
this case no outlay of money is required. 
The question of removing the almshouse 
to some more secluded site is not a new 
one; it has been investigated by several 
committees of the city government, who 
acknowledged the advisability of a 
change, and have looked over various lo- 
cations, which were healthy aud well- 
adapted for a city farm, but where the 
land was not valued at one quarter of 
that of the preseut farm. 

In its present location there is no 
question but that the almshouse is more 
or less of an injury to the development 
of Waban. Many people have a preju- 
dice, it may bo an unreasonable one, 
against buying property iu the viciuity 
of au almshouse, and this may as well bo 
recognized by the city authorities. By 
selling only a very small portion of the 
farm, enough money could be raised to 
pay for a farm in another locality and 
pay all the expenses of removal. The 
land that would reraaiu would rapidly 
appreciate iu value and it might be 
worth while for the city to retain it for a 
few years. 

Anyone who will take the trouble to 
visit the locality will be surprised at the 
improvements made there witluu a year, 
and there is every prospect that Waban 
would show a remarkable growth eveu 
within a year, if the city encourages the 
property owners. As every one con- 
cedes the wisdom of removing the alms- 
house, the work might as well be done 
at ouce, as to wait another four or five 
years, and thus perhaps prevent the ad- 
dition of a large sum to the valuation of 
the city.' The land there is* now held by 
wide-awake men, who are ready to make 
the village one of the most attractive 
ones iu the city, and they should be en- 
couraged to go ahead. If they should 
become discouraged the laud might fall 
into less enterprising hands and all im- 
provefueuts blocked for a score or more 
years. The two committees, to w 10 m 
t ie p-*tiiiou l.a> been refer. ed, should ei - 
deavor to make a report as early as pos- 
s ble, so that, it cau be acted upon iu the 
ear y spring or summer ac the faith crest. 


The Boston Journal is making a praise- 
worthy crusade against the use of money 
in our State elections, and it will have 
the sympathy of all who believe iu puri- 
ty of elections. Fortunately we have 
not reached the condition of many other 
States, when the otlii es are auctioned off 
to the highest bidder, and so far the 
money used has iu most cases failed to 
secure its purpose. Some people think 
that the Journal’s articles are directed 
against Governor Ames, but as iu the 
last campaign he was the favorite of the 
people and was opposed by the politi- 
cians, and money in goodly sums is said 
to have been used to defeat him, the 
Journal cau not of course refer to the 
Governor. But the money campaign for 
the nomination came so near being a suc- 
cess the lust time, that it will be well to 
put a stop to such proceedings, aud to 
make the use of uiuiiuy so odious that it 
will always defeat a candidate. As far us 
our United States seuators are concerned, 
they are neither of them rich men, ami 
money had nothing to do with their 
election, as it lias with Senators from 
many other States, both in the West ami 
right here iu New England. There is uo 
reason why rich men should not aspiie 
to office, but it ishould be because of 
some other reason than that they are 
rich enough to pay for the honor. Those 
w ho know everything say that the Jour- 
nal’s course is the first move iu favor of 
Lieutenant-Governor Brackett, who has 
made an admirable official, and would 
make an admirable governor. 


THE secretary of the Newton Tariff 
Reform Club explains its purposes iu an- 
other column and invites those interest 
ed to jolu. People are by uo means 
separated on this question by political 
liueti, but they cau be roughly divided in- 
to four classes: extreme protectionists, 


moderate protectionists, tariff reformer* 
and free trader*. During the last cam- 
paign it was popular to recognize only 
the first and la*t of these four classes, 
and to style every ono who did not be- 
liove in prohibitory duties a fron trader, 
probably on tho principle of facile dvteen- 
HHs Avcrni. Such a misuse of words is 
only tolerable in a campaign, however, 
ami it. Is probable that any hills that can 
pass the noxt Congress will have to lie 
midway between tho two extremes, as 
that is tho sontimunt hold by tho great 
majority of tho voters of both parties, 
who are not financially directly interest- 
ed in tho tariff. 


The friends of the Indians are making 
a praiseworthy effort to secure the re- 
tention in office of Commissioner Oberly, 
who has shown evidence of an enlight- 
ened and civilized spirit in dealing with 
tho Indians. It is not so oasy to get 
oven a respectably good Indian Commis- 
sioner, as our past history abundantly 
shows. Unfortunately Mr. Oberly is a 
democrat, which appears to bo tho only 
thing against him, and a vigorous cam- 
paign is being mado to secure his reten- 
tion. A correspondent in another «ol- 
umn urges all who aie interested iu re- 
deeming our Indian policy from the 
scandals that have long disgraced it, to 
write to President elect Harrison, to Sen- 
ator Hoar and Senator Dawes, and to 
Congressman Burnett, to urge Mr. Ober- 
ly's roappointment, and also to sign a 
petition which will be at the Graphic 
office on Saturday and Monday, for sig- 
natures. It is worth while to make an 
effort for better things. 


Senaior Hoar has taken a decided 
stand in favor of civil service reform tho 
past week, and Congressman Lodgo 
lias mado a strong speech against the 
“improper use of money at elections,” 
saying that one party has sinned in this 
respect just as much as the other. Mas- 
sachusetts representatives will regain 
their former high prestige, if tho worthy 
example thus set is followed by the oth- 
er members from this State. To con- 
demn election and political abuses iu the 
South is one thing, but to come out bold- 
ly agaiust those committed at home is 
another, and both Senator Hoar and Mr. 
Lodge have had abuudaut opportunity to 
bocome informed of the evils against 
which they protest. 


Waltham does not seem to be espec- 
ially happy under its one board system, 
as they are now trying to secure a 
change in the city charter, to allow the 
election of aldermen at large, in order to 
put a check ou an undue consideration 
by the ward-elected members of their 
constituency. The Waltham Tribune 
says that “the anti-friction board is 
altogether too frictionless/’ and that 
seems to cover the whole objection to 
the one board system. 


The Boston Herald again proved its 
title to being the leading paper of Bos- 
ton by its raaguiticent twenty-four page 
ediliou of last Sunday. It was crowded 
full of special articles, many of them 
illustrated, besides the usual full assort- 
ment of news from all parts of the 
world. As Mr. Haskell says, it is impos- 
sible for a man to read any of the large 
daily papers through iu tlieso days, but 
every oue can find something of special 
interest to himself in such a paper as 
the Herald. 


Mr. E. B. Haskell read a very instruct- 
ive paper before tho Massachusetts 
State Press Association, Tuesday, on 
“The Modern Newspaper.” It was full 
of valuable suggestions and gave some 
idea of the liberal policy under which 
the Boston Herald has achieved its 
almost phenomena, success. Tho State 
Association has not held so inteiesting 
au annual meeting in years as the one at 
the Veudome this week. 


Secretary Dickinson recommends 
au amemlmeut of the school law by the 
insertion, after the clause about furnish 
ing the menus of education, of the words 
“as determined by the school commit- 
tee.” That would seem to do away with 
tho present defect of the law, and give 
the school committee some control oyer 
private schools. 


Our phenomenal winter weather lias 
onded and we now seem likoly to have 
tho proverbial six weeks sleighing in 
March. All fears of an ice famine 
have vanished, aud* the ice bouses are 
rapidly being filled with a fine quality of 
ice of the average thickness.

THE PROHIBITORY AMENDMENT. 

I have rend with a grunt degree of Inter- 
est what the Boston Herald of Tuesday 
chnrncterlzes as “Senator Hoar’s Repri- 
mand.” 1 give the capitals. 

Well ; I have known George Frlsbie Ilonr, 
boy and man, for nearly fifty years. I 
I knew Ebenezer Roekwood before Friable 
had got Into words of two syllables, and I 
knew Sam Hoar of Concord before the 
brothers knew what his reputation was as 
the leader of the Middlesex bar; in the old 
days when Concord Jail and Concord Court 
House and Bigelow's tavern and the little 
building with the sign over the one door, 
“Samuel Hoar’s Office” was In existence; 
and when old Dr. Bartlett was tho physi- 
cian and old Parson Ripley almost went to 
sleop over bis sermons, and when Paul 
and Abel Brown were In existence 
and Deacon White kept the store facing 
the square and Col. Shattuck was his best 
man ; when Bill Whiting and John Moore 
went to the academy and before Raliih Wal- 
do Emerson took possession of the ‘Manse’ 
nearly opposite the old road to Bedford. 

But this Is the first time that George Frls- 
bie anti I have agreed. I refer to my letter 
of last week and then ask you to give whnt 
“Mr. Hoar snys”: 

“The two-thirds vote, the delay for two 
successive years, the publication, the yeas 
and nays, all which must precede the duty 
or the right of the General Court to sub- 
mit tills proposition to the people, indicate 
a constitutional purpose which every mem- 
ber is bound by Ills oath to respect ami 
obey, and of whieh a submission to the peo- 

I de without regard to the member’s own 
udgnient is a clear ami gross violation.” 

Nothing could l>e more clear. Probably 
if the vote on the amendment had been 
taken some time before the election of U. 
S. Senator for the six years succeeding 
March 4th next, Senator Hoar w’ould have 
held his peace. Senator Hoar is now out 
of the race. He Is good for the next six 
years, and yet he has a lingering regard for 
the party which he feels must be wiped out 
of existence before the termination of his 
next Senatorial term. Senator Hoar can 
now speak with freedom, and he does say 
in the most emphatic terms that the Repub- 
lican members of the legislature voted 
against their consciences and their judg- 
ment, and thus violated their oaths of of- 
fice. 

OUR PROVINCIAL NEIGHBORS. 

Fifty years ago last Monday the first act 
w'as perpetrated which led up to the fa- 
mous Aroostook war and culminating in the 
Webster-Ashburton treaty upon the north- 
eastern boundary question. Probably there 
is not one in a thousand who remembers 
this imbroglio, or the seizure of the Caro- 
line which led to that patched up and one- 
sided treaty known ns the Ashburton 
treaty ami whieh has kept alive all the sub- 
sequent troubles between the United States 
and the Provinces. I call it u patched-up 
treaty— it was because there was neither 
heart nor interest on either side. Had the 
statesmen of that day foreseen what was 
to follow, their diplomacy would not have 
smacked so much of the wine cup. 

The difficulty, however, went farther 
back tluuUhis, when the treaty of Ghent 
was under consideration the representative 
of the United States should have insisted 
upon the surrendering of all the territory 
on the North American continent to the 
United States, and there is no doubt that 
England would have gladly yielded the 
point then, for the remaining Provinces 
here were a large tax on the parent govern- 
ment. 

I am by no means a friend of James G. 
Blaine beyond paying him (lie respect that 
should be paid to every able man. Still I 
am Dluiue up to the handle when our for- 
eign policy is at issue, and I believe him to 
be right. This hesitating policy on the 
part of our government ; this undue defer- 
ence to foreign powers who don’t care a 
straw for us, is fatal. The people of the 
Provinces want to be united to the Federal 
Government but they do not want to take 
the initiative, aud England would no doubt 
like to he relieved of an Incumbrance 
whieh promises, betore many yetus, to en- 
tangle the home government iu financial 
responsibilities which it w ill he ill-uldcto 
to liquidate, and therefore 1 hope the for- 
eign policy of this country will be confided 
to James G. Blaine. You may call him un- 
scrupulous and ambitious, but the interests 
of the country will never suffer at his 
hands. 

ELECTION DAY ORDERS. 

Not one man in u thousand knew that 
Tuesday, February 12, was assigned by the 
Mayor of Boston to hold a special election 
for a member of the common council. The 
scenes all along the principal thorough- 
fares where burs and saloons arc licensed 
was ludicrous in the extreme. One after 
another of the extreme thirsty applied at an 
early hour. “Closed” was what met their 
eye. But at 11 o’clock when the brokers, 
the bankers, the merchants and the men of 
leisure approached their favorite resort to 
get u “nip” aud found them closed, the 
curses were emphatic. It does seem as 
though a law might be passed which will 
exempt the closing of saloons on such oc- 
casions as a mere petty local election. 

A wag in Boston who had been deprived 
of his li o’clock ulp on Tuesday remarked* 
“1 don’t suppose that there were u 1 u i- 
dred people in Boston who oared a n nt - 
nental about the death of the late lamented 
Charles J Brooks, member of the couiieil 
from Ward iu; but this I do know, that the 
whole city went into mourning on February 
12th, for the result whieh followed his lam- 
entable uml untimely death.” 

IN THE DOLDUUMK. 

If the Washington despu’.uli to the Boston 
Herald, published Tuesday, Is to be relied 
upon, Hie policy of the Administr&tio i ; ftcr 
March 4 will be to rctuiu in office all prin- 
cipal men who have not pn veil themselves 
“offensive partisans,” till the term of tlieir 
office bus expired. This is iu strict accord- 
ance with the platform adopted at the 
Chicago convention and applies particularly 
to the lutitmlc of Massachusetts. Levcrctt 
Bultonstull will therefore retain his office 
as collector of the port up to next December, 
he relieving Col. Roland Worthington, ap- 
pointed by President Arthur. The same 
rule, 1 am told, will apply all round the 
circle. 

If this proves to be the fact, there must 
be au awful wuiling in the camp of ex- 
pectant appointees and they are, as 1 head 
this article, iu the doldrums. Beard is 


patte, no doubt, Charles Noyes Is p< and, 
no doubt, so is General John L. Swift. I 
never expected there was a chance for 
Beard after his defeat in the election for 
Congress. As to Charles J. Noyes and 
General John L. Swift, I have heard vari- 
ous expressions of opinion. The most em- 
phatic have been those which characterize 
Noyes ns having betrayed bis party for per- 
sonal aggrandizement ami Swift as being 
open to tiie highest bid. When the national 
committee employed Swift and Noyes to 
stump the western states they paid both 
liberally nad here they considered their In- 
debtedness ended. The bills have been 
receipted in full and neither now have any 
claim upon the party. I* have no fear of 
the future for Beard because he can turn 
his hand to anything; nor do I fear for 
Noyes, because he has l^is profession to fall 
hack upon; hut for poor Swift who had so 
fondly hugged that sinecure $.4000 berth in 
tho Custom House “only to sign your name 
you know,”l have grave doubts. As an edi- 
torial paragraphist, since he was turned 
out of office, he has proved a decided fuilurc 
and if the prohibitory amendment does be- 
come a law by the vote of the people his 
occupation is entirely gone. 

LEGISLATIVE NOTES. 

The Beverly Farms case is still in the 
hands of the committee. A noticeable 
feature this year is the absence of lending 
counsel on the part of tho petitioners. 
Fred Williams is conducting the case alone 
and is relying upon tho good sense of the 
committee and the legislature and the jus- 
tice of his cause. This Is as it should he. 
For two years the Green Room was crowded 
in order to hear distinguished counsel and 
It cost money. All that could be possibly 
said for or against was embodied in the 
hearings of these two years. The counsel 
exhausted everything and the printed re- 
ports are sufficient guidance for this year's 
committee. Ex-Governor Robinson appears 
again this year for old Beverly but he poses 
merely as a cross-examining lawyer.

Williams is wise 
and the Beverly Farms people are wise in 
not making another display. Proving tho 
negative they leave to their opponent. It 
is the general opinion throughout the two 
brunches that Beverly Farms “is to be.” 

The petition of the Boston & Albany rail- 
road corporation for permission to increase 
its capital stock has raised a rumpus in the 
lower branch as it was supposed it would. 
The Boston anil Albany and the old West- 
ern never did stand in good odor in the 
House. Why? No one can give a reasona- 
ble answer. It is a mighty corporation, 
really, the first child of the Commonwealth’s 
bounty. It is an arrogant corporation and 
its present directory is not calculated to 
harmonize the public interest or yield to 
any proper public demand. Still it controls 
the state to-day as it did under the supreme 
control of Chester W. Chapin. I am demo- 
crat enough to kick against this huge as- 
sumption of a money power. Still I am 
citizen enough to know that in its way the 
Boston & Albany railroad corporation is 
doing a good work for the state of Massa- 
chusetts aud the city of Boston and this 
matter of increasing their capital stock ten 
millions in order to own its property can 
have no particular Interest to the people at 
large and, in fact, it is none of the people’s 
business as long us their wants are supplied. 
The debate on the special assignment next 
Tuesday will draw out all the crude talent 
of the lower branch. Waban.

DEATH OF LOL. W. H. RUMERY. 


A OALLANT SOLDIER AND RESPECTED 
CITIZEN. 


Colonel William H. Rumery died at 
Gainesville, Fla., Tuesday morning. Ho 
resided in Newtonville, and went to Flor- 
ida about four woeks ago, having been 
in comparatively poor health, the result 
of an attack of pneumonia from which 
he bad recovered only a fow weeks be- 
foro leaving home. 

The deceased was born in Effing- 
ham, N. II., Nov. 15, 1825, and came to 
Boston in 1848, where ho learned his 
trade as a mason, working in the em- 
ploy of the late W. H. Bray, with whom 
he afterward became associated in busi- 
ness. After the deatli of Mr. Bray he 
continued the business, and became one 
of the most successful and well known 
builders of Boston. When the civil war 
broke out, he enlisted in tlie 1st Massa- 
chusetts cavalry, and went to the front, 
returning home some few months later 
in the capacity of a recruiting officer. 
About three months later ho again went 
to tlie front, enlisting as a private in the 
2d Massachusetts cavalry. He served 
under Gon. Sheridan iu the important 
engagements participated in by the ar- 
my of the Potomac, and distinguished 
himself by valiant services. He was 
rapidly promoted, and was appointed 
colonel of the 2d Massachusetts cavalry 
some little time before the close of the 
war. 

Upon returning from the fields of strife 
the deceased again resumed his former 
business relations, and continued business 
uutil about four years ago. During this 
latter period lie had built numerous 
buildings, including the Odd Fellows’ 
building, on the corner of Berkeley and 
Tremont streets, Boston, the extensive 
gas works at Commercial point, Mechan- 
ics’ building, Huntington avenue, and 
the Boston & Albany passenger depot on 
Kneeland street. He had been a resident 
of Bostou about 35 years, where he had 
been prominent in numerous organiza- 
tions. He was a82d degree Mason, a life 
member of Columbian lodge, F. & A. M., 
and a life member of the Charitable Me- 
chanics’ Association. He was also a 
member of Commonwealth lodge, I. O. 
O. F., Boston encampment, I. O. O. F., 
and was appointed colonel of the first 
regiment of Odd Follows organized un- 
der the uniform branch of the order. Ho 
had been a past grand of Commonwealth 
lodge and a past chief patriarch of Bos- 
ton ;encatnpment. He had also been 

E romiueut in the old fire department of 
oston and served as captain of the fire 
extinguisher No. 5, a famous old Boston 
hand tub. 

He came to Newtonville to reside about 
five years ago and joined the Methodist 
church. Personally, ho was a man of 
excellent character, a loving husband and 
fathea, and a charitable and respected 
citizen. lie was beloved by a very wide 
circle of people, and his loss will be sin- 
cerely mourned.

CONCERN I NO WOMEN. 



At tho recent meeting of tho Massa- 
chuactts woman Huffrnge association in 
Moston, this resolution moved by Dr. II. 
U. Blackwell was adopted:— 

Resolved, That whenever the union, 
now pending of the National woman 
suffrage associations goes into cfTect, 
thg Massachusetts woman suffrage asso- 
ciation, which is now auxiliary to the 
American, shall thereby become aux 
iliary to tho united society. 

The association have perfected plans 
for the presentation of a historical pa- 
geant to tako place May 0 in tho Hollis 
street theatre; 500 men and womon will 
take part in the various tableaux, which 
will represent famous scenes and inci- 
dents In the history of tho country. 
Mrs. Mary A. Livormoro will be the his- 
torian of this occnsion. 

At tlie annual meeting of the School 
Suffrage association held in Boston the 
same week witli tho Massachusetts wo- 
man’s suffrage association, Mrs. Ednah 
D. Cheney was re-elected president, Mrs. 
Judith Smith and Mrs. K. IT. Spaulding, 
vice-presidents, and Mrs. M. W. Nash, 
secretary. It was voted to ask tho vari- 
ous subordinate leagues to co-operate 
with tiiis for tho purpose of carrying out 
educational work as well as that directly 
of school suffrage. 

A AVomnn CemmiMlonrr. 

Some years ago, .Joseph B. Braman, a 
Boston lawyer, notary public and com- 
missioner for various States and territo- 
ries, appointed his wife clerk in his of- 
fice. It was done at her suggestion, iu 
order that he might have a clerk whom 
he could roly upon, and who would not 
desert him tor some other employment. 
Mrs. Braman mado herself mistress of 
tlie details of the office, and in 1882, on 
recommendation of Gov. Long, she was 
appointed commissioner iu Boston for 
Kansas, and subsequently for Connecti- 
cut and Illinois. Five years ago tlie 
family moved to New York, continuing 
business together, Mrs. Braman accumu- 
lating commissions until now she is the 
legally constituted commissioner of 33 
States and territories. There is a down- 
town office where Mr. Braman may he 
.found during the day and an uptown of- 
fice wliero Mrs. Braman inav ho found 
day or night. They have four children, 
tlie eldest a daughter 18 years old and 
tho youngest a boy of 13. Mrs. Braman 
has made application for appointment as 
commissioner of other stares and has 
reason to expect that she will soon repre- 
sent all chat authorize such officers. 

Women in Journnlixni. 

Tlie New York Journalist for January 
UGtli published a ‘’woman’s number.” 
Tlie editor, Allen Formau, says: “This 
issue of the Journalist is a monument to 
my two mistakes. First, in not devoting 
more space in previous issues to women- 
workers in journalism, and second, in 
supposing for an instant that 1 could do 
tlie subject anything like justice in a 
single nuinhor. I planned the issue to 
do justice to women and to instruct the 
men. In my own ease I have been suc- 
cessful.” 

Kindergarten Tnlk in Chicago. 

About 100 promiuent men and women 
of Chicago assembled in Mrs. E. \V. 
Blatchford’s parlors, a few days since, to 
discuss matters pertaining to education. 
Most of the time was given to the sub- 
ject of establishing freo kindergartens. 
The views expressed were in harmony ; 
as one speaker put it: “To rear up un- 
der refining influences the little ones, be 
they rich or poor, is a great work for the 
present ago to accomplish.” 

It is said that Mrs. Gen. Logan is busy- 
ing herself abroad in looking into a 
Hellenic which she thinks— if she finds it 
practicable — of carrying into execution 
when she returns to this country. In 
Germany there is a custom which sounds 
almost as if it wore a survival from the 
Middle Ages, when boys were sent to tho 
great families to bo trained as pages, and 
girls learued.to spin, sew, embroider, brew 
and bake under the supervision of the 
chatolaiue of a castle. This custom, in 
its modern form, is to send girls, after 
they have finished school, to live a year 
in the household of some noted house- 
wife, who teaches them all tho accom- 
plishments which it is held fitting a 
iiausinuttor should acquire. This is the 
system Mrs. Logan is making a study, 
aud her idea is to found just such a home 
iu this country where girls can tako a 
post-graduate course of a year, learning 
all these very important accomplish- 
ments, which would go far toward nega- 
tiving in many homes tho suggestion 
that marriage is a failure. She thinks, it 
is said, of founding tho home at Wash- 
ington or in Chicago, and has already 20 
youug women promised her to begin 
with. 

Geo. Wm. Curtis, in tho Easy-Chair of 
Harper’s Weekly says: “The admission 
of women to tho school suffrage ques- 
tions is really tho overthrow of the last 
barrier. If, as lately, woman may pro- 
perly and peacefully, without insult or 
abatement of her modest womanly digni- 
ty, and without tho least harm to her 
• sphere,” go to tho polls and drop a 
ballot for a member of tho school com- 
mittee in one box, it is only Harlequin 
who urges that she catiuot with tlio 
same propriety drop a ballot in the next 
box for mayor.” 

Tlio cause of woman suffrage has an 
excellent outlook. Niue States have peti- 
tions for municipal suffrage in circula- 
tion. Tho Ohio Legislature spent the 
whole day last Friday week iu discussing 
the bill. The Maine Legislature has 
granted the use of Representatives’ Hall 
for a hearing on the same subject, Fob.0. 
Here in Massachusetts, with tho votes 
of nineteen thousand women behind the 
petitions, and tho public sentiment 
created by these votes, the old Bay State 
has a chance to take a creditable historic 
step by securing municipal suffrage for 
women. 

The Queen of Japan tries to promote 
the interests of women. She is very 
charitable and is a patron of the Red 
Cross Sooiety and of tho Tokio Charity 
Hospital. She is especially interested in 
tlio education of Japanese women. A 
school foi the daughters of tho nobles is 
known as tho Empress’ School, and one 
of tlio pictures 011 its walls contains 
poetry written by her. She is a tine 
Chinese scholar, and many of her poems 
have been sot to music and used as 
uutioual songs. 

In 1832 the wife of a missionary opened 
a school for girls iu Athens, which until 
then had been an unheard of thing iu 
Greece. From a very humble beginning 
the attendance increased in a few years 
to an average of 700. This opportunity 
tor the education of girls was so well 
appreciated that by request of several 


leading Greek families a school for more 
advanced study was opened, the “Hill 
Institute,” whose name commemorate*- 
the founder of the first. The school is 
one of groat importance, having students 
Trom all parts of Greece, Crete. Egypt, 
Asia Minor and the Balkan region. To- 
day in Greece there are 270 piddle schools 
for girls, with over 20,000 pupils. 

In tho Woman’s Training College for 
Teachers, in Cambridge, England, re- 
cently, a school of scientific carpentry 
has been started. One afternoon in the 
week the young ladies are trained in the 
use of tools. There is no attempt to 
toacli a trade, only an effort to develop 
manual dexterity. 

Rev. Sophie Gibb has been pastor of 
the Universalist Church in Decatur, 111., 
for nearly six years. She preaches twice 
overy Sunday, is called the best preacher 
in tho city, and is highly esteemed. The 
church has never before experienced a 
period of so much success and usefulness. 

Miss Elizabeth Phi ops Train has trans- 
lated Ernest Daudot’s novei, “The 
Apostate, ’’brought out by the Appletous, 
as part of their “Town and Country 
Library.” 

Will the World be better when Women 
Rule it? 

Some of tho ardent advocates of wo- 
man suffrage and of placing muck of 
the control of affairs in the hands of 
women, claim that government and edu- 
cational matters have not been great suc- 
cesses hitherto because women have not 
been allowed to exercise the influence 
they are capablo of wielding, and that 
just so soon as women become dominant 
in the affairs of the world we may look 
for a bettor world. 

It is very pleasant to look forward to 
the good time coming, and no doubt 
many men would be very willing to 
reliqimh their share of control if there 
were any reasonable prospect of hasten- 
ing the good time by putting more power 
into the hands of womon. >s 

There is however a doubt in the minds 
of thoughtful persons of both sexes 
whether things can bo made better sim- 
ply by putting them out of the hands of 
one sex into the hands of another. They 
suggest that no good is ever done unless 
character and positive effort are on the 
right side, and that therefore the increase 
of voters is simply a numerical increase, 
and not of necessity tlie gain of recruits to 
ho relied upon for helping the cause of 
goodness. » ~ i

reasons for attaching them to the side of 
goodness it is still true that there are 
women and women. ; g 

Admitting tho fact that their highest 
interests are best secured by their alli- 
ance with anything that is elevating, we 
fail to see that they have all made such 
an alliance.

A Forgotten Element in Non-Success of 
Religion. 

An interesting discussion has taken 
place within the last month in the col- 
umns of a leading Philadelphia paper 
over the question, “Is the Christian Re 
ligion Losing its Hold of Modern Socie 
ty?” Tlie discussiou grew out of a dole- 
ful letter, written by an aged minister, 
in which he took the ground that society 
was becoming less and less Christian. 
The views of a great many leading min- 
isters and laymen have been given, and 
the larger number were decidedly hope- 
ful. Tlie discussion brought out from 
some a statement of what they deemed 
to be the influences which are antago- 
nistic to the success of Christianity. 

It is somewhat strange that among 
these harmful things which were speci- 
fied so little stress was laid upon the in- 
jury done tlie cause of religion by its 
professed friends. 

To say nothing of the inconsistent 
lives of some who call themselves Chris- 
tians, and the rancorous bigotry of oth 
ers, tbero is not enough generous toler 
ance of allowable differences. 

The impression created in the minds 
of some who look on from the outside is 
that there is a w arping and narrowing of 
the mind and a restraining of sympathy, 
and so they hold themselves aloof from 
the existing bodies. 

It might naturally be expected that 
people who profess to hold some great 
truths in common would lay greater 
stress upon the points in which they 
agree than upon those in which they 
differ. Unhappily this is not always the 
ease, and consequently there is at least 
the appearance of antagonism whero 
there should be tolerance. 

It would add greatly to the force of 
Christian intlence in any community if 
those who stand as the exponents of the 
Christian sys-tem were seen to he persons 
of generous sympathies towards all who 
in any way were on the sido of upright 
and honest living. X

THE DEADLY GRADE CROSSINGS. 

T1IK PLAN OF HF.PARAT1NO HTHF.F.TS AND 
RAILROADS IN NEWTON. 

The special commission on grade cross- 
ings have issued a tull report of their 
labors, and the following reference is 
made to Newton: 

There are 18 grade crossings in Newton 
on public streets, besides several private 
crossings on streets, that are much used. 
The main line of the Boston A Albany 
railroad crosses nine streets at grade in a 
distance of about three miles: the Brook- 
line branch crosses five streets in about 
a mile; the Newton Lower Falls branch 
«>ne at Newton Lower Falls, arid the 
Woonsocket division or the New York A 
New England railroad crosses three 
streets at grade in Newton Upper Falls. 

Those streets which cross the four 
main tracks of the Boston A Albany 
railroad in the thickly settled villages of 
Newton, Newtonville and West Newton, 
are the only ones which we have fully in- 
vestigated in that city. There are nine 
streets which cross at grade within a 
distance of about three miles, and three 
others which cross tin overhead bridges. 
There arp three stations — one at each of 
the villages above mentioned — a little 
less than a mile apart. At each of these 
statious is a grade crossing, and when 
suburban trains are standing there re- 
ceiving passengers, people from the north 
side, in a hurry to get the train, are very 
apt to take their chances and cross the 
tracks ahead of express trains, even 
though the gates are down. It is clear 
what the remedy should he. The condi- 
tions at these crossings are such that the 
grades should he separated as soon as 
possible. Delay in the matter must add 
annually to the present list of victims. 
We would recommend that the tiacks he 
depressed, commencing at a point about 
seven-eighths of auiile east of the Newton 
station, and continuing to a point nearly 
opposite Cross street, a distance of about 
2 4-10 miles. From Cross street, west- 
ward. we would recommend the raising 
of the tracks to the overhead bridge at 
Auburn street, a distance of 1 1-2 miles. 
Following are the changes which we pro- 
pose at the several crossings:

The present footway under the rail- 
road at Newton to be replaced by a foot 
bridge over the tracks. This seems to us 
the best method for abolishing these 
crossings, haviug a due consideration for 
the future of the city and the railroa i, 
and the comfort and convenience of the 
public. We estimate the expense of this 
work at $1,300,000. 

The map which accompanies the re- 
port shows that the grade with the tie- 
pressed tracks will be from 0.33 feet to 
21 feet feet per mile, while the present 
grade is from 29.56 to 27 feet per mile; so 
that this would he one argument for the 
railroad to make the change. Another 
advantage to the road would be the rt - 
moval of delays and the power to reduce 
the runniug time between Boston and 
New York, which is rendered imperative 
by the rivalry of the New York and New 
England. 

It is said that one object of the increase 
of capital stock is to furnish funds f« r 
the cost of separating the grades, and 
therefore every citizen of Newton will 
hope they will get the required permis- 
sion. The proposed plan makes such 
slight changes in the streets that the 
damage to adjacent property at the 
principal crossings would not be great. 


A SKF.Tt If OF HIS LONG AND FAITHFUL 
PUBLIC SKRVK'K. 

The death of Mr. Isaac Hagar, Wed- 
nesday morning, at his residence at 
Newton Lower Fall*, removes one of the 
most prominent citizens of Newton, who 
has served the city in public office for 
nearly half a century. He lias been in 
failing health for several months, and 
his death was not unexpected. During 
his long life of nearly eighty years he 
has been prominent in town and city af- 
fairs, ami has held many and varied 
public offices. In 1845 he was elected a 
selectman and assessor, ami since that 
time has been continually in the employ 
of the town, haring served as chairman 
of the board of assessors since 1847. 
This position he held until the beginning 
of the present year, although for the 
past two years his failing health has 
interfered somewhat with his usual 
thoroughness in the performance of his 
duties. In 1849 he was active in the re- 
orgauization of the school system of 
Newton, and for twenty years was a 
member of the school board, retiring 
only a year ago. During a great part ot tho 
time he was secretary of the school board. 
He had served as a trustee, auditor ami 
clerk of the Newton Savings Bank, which 
was incorporated as the Newton institu- 
tion for Naviugs in 1831, the late Seth 
Davis being the last survivor of the 
original incorporators. In 1848 he served 
as County Commissioner, and he has also 
represented Newton in the legislature. 

1’he name of Isaac Hagar was a familiar 
one in the early records of the town, and 
we fiiid one hearing that name among 
the original members of the old Cataract 
lire Engine Company at the Lower Falls, 
appointed in 1813. when the deceased 
was two years of age, And the same per- 
son. Mr. H agar's lather, was in the same 
year one ot the committee appointed to 
taKe charge of the erection ot St. Mary’s 
church at Lower Falls, of which the son 
was a vestryman and warden for mauy 
years, in Smith's history the name oc- 
curs frequently in the records of the 
town about this date, and the son ap- 
pears to have succeeded to his father’s 
promiuenee in town affairs, and iu a 
disposition to do his share of public 
duties. 

Mr. Hagar had earned the respect of 
his fellow citizens by bis conscientious 
discharge of public duties, and he was 
noted for his correctness, punctuality, 
and business line methods, while ne al- 
ways strove to he just to all in ms deal- 
ings. It speaks well for Mr. Hagar and 
lor the city, that he was continued in 
office as long as he was able to discharge 
the duties, and it was with great regret 
that his relations with the city were 
severed. He has a brother still living, 
Prof. D. B. Hagar of the State Normal 
School at Salem, and his wife and one 
son survive him. The son is cashier of a 
bank iu California, in which state he has 
resided for mauy years. Mr. Hagar was 
the last of the name in this city, where 
it has been an honored oue since the 
earliest days of Newton’s existence. 

The funeral services wili be at st. 
Mary’s Church, Lower Falls, Sunday 
afternoon at 2 p.m.

MAYOR burr’s FIRST VKTO. 

The order appropriating $100 for tbe 
insertion of city ordinances, etc., in the 
Newton Directory, was returned without 
the Mayor's signature, for the following 
reasons: 

“As the directory is published but once 
in two years, and first appears in April, 
the list of members of the city govern- 
ment is valuable to such citizens as were 
or are in the habit of consulting a direc- 
tory, for only nine months of the period 
of two years that intervene before the 
appearance of a new edition. Much of 
the matter now inserted in the directory 
at the expense of the city seems to bo of 
little value to the citizens and part at les it 
to como under the head of ordinary 
directory. Moreover, the present ordin 
ances are likely to be materially changed 
by the commission for which you have 
provided and their publication under 
such circumstances seems of doubtful 
expediency. 

The city already causes to be printed 
and distributed to all citizens who ask 
for them a municipal register, containing 
the city charter and ordinances, reports 
of the various heads of departments, a 
fire alarm telegraph schedule, a school 
list and a list of members of the city 
government, committees and city officials. 
Theso sources of information seem to be 
both abundant and sufficient./ 

. Business from the Common Council 
was disposed of iu concurrence. 

THE TELEPHONE COMPANY. 

The petition of the New England Tele- 
phone Company to have the franchises 
and locations granted to the Suburban 
Company transferred to them, which had 
been referred to the City Solicitor, was 
returned with the endorsement that in 
his opinion the Board of Aldermen had 
no right to make the transference asked 
for. This made quite a sensation, as it 
puts the New England Telephone com- 
pany in a peculiar positiou. 

Mayor Burr read a notice of a hearing 
given by the legislative committee on 
drainage, on the petitions of citizens of 
Brookline to extend a drain through 
parts of Newton and Brighton, Monday, 
Feb. IS. Mayor Burr attended and the 
bearing was adjourned. 

J. T. Waterhouse was granted a sixth 
class liquor license. 

Alderman Harbacli reported from the 
highway committee a list of sidewalks 
constructed in answer to petitions. 

Alderman Kennedy reported fiom the 
claims committee, on the petition of T. 
O’Sullivan for the payment of damages 
for repairs sustained by falling on au icy 
sidewalk, and the petitioner was grant- 
ed leave to withdraw. 

Alderman Harbacli reported on the pe- 
tition for the drainage of Oakland street, 
Ward One. that the street was unaccept- 
ed, and the matter was outside the juris- 
diction of the committee. If the work 
was necessary it would have to be done 
by tbe board of health, and the matter 
was refeir d to that board 

Mr. .1. N. Bacon withdrew lus petition 
for license to locate a boiler and engine 
at the corner of Church and Oak streets, 
and the hearing appointed for the even- 
ing was not held. 

Alderman Tolman reported from the 
joint special committee on the Mayor’s 
address, referring tbe portions recom- 
mending action to tbe appropriate com- 
mittees. 

Alderman Kennedy presented the peti- 
tion of II. C. Daniels and others for a 
street lamp at the corner of Bark and 
Washington streets.

“A Plea for the Roys.’’ 

To the Editor of the Guam to: 

The previous artiules under this title 
have beon very interesting and l thought 
that one of the boys ought to mako a 
plea. In the previous articles much 
space has been given for the ploa for a 
building to bo used by tbo Natural His- 
tory Society and tbe Y. M. C. Associa- 
tion. I shall plead for a gymnasium. 

Wo all know that as tho population of 
our city increases, playgrounds for out- 
of-door exorcise becomo scarce, conse- 
quently the boys of our city havo no 
suitable place, especially in tbo winter, 
for healthy exercise. 

A strong body prepares tbe way for an 
activo mind, and many a boy would take 
more interest in his studies, if he could 
daily oxerciso his body. We are given a 
body and an intellect, and why should 
wo neglect one to aid in tho development 
of tlio other? 

Our High School boys practice military 
drill. This is beneficial as far as it goes. 
It gives the boys an upright carriage, 
and a precision and cadence in their 
movements. But is this all that a boy 
needs for exercise? In the drill thore is 
no looseness of clothing which allows a 
froedom in the movements; there is a 
stiffness that is just the opposite. 

The gymnasium develops the body as 
the schools do tho intellect. Nearly all 
of us are weaker in some parts of our 
body than others, and tho object of tho 
gymnasium is to strengthen every part, 
with especial attention to the weak 
parts. 

We admire one who has a mind well 
developed and is well informed, and wo 
should consider one with a well devel- 
oped body in the same w,ay. Some say 
the boys would not bo moderate in their 
exercise. In all “gyms” a competent in- 
structor superintends all of the exercises 
of the boys; therefore there need be lit- 
tle anxiety on this point. 

Others say that a “gym” in our city 
would not be self-supporting. 1 think 
we are assured of success at the outset. 
There are more than one hundred young 
men in our vicinity who havo signified 
their intention of joining the “gym” if 
we have one here. 

Of theso about twenty or thirty are 
members of the Boston Y. M. C. Union 
or the Boston Y. M. C. Association, and 
who take advantage of the “gym” work. 
At the Union, the annual fee is $5, and 
at tho Association it is $8. These privi- 
leges also admit the member to concerts, 
lectures, etc. The difference in price is 
due to the difference of accommodations. 

We are not reluctant to spend $5 or $8 
a year for books, pictures, etc.; why 
should wo murmur iu paying that 
amount for our physical training. 

People who think that the gymnasium 
is not necessary are free to visit either of 
the above-named “gyms” at the hours 
of class exercise; there they can seo the 
young men enjoy a vigorous exercise in 
the dumb-bell, wand, or other drill. They 
perspire freely and wash off with a 
sponge, tub, or spray bath. A few min- 
utes later, after a brisk rubbing, they see 
the boy again, greatly refreshed in body 
and in spirits. 

Some say that this kind of exercise is 
beneficial to a fellow who naturally has 
a strong frame and perhaps detrimental 
to those who are weak. This is very 
queer logic. If we have not the gift of a 
strong body, it is nothing less than our 
duty, not our privilege, to take the nec- 
essary steps to become strong and able- 
bodied. 

It is the simplicity of the exercises at 
“gym” that shows that they are intend- 
ed for every one. Newton should not be 
backward in this matter.

The stockholders unanimously voted, 
as a mark of their entire approval of 
their chief ofiicors, an increase of salary 
t.o both the President and Treasurer. 

On motion of Mr. Hogg. <>f Worcester, 
Mass., it was 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this 
meeting that the price of the stocks of 
tho corporation be increased to $12.00 
per share on and after April 1st, and tho 
olHcers “are hereby instructed to offer 
no stock at a less price from that date.” 

Ou motion it was resolved to insure 
the life of tiio President of tho Corpora- 
tion iu the sum of $100,000, the proceeds 
in case of bis death, to revert to the Cor- 
poration. 

Thu meeting throughout was most har- 
mouious and enthusiastic. Speeches 
were made by L. J. Bird.B. A. Atkinson, 
J. C. Woodside, and J. II. Wheeler. Jr., 
of Boston; H. L. Stockwell, of Worces- 
ter, Mass.; .1. C. Riley, of Grand Rapids, 
Mich. ; J.J .Emerson, J. E. Donnell, A. W. 
Ayer, of Portland, and II. M. Sanborn, of 
Rockland, indicative of their thorough 
satisfaction of the affairs of the Com- 
pany, its management, its profits, and 
general outlook for the future, and each 
in turn deplored the fact that, with such 
a homo investment, capitalists should bo 
hunting over the wild West for invest- 
ments. 

Mr. Bird, in the course of his remarks, 
referred to the bonds of the corporation 
as “gilt-edged securities,” which he has 
purchased for his sou and heir. 

An employee, also a stockholder, re- 
ferred feelingly to the hearty eo opera- 
tion between the officers and employees 
of the company. Everything worked 
harmouiously and to their mutual bene- 
lit. 

A general inspection of the store and 
storehouses was made by the directors 
uiid shareholders. 

This day's mail brought orders, and 
stuck sold prior to and subsequent to the 
meeting, amounted to over $10,000.

Evangelistic ardor would suroly destroy 
skepticism. The victory would ho speedy 
because of that element of intrinsic val- 
ue in the Gospel, tho possession of faith 
and a purpose to snvo the souls of nion. 
All men would “crown Him God of all.” 
At the conclusion of Prof. English’s ad- 
dress tho quartet sang “Glorious Things 
of Thee aro Spoken,” after which tho 
closing remarks woro mndo by Rov. I)r. 
Furber who delivered an instructive pa- 
por upon tho development and effocts of 
Evangelistic work. 


made no special report and the commit- 
tee on nomination reported four applica- 
tions for membership. Rev. Mr. Cobb 
for the outlook committee mado an en- 
couraging report. He alludod to a visit 
ho bad made recently to the state house 
of representatives during the discussion 
of tho subjoct of tbo proposed prohibi- 
tory amcndinout which is to be submit- 
ted to tho people. Tho opponents of the 
bill made a light against it and some 
warm and hasty words were spoken. I 
was gratified, said Mr. Cobb, to seo tho 
Newton lepreseutative, Mr. Slocum, who 
is also a member of this club, arise from 
bis seat and speak in favor of tho pro- 
posed ameudmeut in well chosen terms 
carrying weight and conviction with 
thorn. It is a portentious question and 
there is only one side on which Christian 
men and women can enroll themselves. 

I am gratified to bo able to report a 
favorable outlook for Christians ou the 
whole. The Christian church is not los- 
ing ground; tho church attendance has 
been large and tho audiences attentive 
and interested. At West Newton ami 
Newton Highlands tho attendance has 
been very largo and an increasing inter- 
est is reported in tho several Sunday 
schools. The attendance at tho West 
Newton church a few Sundays since was 
295, tho highest point that lias been 
reached. At the Eliot church there is a 
growing interest in the prayer meetiugs 
and the Young People’s Society of Chris- 
tian Endeavor at Newton Centre is tak- 
ing hold of its work with much earnest- 
ness. Several conversions have been re- 
ported at West Newton, a deep religious 
interest has been awakened at Auburn- 
dale among the young and old alike, and 
three or four young persons have been 
converted at Newtonville. At the Eliot 
church there aro inquiries every week 
aud tii is is probably attributable to the 
special inquiry meetings which are held 
at that church. In various ways the 
good seed is being sown and there is a 
corresponding measure of encouiaginent 
to Chnstiau people. 

The club actod favorably on the appli- 
cation of two persons for membership 
and on motion of Dr. Calkins the neces- 
sary action for the repeal of tiie by-law 
that requires that the business of tho 
club shall not be taken up for considera- 
tion at 7.30 o’clock, was assigned for the 
next meeting. 

. The quartet then rendered tho selec- 
tion “How Lovely are the Messengers,” 
after which President Harwood spoke 
briefly, lie said that the club had been 
organized to bring about a spiritual 
quickening and moral awakening among 
Christian people. During the time that 
we have been together we have com- 
menced to realize more fully the import- 
ance of bringing God’s blessing aud lov> 
to our fellow men. Wo have come to 
know that the strongholds of evil are be- 
ing attacked by Christian soldiers en- 
couraged by victory and not disheartened 
by defeat. Our loyalty to a common 
cause has led us to possess ourselves of 
all the wisdom in extending the good- 
ness and blessings of God that lias been 
gained by Cluistian experience. As 
members of tho body of Christ our re- 
lation with Him must bo always kept 
open in order to receive blessings and to 
render acceptable service. At the con- 
clusion of Mr. Harwood’s remarks, he 
pleasantly introduced Prof. English of 
the Newton Theological Institution as 
tho first speaker of the evening. Prof. 
English spoke upon phases of Evangel- 
istic work, alluding to the influence of 
Evangelistic work in building up Chris- 
tian character. 

Christian character can bo toned in 
three ways, said the speaker, by intellectu- 
al training, by the power of clear con- 
viction and by tho vital experiences of its 
blessings. Tbe intellectual element has 
an essential place. Christ exacts tribute 
from the brain ami a clear conception of 
the Gospel requires careful exposition. 
Nothing can take the place of able 
preaching, but that alone will not at tail) 
the object we seek, the conversion of 
men to Christianity. Wo must build up 
the Christ like character iu our souls and 
the minister of God must come iu per- 
sonal contact with the fruits, bringing 
to them the evident points of the Gospel 
iu order to save souls and promote faith 
in (rod. 

Christ said if wo cherish the right 
moral view of (bid, we shall possess the 
right intellectual view of God. The 
truths out of the Gospel are spiritual 
truths and must be spiritually defined. 
The spirit and character of revealed 
truth is tho essence and aim of Evange- 
listic work. It is clear that the moral 
frame requisite to see the truth in Christ 
must of necessity bo of Evangelistic 
character. Liglitcan only be seen by light, 
A right moral state of the soul tends to 
exhaustion and decay. Thu iuvigoration 
necessary as a result of this decline lies 
with the power of Christian men and 
women. It can be remedied by Christian 
activity, the influence of Christian men 
in bringing salvation to others, opening 
to their minds God's truth, love and 
commisuratiou for all mankind. The 
knowledge of truth aiul the Evangelistic 
use of truth go together aud are essential 
one to the other. 

Preaching alone will not build up 
Christ-like character. Personal contact 
with souls develops faith in Jesus Christ. 
Evangelistic earnestness sheds its reflex 
influence upon the mind. It was this 
that preserved the mind of .Jesus Christ 
in such wonderful equipoise in oneness 
of thought with God. Evangelistic work 
tends to brings us to Christian work with 
a sense of reality. Pastors must therefore 
come in contact with lost souls, asking 
them to come to the Savior, for preaching 
alone is not sufficient. Wo have relatively 
too much preaching in comparison with 
Evangelistic work. Conviction of tho 
truths in God is necessary to the develop- 
ment of Christian character. There 
must ho a foundation of conviction deep 
seated in the soul. Christians must en- 
deavor to save souls, for skepticism often 
begins where labor tor salvation of souls 
emis. There must he a readiness to por- 
tray the experiences of faith in God,giv- | 
ing to others tho fruits of the Gospel and 
extending encouragement to Christian 
life, lie who does not love bis religion 
is only half a Christian for lie lacks the 
Evangelistic zeal and earnestness which 
is most needed. It is only the men who 
put on the whole armor of (bid who can 
save the souls of men, and such a man 
is not one who lacks Evangelistic ardor.

M KHHHH. J. T. ALLEN AND R. T. KIMBALL 

ON T1IR RAILROAD qUKHTION. 

A meeting of the Went Newton Lyceum 
wan hold in the City Hall, Monday ovon- 
ing. The attendance was very small but 
tho exerciHOH provod quite interesting. 
The music consisted of instrumental 
solos by Mr. John Mardon, who played 
upon tho banjo and harmonica at the 
same time, giving a vory clever exhibi- 
tion of his skill and receiving a demon- 
strative recall. The lecturo was delivered 
by Mr. Goorgo A. Walton, secretary of 
tho state board of education, who gavo 
sketches from the writings of Petrol" 
cum V. Nashby with annalytical 
comments. 

Tho question for discussion was Tto- 
solvod, “That tho consolidation of rail- 
roads is a public benefit.” Tho argu- 
ment was opened by Mr. James T. Allen, 
who said that the question must bo de- 
cided in the affirmative because tho con- 
solidation of railroad and steamboat 
lines had resulted beyond question in 
benefit to tho general public. When, tho 
Boston & Albany Railroad had its ter- 
minus at Worcester, great difficulty was 
experienced in getting to Albany because 
tho convenience of patrons who had 
availed tliemsolves of tho accommoda- 
tions of the Boston & Worcester Rail- 
road wore not regarded by the 1 connect- 
ing road to Albany. There was no com- 
petition and there seemed to be a combi- 
nation between tho railroad and tho 
hotels to bring about a delay at Worces- 
ter, often making it necessary for the 
traveller to remain in that city over 
night. Now, as a result of railroad con- 
solidation passengers can buy a through 
ticket to the West, and almost any de- 
sired point, and travel cohtinuously with 
tho least possible delay or annoyance 
caused formerly by waiting for trains in 
various places along tho line of the 
journey. 

This is tho result of combination, a 
pooling of issues as one might say. Tho 
former banking system of the country 
before tho general system at present 
in vogue, had its draw backs for a bill 
issued by a certain bank, was only good 
at home, and gold was utilized by travel- 
lers to overcome this difficulty. Today 
tho system is tho same in all parts of tho 
country, and it is the line of consolida- 
tion. The railroads in Germany partly 
owned by the states are consolidated, and 
yet travellers cannot say that they travel 
with less safety or more danger to accident 
and loss of life. Tho public at tho same 
time is better accommodated. It is true 
that consolidation is in the interests of 
the railroads but tho interests of 
railroads are identical with the interests 
of the public. Through consolidation it 
is possible to bring a barrel of Hour from 
a point in tho extreme West to our own 
door at a comparatively small expense. 
Consolidation of railroads lias brought 
about less expense in management and 
the salaries of numerous railroad mana- 
gers is saved under the combined system. 
It is an aduantage in almost evory way 
for when railroads consolidate it re acts 
favorable upon the stock holders whoso 
interests are bound up with the interests 
of the public. 

Mr, E. F. Kimball said that the ques- 
tion as stated had no negativo side for it 
was admitted that the consolidation of 
railroads had beneiitted the public. The 
questions to consider are tho dangers 
which may arise from such a system, to 
what extent may railroads safely be al- 
lowed to consolidate and how far is it 
necessary to allow free competition on 
railroads. It is the railroad problem of 
the country. There is an undoubted ten- 
dency towards consolidation. It will be re- 
membered that the competition in pas- 
senger rates during the Centen- 
nial Exhibition in Pliilidelphia re- 
sulted advantageously to travellers, and 
since that time tho competing railroads 
have discovered that it was for their in- 
terest to consolidate. The question is, 
“How does this change affect tho pub- 
lic?” The point raised by Mr. Allen, 
that a large amount is saved in salaries, 
has no great importance, for tho mana- 
gers of consolidated railroads roceive 
enormous salaries, amounting to three or 
four times tho sum paid to a manager 
uuder the separate system. Through 
freight it is said can be carried more 
ecconomically under the consolidated 
system, but this is duo to other condi- 
tions. Engines run at a greater speed as 
a result of perfected machinery; meth- 
ods of quick loadiug of cars has been de- 
vised, and in many ways improvements 
have been made which enables tho rail- 
road to conduct its business at less ex- 
pense. 

Mr. W. E. Plummer said that tho terms 
of consolidation combination and absorp- 
tion had been confounded by the previ- 
ous speakers. Railroad consolidation 
has not beneiitted the public. The stock 
of tho Boston & Maine railroad in 1840 
was worth much more than after consol- 
idation with other roads. The Boston 
& Albany railroad is now petition- 
ing tho Legislature to increase its capi- 
tal stock ten millions. If they want to 
increase their capital stock why don’t 
they sell enough to bring in ten millions 
and give the public a ehanco to derive 
some of tho benefit. Tho whole consoli- 
dation of railroads is like every other 
great monopoly, an injury to the peo- 
ple. The Standard Oil Co. is tho only 
exception and it is tho only instance 
whore the pooplo have derived any bone- 
lit. This is due to tho inexhaustible sup- 
ply and it only costs ‘J 1-2 cents a gallon 
to place the oil on the market. It is sold 
for 10 cents per gallon; giving to tho 
company only the small nrollt of 750 per 
cent. Since the consolidation of the 
West End Railway, people aro obliged to 
wait, and if they complain tho conductor 
says this road is independent; if you 
don’t like our style you have tho privi- 
lege of walking. 

Mr. W. E. Spinney said that competi- 
tion between railroads never worked 
well. The result had been disastrous 
and competition was cariied to a point 
until it reached bankruptcy. Business 
can not be so stationary as long as com- 
petition between railroads existed. Con- 
solidation should be allowed where the 
State can control, and such consolidation 
should never be permitted to develop 
into a monopoly. 


works at Black Rock, N. Y. Four years 
ago tho proprietors engaged two young 
women to do office work. That they em- 
ploy 10 women in that department today 
r proof of the nuccesR of this movement. 
Tho firm employ in all about 150 women 
in tho different departments. Tho work 
there iR all piece work and the young 
women oarn about $0 per week. The 
more expert earn more. They do work 
that is tiHually done by boyR, but one of 
the proprietors Rays: “Wo find tho girla 
more attentive to business and more 
faithful; tlioy are noarly all under 20 
years of ago, and it is our oxporionce 
that girlR of 14 know more than boys of 
tho same class at 18,” “When they get 
through their work they wash every sus- 
picion of dirt from their faces and hands, 
change tlielr shoos and gowns and 
smooth their hair. Then they don com- 
fortable and becoming wraps and hats 
and sally forth. No one, from their ap- 
loarance, could guess that they had not 
jeon handling ribbons and laces all day 
over a dry goods counter instead of oper- 
ating oily and face-begriming ma- 
chinery.” 

From Chicago. 

The Woman’s Alliance formed of dele- 
gates from the woman’s press club, the 
ethical society and other assemblies, met 
recently at the Palmer house, m Chica- 
go, for the consideration of tho compul- 
sory-education question. Mrs. Caroline 
A. Hiding presided, and about 50 women 
wore present. A resolution, preventing 
members of the alliance from holding 
political oflice was passed, and acommit- 
too appointed to effect the incorporation 
of the alliance under the State laws, the 
object being to create a business organi- 
zation for the creation and enforcement 
of laws which benefit women and chil- 
dren. The alliance wants all boards of 
education made up equally of men and 
women, who shall have power in addi- 
tion to school duties to inspect factories 
where children aro employed. Mrs. Char- 
lotte C. Holr, agent for the women's pro- 
tostive association, gave an address at 
Ethical Hall, recently, in which they de- 
fended the association, which has beon 
criticised for defending depraved women. 
“Men for jury, men for spectators, a man 
for a judge, and a poor lone woman has 
simply no show for protection, whether 
she is in the wrong or not.” 

A Blue Lnw. 

There is at the present time a bill be- 
fore the Connecticut Legislature which 
provides that “whenever a married wom- 
an shall neglect her household duties 
and tho care of her husband and children 
and shall employ her time and service in 
earning money for her own use, the hus- 
band may give notice to her employer 
and subsequently her earnings shall be- 
come his property, and he shall have a 
light of action to recover it. This act 
shall refer only to marriages made since 
April 20, 1887.” This bill is introduced 
by Senator Hall. The women in Con- 
necticut will feel a particular intorest in 
Senator Hall’s future career. 

From VnriouM Quarters. 

The working women’s piotcctivo union 
ot New York zealously guards the inter- 
ests for which it was organized. It has 
recently adjusted serious troubles be- 
tween certain manfacturerirand their fe- 
male employes. The 25th anniversary of 
the union was recently celebrated. Dur- 
ing its existence it has received 322,238 
app ications. supplied 50,855 situations, 
prosecuted 11,495 frauds, and collected 
$52,510.00 from employers who refused to 
pay hard-earned wages. The legal kQpi- 
ness of tho society is yearly increasing. 
The report for the past year shows that 
it was harder to secure situations for ap- 
plicants than in any of tho previous four 
years, but a larger number of frauds 
wero prosecutod and more money, 
larger sums, collected. 

Tho occupations followed by women 
college graduates are indicated by the 
records of the association of collegiate 
alumnte. Of 524 members the latust re- 
port shows eleven physicians, nine 
journalists, eight authors, eight li- 
brarians or assistants, five lawyers, 
three artists, three printers, two each of 
school principals, musicians, elocution- 
ists and private secretaries, and one each 
lecturer, chemist, typo-writer, govern- 
ment clerk and merchant. Women grad- 
uates are also engaged in such varied oc- 
cupations as book-keeping, dairy farm- 
ing, stock raising, insurance agency, copy- 
ing, biology, tho drama, and even in the 
editorship of an agricultural journal.

GRADE CROSSINGS. 


The report of the special committee 
appointed to investigate into the ques- 
tion of abolishing grade crossings has 
been made, and as far as Newton 
is concerned, it is an excellent one. If 
the railroad company should choose to 
act upon it, all the grade crossings on 
the main line in Newtou could ho abol- 
ished within a year, and without great 
expense to the city. The changes in the 
grade of the streets where crossings are 
to be built are all moderate ones, and the 
damages at Centre street, for instance, 
would be very moderate ones, ns the 
street would only have to bo raised 3 1-2 
feet, and the railroad depressed 10 feet. 
This would give an 18 foot bridge, al- 
though most of the bridges are now only 
15 feet. 

The estimated cost of a little over a 
million would be 1 good investment for 
the road, as the company pays more than 
a fair interest on that sum for the main- 
tenance of the gates, and in settlement of 
accidents, which will always continue to 
happen with such crossings as now ex- 
ist. 

The company has given out that thu 
reason for the new bonds asked for is that 
they wish to abolish the crossings along 
its line, and the legislators were snffi- 
ciently public spirited to place no obsta- 
cles in their way. Representative Slo- 
cum made a strong speech in fqgor of 
grantiug the desired permission, as New- 
ton is directly interested, and in spite of 
the efforts of a few dissenters, the bill 
passed by a large majority. The Boston 
A Albany may not be liberal toWard its 
patrons, but it gives them good aud effi- 
cient service, and it is not managed in a 
speculative manner, which is a great con- 
sideration in these days. 

The proposed sinking of the tracks 
would make a great change in Newton, 
and passengers would have much of the 
sensation of riding through a tunnel, 
when going through Newton, but it 
would prove of great advantage to the 
city, and houses along the liue of the 
road would become much more desirable 
as residences.

Apart from the advantages gaine 
b> bringing the now isolated sections 
into closer sympathy wc must not over- 
look the prospect there is of attracting 
more people to our boautiful city. 

Wo need moro people. The dream of 
some, of keeping Nowton a select place 
for those whose incomes are boyond $5000 
per year, is rathor absurd, aud the reali' 
zation is very undcsirahlo. 

The best sort of a population is that 
which has in it a large proportion of 
stirring young married people, and of 
those who are beginners in business or 
in professional life. Such as theso grow 
attached to the places whero they make 
their homes and bring enorgy and public 
spirit into affairs. In this connection it 
is proper to commend thu good work of 
the Newton Co-operative Bank. It is 
home building society, and ere long we 
shall see houses springing up all about 
us built through its agency. 

What wc need very greatly is the open- 
ing of building spaces to be sold at mod 
erato prices. Such spaces as would be 
brought into the market by the street 
railway. Whoever lives ten years longer 
in Newton will probably see a very large 
increase of population, and a population 
that is not clustering around some half 
dozen centres, but spread out over the 
most beautiful area in New England.

GIVING AWAY FltANCUISES. 


It is very gratifying to those who are 
interested in watching the progress of 
the young people who are growing up in 
our city to see such a goodly number of 
them taking lionorablo positions and 
wielding an influence for goed. 

The recent concert at City Hall was 
all the more attractive because nearly 
all those who took part in it were our 
own young people. Two of them have 
achieved a reputatiou of a most enviable 
character for musical excellence, and all 
of them have done themselves aud the 
city credit. 

In other directions others who have 
grown up here are achieving distinction. 
A number of important educational po- 
sitions are filled by our graduates, aud 
the professions of law and medicine have 
gained talented recruits from our num- 
ber. The successes of these young New- 
tonians should stimulate our boys and 
girls to still greater effort, especially as 
no place furnishes so many fine op portu- 
nities for training in special linos as ar 
to be found here. The difficult y,says one 
observer, is that the majority of our 
young people are so comfortable that 
they lack the stimulus to exertion, lie 
contends that instead of being helped by 
their favorable surroundings some of 
them are really hindered, and hence 
are doing less for their owu improvement 
than would poor boys and girls who now 
have less advantages. 

• If this is so it is a very serious matter 
and worthy of consideration — for if the 
aids to progress are all to be neutralized 
by the comfort in which people live— 
there is a greater need for special exer- 
tion to wake people up. The example 
of those who have been referred to as 
achieving excellence seems to show that 
ii is possible to rise above the benumb- 
ing influence of easy circumstances. 

There is no reason why there should 
not be created among our young people 
an enthusiasm for study and a laudable 
ambition to bring credit to the city. If 
created it will uot he long before Newtou 
will become noted for the large number 
of its well-trained aud studious young 
people who will take the front rank in 
the professions, in educational aud scien- 
tific matters, aud in the various forms of 
progressive business of the day.

The special commission appointed last 
year to investigate nml inquire into 
the subject of abolishing grade cross- 
ings, made its report to the House, 
Monday. It is a valuable document and 
as * ir could be prat t cable, exhaus 
tive in the investigations entered up- 
on. There is little doubt now that the pub- 
lic is alive to the necessity of abolishing 
all grade crossings. The frightful loss of 
life, within the past ten years has awak- 
ened public sentiment on this subject. It 
is one thing to the credit of the steam rail- 
road corporations that they do desire such 
■ law, not by any means on account of loss 
f life but because they desire some reason 
for a large expenditure that can be given to 
their stockholders and also to prove that the 
cost of maintaining these crossings draws 
largely upon the net receipts of the several 
roads. 1 ake the highest estimate made for 
abolishing all the grade crossings in the 
State— $40,000,000. Compare this with the 
capital stock of all the roads and their sur- 
plus, and then figure up the cost of those 
crossings and the annual damages for ten 
years, and we will see that the first cost of 
forty millions applied to abolishing them 
will he the cheapest investment ever made 
for the stockholders.

it is ulso charged that lie interfered with 
tlie ex-city marshal in the performance of 
his duties. As a mutter of fact Mr. Hum- 
mnud wus given every opportunity to make 
good the charges of interference on the 
purt of the mayor, but he failed to do so. 
und was removed by tlie uuuuimous vote of 
the board of aldermen upon recommendu 
tiou of the committee on police, also unani 
uious iu the opinion that iiis removal was for 
the best interests of tlie department. Tlie 
reasons which actuated the city fathers iu 
their action were briefly these: Ex-l’ity 
Marshal Hammond bad no regular office 
hours, fuiled to look after tlie eases iu the 

superior court, seldom putiu auappearaiu e 
at tires or serious disturbances during tlie 
night, was not successful iu keeping up 
the discipline necessary for a well-regula- 
ted department, and refused to wear Ids 
uniform on tin* street when so requested h\ 
tlie police committee. lie once told the 
writer that the mayor had never interfered 
w ith him in Ids efforts to prosecute the il- 
legal dealers iu intoxicating liquor. Per- 
sonally. Mr. Hammond was a most pleas- 
ant and affable gentleman. Ili> services a> 
a lieutenant iu the Boston police depart- 
ment were regarded as an evidence of Ids 
fitness for tiie position of city marshal. 
The positions are entirely unlike, the city 


marshal being required to prepnre evidence, 
look after cases and manage the depart- 
ment. while a lieutenant in the Boston po- 
lice force isnotenlled upon in an> extensive 
executive espacity. In Justice to the men 
who voted to remove him it is only just to 
state thnt Air. llammond was not tbe man 
for city marshal of Newton.

MUSI ('All MATTERS. 


WHY SHOULD NOT NEWTON 
MUSICAL SOCIETY. 


Considering tho largo number of music 
loving people living bore, and tbo abun- 
dance of vocal and instrumental talent 
it would seem ns if it would bo a very 
easy tiling to organize a Choral Union of 
Homo kind with tbo view of bringing to- 
gether those who are interested. 

It is suggested that a now departure 
can bo made by avoiding difficult works 
that require oxpensivo soloists and 
orehostras.and by bringing out loss elabo- 
rate productions thoroughly well, and 
mainly by developing lopal talent. 

There may be enough persons found 
who will becomo honorary members up- 
on the payment of annual fees, which 
will entitle them to recolvo a certain 
number of tickets for tho concerts. 

A plan of such a Choral Union is said 
to bo under consideration by competent 
poisons, and its details may bo made 
public at any time. X. 

Tho above wo received from a resident 
of Nowton a few days ago, and needs no 
explanation. This idea of a Choral 
Union is one of which the editor has 
been thinking for some time, and this 
letter exactly oxprossos his ideas. This 
plan is practically the one now being 
carried out by the Cecilia Society of Bos- 
ton, namely, one of an activo and associ- 
ate membership with tho presentation of 
works not too elaborate, yet always in- 
teresting. There are many very beauti- 
ful cantatas and similar works which are 
effective with pianoforte accompanimen 
and which do not require exacting study, 
yet which are interesting alike to chorus 
and audience. 

This is a most excellent idea, and wo 
hope it may be carried out, as it will bo 
if all lend their hearty co-oporation to 
tho plan. Any suggestions or informa- 
tion as to tho progress of tho project will 
be gladly received by tho musical editor 
of this paper.

The Tariff Reform Club. 

To the Editor of the Grai’HIC:— 

When I ventured to suggest a few 
weeks ago that it would be more seemly 
for the Tariff Reformers to devote some 
time to an impartial study of the ques- 
tion, before they ‘’disseminated viows” 
which they apparently admit may bo 
wrong, there was a special application 
which 1 thought that at least the gentle- 
man who wrote to last wuek’s papers and 
who seems to be the leading spirit of the 
club, would appreciate. «As lie apparently 
does not, I repeat an anecdote which I 
have told before, for it seems desirable 
that as the labors of this club are begin- 
ning, your readers should know just how 
much pains the active men in the club 
take to inform themselves before they 
aunounce their conclusions. 

The gentleman in question having, if I 
remember rightly, signed the manifesto 
of thb great and glorious Hundred, to 
the effect that the Democratic tariff 
policy was safer than the Republican, was 
so well satisfied with the correctness of 
that statement, that he challenged our 
committee to a debate, proposing, in his 
own handwriting, as one of the subjects, 
a comparison of the Senate and Mills 
Bills. The challenge to a debate on that 
subject was most reluctantly accepted, 
for we supposed that the gentleman, hav- 
ing set up as an apostle of reform, knew his 
subject thoroughly.

High Water Service. 

The following from tho Somerville 
Journal would seem to apply equally 
well to Newton: 

The experience of Melrose with a high 
water service has been of a nature to en- 
courage Somerville to introduce a similar 
service without delay. The Melrose wa- 
ter commissioners say that the introduc- 
tion of the service caused building upon 
laud in the highest parts of thu town 
which would have been left lying idle if 
the high-water service had uot been pro- 
vided. Some of the handsomest houses 
in the town have been erected on these 
lauds, and thus the amount of taxable 
property lias been very considerably in- 
creased. 

There is no doubt that tho introduc- 
tion of a high-water service in Somer- 
ville would have a similar effect. There 
is no question that Somerville needs 
such a service, aud that the time has 
come now to supply thu need. It is to ho 
hoped that the committee of the city 
council asppointud to confer with the 
water board upon the subject, will make 
an early report, and that the city council 
will not delay in making such an appro- 
priation as may ho needed. If the ap- 
propriation is made, there is no ques- 
tion that the money expended will all 
come hack to the city within a fow years.
